Preceding the 
Open will be two days (Jan. 18 
and 19) of brilliant shotmaking 
when teams representing the U. S. 
and Canada will play the fourth 
annual International P.G.A. Team 
Matches over the La Jolla Coun- 
try Club course. At stake will be 
the Hopkins Trophy (named for 
John Jay Hopkins, president and 
founder of the International Golf 
Association, and also president 
and board chairman of General 
Dynamics Corporation). 

Both season tickets for the 
Open ($4) and employée weekend 
tickets ($3) are on sale at Con¬ 
vair SD at employée service at 
both plants; at superintendents’ 
offices in ail buildings; at the 
cashier offices in Buildings 19 and 
16; and at the engineering per¬ 
sonnel office. 

At Pomona they are on sale at 
employée service.

Under the new program, which 
becomes effective Feb. 21, the 
company bears the premium cost 
for group insurance covering ail 
those eligible. This includes “ma¬ 
jor medical” as well as the polio 
coverage. 

Also Convair bears the cost of 
$5,000 life insurance for everyone 
eligible. Additional life insurance 
may be taken out by the indi- 
vidual to amounts depending upon 
pay range. Cost of this is ex- 
ceptionally low, 50 cents a month 
per thousand. 

Ail those who are not eligible 
for the new insurance (those 
at Convair SD i-epresented by 
the Engineers and Architects 
Association and the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers) continue to hâve the old 
group and life insurance program 
available to them. 

Cards will be issued to ail 
eligibles at San Diego during 
the last week of January. At 
that time, individuals will be 
given the opportunity to sign up 
for additional life insurance and 
also for the improved coverage 
for dependents. Cost of dépend¬ 
ent coverage to the individual is 
$1.71 per week. 

In order to hâve additional life 
and dépendent insurance effective 
by Feb. 21, cards must hâve 
been checked and returned by 
Feb. 10, J. K. Field, chief of 
employée service at SD, an- 
nounced. 

“We strongly recommend that 
Convair men and women take 
full advantage of the additional 
life insurance available to them,” 
Field said. 

“The very low rate makes it 
an excellent business proposition 
to the individual who thinks e- 
nough of his family to give them 
the fullest protection—and I am 
sure that includes ail Convair 
bread winners.”

Disabled Vêts 
To Sort Rivets 

Trucks began hauling away 
some 5,000 pounds of Convair San 
Diego salvage material this week 
that will provide jobs for about 
40 disabled vétérans for a month. 

It is part of a contract signed 
last week between Convair and 
the Disabled American Vétérans 
organization. 

Work is to begin next Monday 
(Jan. 17) at the DAV sorting 
plant in San Diego where the dis¬ 
abled vétérans will sort approxi- 
mately 5,000 pounds each month 
of miscellaneous aircraft hard¬ 
ware, including nuts, bolts, rivets, 
clamps and screws. 

Details of the contract were 
revealed by B. F. Coggan, man¬ 
ager at Convair SD, and Richard 
J. Cosgriff, DAV business man¬ 
ager. 

Coggan pointed out that Con- 
vair’s industrial engineering dé¬ 
partaient has been investigating 
the project for several montas. 
Previously, mixed hardware ac- 
cumulated at Plants 1 and 2 was 
shipped to Los Angeles for proc-

Announced last week, the modi- 
fied version of the delta wing 
interceptor was completed at San 
Diego in a record 117 working 
days. 

Following engine and taxi tests 
on Lindbergh Field, San Diego, 
the airplane was trucked to Ed¬ 
wards Dec. 16 and Engineering 
Test Pilot Richard Johnson made 
the shakedown Dec. 20. The fol¬ 
lowing day the new ship perform- 
ed supersonically in level flight— 
just six montas after design work 
had been completed and manu¬ 
facture begun. 

Principal external différence 
between the F-102A and the pro¬ 
totypes that hâve been flying 
more than a year at Air Force 
test bases is a longer fuselage. 

The after end of the fuselage 
is distinguished by two stream- 
lined fairings. The delta-wing is 
unchanged except for cambered 
leading edges and swept-up wing 
tips. 

The canopy has been redesigned 
to give the pilot greater visi- 
bility. 

The F-102A is powered by a 
Pratt and Whitney .1-57 jet en- 
ginc with afterburner.

Carswell AFB 
Safest in SAC 

Carswell Air Force Base and 
the Air Force men who fly Con- 
vair-built B-36s from there hâve 
been named the safest in the 
entire Strategie Air Command. 

SAC last week announced that 
Carswell wins the 1954 flying 
safety trophy over ail other SAC 
bases. 

Further, SAC will nominate 
Carswell as the safest flying 
team in the entire Air Force. 

The 1954 record involved about 
50 000 hours of flying. At usual 
sneeds, that would mean some- 
thing in the neisrhborhood of 
10,000,000 miles. That’s enough 
miles to circle the earth about 
400 times. 

The spotless record was made 
while Carswell craft operated in 
and out of remote hases in North 
Afr'ca, Guam, Labrador as well 
as from hases in this country.

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Participation in SD Cost 
Réduction During 1954 
Is Best in Over Decade 


An average of 37 of each 100 
people working at Convair San 
Diego took an active part in cost 
réduction during 1954. 

E. E. Hartzler, cost réduction 
superviser, made tliis statement 
this week and also revealed that 
more people took part in two 
major cost réduction programs 
(Employée Suggestion and Cost 
Improvement Proposais) in 1954 
than in any year in the post-war 
period. 

“These remarkable participation 
figures show a marked increase 
over the two previous years de- 
spite the fact employment was 
ower in 1954 than at any time 
in the three-year period,” Hartz¬ 
ler said. “Our participation rec¬ 
ord is one of the highest in the 
nation in any industry.” 

Employées at San Diego sub- 


mitted a total of 8,253 ES’s and 
CIP’s in 1954, showing an in¬ 
crease of 12 per cent over 1953. 

Net savings from those ideas 
approved and installed came to 
$2,947,430. An additional saving 
of $523,150 has been approved and 
is now in the process of being 
installed. 

Of this total, $499,266 was 
realized through Employée Sug¬ 
gestions which earned employées

Two unique 
functions of the Institute will be 
the establishment of a spécial 
reference library devoted to as- 
sembling the world literature on 
nuclear medicine, and the periodi- 
cal publication of a Journal of 
Nuclear Medicine.

The Lovelace Foundation is a 
non-profit corporation founded in 
1947 by Dr. W. R. Lovelace. It 
lists as its objectives “the foster- 
ing of knowledge of the causes, 
prévention, relief, and treatment 
of human disease and the promo¬ 
tion of public health.”

Altitude Chamber Test 
Simulâtes Conditions of 
Flight For B-58 Crews 

The B-58 is flying! 

But ail the “flying” is inside an altitude chamber in 
Convair Fort Worth’s engineering- test lab. Here tests are 


being made to simulate worl 
bers in actual flight. 

Testing is a very important 
part of Convair’s development 
work on the supersonic delta wing 
bomber since conditions under 
which the crew members perform 
their duties in flight affect their 
efficiency and safety. 

And that’s exactly what engi¬ 
neering test lab is doing: proving 
out those conditions. 

“Not only do we use newly de- 
signed test equipment,” said 
Grover Sundberg of engineering 
test lab. “We also use actual 
human beings. In this way, we 
know we’re getting the best pos¬ 
sible results.” 

The chamber is 30 feet long and 
12 feet in diameter. Inside is a 
set-up complété with simulated 
B-58 Controls. The chamber is in- 
sulated so tests can be made at 
high or low températures and alti¬ 
tudes. 

There are more than 400 tem¬ 
pérature “pick ups” to register 
température changes. Trained 
personnel also record air supply 
and return, air velocities and 
other factors in the cabin. 

It ail starts when an engineer 
enters the chamber. He’s dressed 
in régulai- flight equipment: suit, 
boots, gloves, helmet and goggles. 

“One of the most important 
pièces of his equipment is his 
headset,” said Sundberg. 

“This gives him constant com¬ 
munication with the engineering 
crews recording data outside the 
chamber.” 

If hot or cool air coming 
through a duct hits the pilot at 
the wrong place, it makes the 
pilot uncomfortable. Since com- 


cing conditions of crew mem- 

fort of the pilot and crew mem¬ 
bers is a very important factor in 
performance and safety, improper 
air flow must be corrected. 

So with his headset, the man 
in the pilot’s seat can tell the 
group outside the chamber wliat’s 
going on inside. They, in turn, 
try to make necessary changes. 

A test usually takes about a 
day. Tests are run a long enough 
time to approach actual flight 
conditions. 

The tests were requested by 
L. H. Schreiber in the engineering 
propulsion development group. 

“We’re sure that by the time 
we’re finished with testing, we’ll 
hâve many of the kinks ironed 
out,” said Sundberg. 

“We don’t guarantee ail the 
comforts of home,” he said. “But 
we’re going to get as close as 
conditions permit.”

Even if they could hâve, SAC 
couldn’t afford to ground its top- 
ranking bombers the length of 
time it would take. 

So SAM-SAC was conceived. 

Said SAC: “The program, first 
of its kind in the industry and the

En Garde! 


Play Chess? Swim? Then Probably 
You'll Qualify as a Good Fencer 


Fencing may not be the perfect 
sport, but it cornes pretty close, 
according to Convair Pomona’s 
Bob Glowacki (Dept. 6). 

“It requires a combination of 
the skills used in chess, badmin¬ 
ton, swimming and ballet; it has 
spectator appeal second to none; 
and it teaches more applied psy- 
chology than many college courses 
in the subject,” Glowacki said. 

“It requires the fast action and 
changes of pace of badminton; 
and as in swimming, every muscle 
in the body is used,” he continued. 
“Also, many ballet dancers prac¬ 
tice fencing to improve their ré¬ 
flexes and timing. And while 
chess may seem a far cry from 
an active sport like fencing, the 
swordsman must plan every move 
in advance, amending his tactics 
as necessary to meet the strategy 
of his opponent.” 

In the matter of psychology, 
many old-time fencing masters 
hâve said: “Give me five minutes 
on the fencing strip with a man 
and I’il tell you anything you 
want to know about him.” 

Even with ail its requirements, 
fencing is actually not difficult to 
learn, Glowacki said. Many peo- 
ple with physical handicaps hâve 
become proficient. 

Glowacki has been fencing for 
approximately 10 years. He start¬ 
ed while in high school in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, became coach of his 
school team, later coached other 
high school and college teams, 
and was active in compétition in 
the Northern Ohio Division of 
the Amateur Fencers League of 
America. 

In 1951 he won the Northern 
Ohio Three Weapon Individual 
Divisional Championship—in foil, 
epee and sabre—to climax his 
compétitive career. Since moving 
to California the same year he 
hasn’t had time for compétition. 
However, he currently instructs a 
class at the Pomona YMCA, and 
plans to enter tournaments this 
year. 

(Incidentally, the YMCA class 
meets from 8 to 9:45 p.m. each 
Monday, and anyone interested in 
learning is invited to attend. 
Equipment is available for begin- 
ners. Glowacki may be contacted 
at ext. 6136, or LY-22217 eve- 
nings, for further information.) 

Compétition in fencing is staged 
for three weapons—the foil, epee 
(pronounced a-pay) and sabre. 
Theoretically the foil is a pointed 
sword capable of inflicting punc- 
ture wounds only, and a “touch” 
is seored if the point touches any 
part of the target area. This area 
includes the trunk of the body 
from the top of the collar to the 
groin in front, and from the collar 
to a line Crossing across the hips 
in back. The fencer who initiâtes 
the attack has the right of way, 
and his opponent must either 
parry the attack before starting 
an attack of his own, or execute 
a “stop thrust” in time. 

The epee is also a pointed 
weapon, but is heavier and not as 
flexible as the foil. Any portion 


of the body is target area in an 
epee bout, and there is no formai 
offensive or défensive position. 
Action with this weapon is so fast 
that an electrical scoring ma¬ 
chine, wired to the blades, is used. 

The sabre has theoretical cut- 
ting edges along the entire front 
and a third of the back, and cuts, 
as well as thrusts, are seored. 
Since the sabre is the traditional 
cavalry weapon, and a horseman 
could only be incapacitated by 
cuts above the waist, touches be- 
low the hip bones are not valid. 

Though in former times fencing 
was a somewhat hazardous sport, 
sometimes used in duels to death, 
in modem times it ranks with the 
safest. 

“A fencer may receive minor 
bruises in a hot bout, and he may

pick up an occasional scratch. But 
his face is protected by a mask, 
and the possibility of an acci¬ 
dent is remote,” Glowacki said. 
“In fact, I’ve only heard of two 
serious accidents in the 10 years 
I’ve been fencing, and that’s a 
record few sports can equal.”

AF Training Chance Seen 
For Convair SD Vétérans 

An opportunity for training—with pay—was offered 
this month to Convair San Diego vétérans and others who 


can qualify as students in a 
Specialist Training Center. 

The center, which will be lo- 
cated at Fort Rosecrans on Pt. 
Loma, is designed to train tech- 
nical and management specialists 
of the Air Force Reserve. 

First classes are expected to 
start in March and lists of stu¬ 
dents are being made out now. 

Such courses as these will be 
offered: flight operations, com¬ 
munications and electronics, air¬ 
craft engineering and mainte¬ 
nance, aircraft supply, adminis¬ 
tration, personnel, and basic in¬ 
struction for aircraft mechanics 
(équivalent to an A. and E. 
course, qualifying for license), 
radio operator, cryptographie 
operator and administrative 
superviser. 

Because many of the subjects 
include classified military infor¬ 
mation, and the training aids and 
laboratory equipment are under 
security protection, training is 
available at the center which 
cannot be obtained at civilian 
schools. 

To be eligible, students first 
join the Air Force Reserve. Vét¬ 
érans of the Army, Navy, Coast 
Guard or Air Force can expect 
to be accepted in their previous 
rank or rating. Students, also, 
should hâve had service and civil¬ 
ian expérience in the field of 
study they choose. 

There are no fees for the train¬ 
ing, of course, and students re- 
ceive one day of military pay 
consistent with their rank for 
each two hours of instruction. 
There will he two class periods a 
month. 

Effort is being directed toward 
arranging class hours to accom- 
modate students whether they 


newly established Air Force 

work days or nights. 

Additional information may 
be obtained from L. M. Shuste- 
rich of Dept. 506, Plant 2, ext.

Shusterich, an Air Force Re¬ 
serve first lieutenant, said: 

“Convair has many hundreds of 
vétérans, many of whom served 
expertly as aircraft technicians in 
the military. This is a real op¬ 
portunity for them to fit them- 
selves for advancement in their 
civilian occupations and at the 
same time to benefit from mili¬ 
tary pay, points toward promo¬ 
tion and military retirement pay.” 

Pomona Contributes 
353 Pints of Blood 

Convair Pomona employées con- 
tributed 353 pints of blood when 
the bloodmobile visited the plant 
last week, H. S. Naish, employée 
service supervisor, reported. 

“Convair employées and mem- 
bers of their families who in 
times of illness require blood may 
draw against this Convair crédit 
with the Blood Bank by paying 
only a service charge of $7.50 a 
pint,” Naish reminded. 

“To take advantage of this 
service they hâve only to contact 
employée service, where ail ar¬ 
rangements will be made.” 

Since the first visit of the 
bloodmobile to the Pomona plant 
18 months ago employées hâve 
contributed a total of 2,093 pints 
of blood. Many employées and 
their family members hâve drawn 
against this crédit, one employée 
requiring a total of 25 pints.

Bloodmobile Visit 
At SD to Be Jan. 25

W-2 Forms For 
Income Returns 
Available Soon 

Withholding statements (Form 
W-2) will be in the mail to ail 
Convair employées before the end 
of January, in plenty of time for 
use in filing fédéral income tax 
returns before the April 15 dead- 
line (a month later than the dead- 
line of past years). 

However, those who worked for 
Convair both before and after 
the merger into General Dynam¬ 
ics Corporation (April 30, 1954) 
will receive copies of two W-2 
forms. One will cover income up 
to April 30 and the other will 
cover income during the balance 
of the year. Both should be filed 
with fiscal income tax returns. 

Those who expect refunds were 
particularly caùtioned not to file 
returns without attaching W-2 
forms, as failure will delay the 
refund. 

At a later date, but still well 
in advance of the April deadline, 
those Convair employées who re- 
ceived per diem allowances dur¬ 
ing 1954 will receive copies of 
Form 1099, which Convair is re- 
quired to submit to the govern- 
ment covering these allowances. 
Those who received per diem 
were advised to wait for this 
form before filing, so as to hâve 
exact figures. 

A few Convair employées may 
find it necessary to file amended 
Déclarations of Estimated In¬ 
come Tax, Form 1040-ES, by Jan. 
17. Instead of the amended Form 
1040-ES, a final return may be 
filed by Jan. 17, but a notation 
should be made that the W-2 will 
be forwarded when available. This 
procedure, is not recommended 
because of the possibility of con¬ 
fusion.

Conversion Job Créâtes 
Triple Threat' Scooters 


Necessity again proved to be the mother of invention 
recently at Convair Fort Worth—thanks to plant engi¬ 
neering. 


When the time came for retire¬ 
ment of worn-out scooters, the 
point was raised that replace¬ 
ments really should hâve greater 
carrying capacity. But these 
proved to be mighty expensive. 

So Convair decided that a less 
expensive type could he modified 
at low cost. And the plan worked. 

That’s why new three-seaters 
can be seen ail over the plant and 
réservation. Ail in ail there are 
42 scooters. To date, 37 hâve been 
converted. 

The first one of this type was 
made up for the fire départaient. 
That was several years ago. 
Since then it’s beenpainted bright 
red. The others are silver and 
blue. 

The original scooters came with 


cargo boxes on the front end. 
This was removed and comfort- 
able seats built in. 

The important part about the 
scooters is the big money saving. 
Convair modified them at a much 
lower cost than a similar model 
from a dealer would hâve cost. 
Plans are drawn up and the woi'k 
done by plant engineering depart- 
ment crews. 

The scooter has a five horse- 
power engine with two forward 
gears and one reverse gear. 

And, if the need arises, the 
30 by 30 cargo boxes can be put 
back on. 

“We’re quite pleased with our 
new scooters,” said Sam Keith, 
chief of traffic. “They provide 
more transportation for more peo- 
ple at less cost.”

Turbo YC-131C 

Enters Service 
For MATS Sq. 


The nation’s first twin engine turboprop transport— 
the Convair-built YC-131C—was in service tliis week in 
the Air Force’s Military Air Transport Service. 


Operations are in the hands 
of the 1700th Service Test Squad- 
ron. Based at Kelly Air Force 
Base, San Antonio, Texas, the 
group is commanded by a Texas 
native, Lt. Col. Claude W. Smith. 

The service test is aimed at 
piling up flight hours in actual 
service to prove out the advan- 
tage of the turboprop engines 
for military and civil passenger 
transport. 

Operations began after a press 
conférence Jan. 15 at which Con¬ 
vair and Allison officiais and Air 
Force officers briefed newspaper 
aviation writers at Kelly. 

Representing Convair San Die¬ 
go was B. F. Coggan, manager, 
and Jake T. Ready, who was 
SD’s project officer on the two 
YC-131Cs. For Fort Worth, there 
was August C. Esenwein, Convair 
Fort Worth manager, and Paul 
J. Lynch, Fort Worth’s project 
officer.

General Field Office at 
SAAMA Year Old Soon 

Next month Convair’s general field office at San An¬ 
tonio, Tex., will be a year old. 

It has been an important year, too, in the develop¬ 
ment of Convair’s contacts with that key point in the Air 
Force organization known as SAAMA (San Antonio Air 
Materiel Area). 


YC-131C Enters Service 
Of MATS at Kelly AFB 


Although Convair for years has 
stationed field service men at 
San Antonio (as far back, inciden- 
tally, as B-24s and World War II 
days and even longer), it was not 
until about 12 months ago that 
the general field office was 
created as a resuit of the grow- 
ing importance of SAAMA to 
Convair operations. 

“Growing importance” is put- 
ting it mildly. As a resuit of 
decentralization within the Air 
Materiel Command, SAAMA was 
designated the primary depot foi- 
maintenance, modification and 
support of ail Convair aircraft 
flying for the Air Force. (No 
small matter, considering the 
fleets of B-36s and T-29s and on- 
coming C-131 varieties.) And 
also there was SAAMA’s highly 
important rôle of monitor over 
Air Force contracts which Con¬ 
vair holds. (Also no small mat¬ 
ter, considering the vast business 
which Convair conducts with the 
Air Force, not only at Fort Worth 
but at San Diego as well.) 

To adapt to this situation, J. 
G. Zevely, Convair director of 
contracts and sales, created the 
general field office about a year 
ago and W. A. Clegem, an alum- 
nus of San Diego but more re- 
cently chief of engineering flight 
test at Fort Worth, was ordered 
to San Antonio as manager. The 
staff was small and still is, com- 
posed of Clegern, J. J. Walden 
Jr. (who transferred last fall 
from the Dayton office to be as¬ 
sistant manager) ; LaNelle Lay 
and Betty Carney, office secre- 
taries. Headquarters is on the 
twenty-second floor of downtown 
San Antonio’s Transit Tower 
building. 

Actually, however, Convair rep¬ 
résentation at San Antonio is 
much larger, including about a 
dozen division personnel assigned 
to SAAMA or to MATS (Mili¬ 
tary Air Transport Service). 
Their presence greatly increases 
Convair coverage of the myriad 
Air Force activities centered at 
San Antonio which range from 
sprawling Kelly Air Force Base 
(where both SAAMA and MATS 
are located) to nearby Lackland 
AFB (where AF recruits get 
their first taste of service life) 
to Brooks AFB (one of the AF’s 
biggest medical centers). Kelly, 
incidentally, is the AF’s largest 
supply depot and—unless the 
Soviets hâve a larger one!—the 
world’s biggest. 


Division personnel stationed at 
San Antonio attend weekly policy 
coordination meetings at the gen¬ 
eral field office. It is then that 
ideas and information are ex- 
changed that increase the scope 
of Convair’s knowledge of de- 
velopments. 

“Although Air Force headquar¬ 
ters are located in Washington; 
and Air Force procurement is 
centered at Dayton; the smooth 
operation of Convair’s business 
with the Air Force dépends a 
great deal upon the day to day 
contacts with SAAMA,” Zevely 
commented. 

“As those contacts cover a wide 
latitude, Convair représentatives 
at San Antonio are constantly 
called upon to ‘double in brass.’ 
One minute they may be coordi- 
nating an engineering matter and 
the next working on a problem 
for sales or contracts.” 

Representing San Diego Divi¬ 
sion are Joe Dennis Jr., Don 
Maxion and Art Snyder, of serv¬ 
ice engineering, and Charles Jes- 
sup of parts sales. Their prime 
responsibilities to date hâve been 
largely concerned with the T-29 
and C-131 aircraft, helping ré¬ 
solve engineering and support 
problems through direct contact. 
The oncoming F-102 program 
doubtless will mean more activity 
for them. 

Until Dec. 1, Fort Worth Divi¬ 
sion had four service engineers, 
Bob Hallam, Howard Bissel, Clay 
Henry and Stan Fulton, with the 
latter in charge. At the moment, 
Henry is the only Fort Worth 
service engineer on hand. 

Providing coordination between 
Fort Worth and SAAMA’s supply 
people are Otis Tucker and Ray 
Wadsworth who represent mate- 
rial department. John Henson 
represents Fort Worth’s contract 
spares activity and is charged 
with securing spares for the B-36, 
YC-131C and B-58. 

Three secretaries assist division 
personnel at San Antonio. They 
are Jean Randel, Shirley Sa- 
Franko and Sarah Howell.

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Ultrasonic Device Spots Flaws 
In Bonding For Test Lab at FW 


Superman’s X-ray vision lias 
nothing on Convair Fort Worth 
engineers. 

They can “see” through things, 
too. 

The engineers with the “good 
‘.yesight” are a group in the engi¬ 
neering test lab. They “see” with 
the help of what is commonly re- 
ferred to as a STUB meter. 

In plain English that means 
“Stanford Te s tin g Ultrasonic 
Bond” Meter—a new type ma¬ 
chine that will be worth its 
weight in gold in B-58 supersonic 
bomber production. 

The gadget already is used 
many hours of the day in the test 
lab. Its purpose: to see that 
Fiberglas honeycomb and alumi- 
num slugs are properly stuck to- 
gether between two aluminum 
sheets. 

Since these sheets will be part 
of the primary structure, it’s 
very important that they’re 
“stuck together” properly. 

It works like this: the operator 
spreads a film of oil on the part 
to be tested. Then he takes a 
tube-shaped object known as a 
ceramic crystal and runs it over 
the surface of the aluminum. 

Because the ceramic crystal 
lias spécial electrical properties, 
it can receive as well as transmit 
electricity. It picks up a signal 
from the aluminum plate and 
sends it back to be recorded. This 
response is viewed on an oscillo¬ 
scope. 


By the lines on the screen the 
operator can tell if the part being 
tested is properly bonded. The 
instrument can detect such flaws 
as voids, undercured bonds, low 
pressure bonds and bonds made 
on improperly cleaned surfaces. 

“It’s the best method we’ve 
found,” said Henry Growald, FW 
chief of engineering tests, “for 
non-destructive testing. Y o u 
don’t make much progress when 
you hâve to take the panels apart 
to see if they’re perfect or not.” 

Growald said that the instru¬ 
ment first was thought of at 
Stanford Research Institute. 

With Stanford’s work as a 
background, Convair engineering 
test lab designed, developed and 
built their own machine. E. L. 
Gray, R. M. Cunningham, J. L. 
Stribling and C. E. Horn were 
among the “brains” behind it.

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Letter Recalls 
Old Flying Boat 
Sold to Nippon 

An inquiry from a private in- 
dividual last week developed the 
information that Convair had an 
airplane flying for Japan in 
World War 11. 

The query was from a private 
individual doing research on Ja- 
panese aircraft and involved a 
Convair P2Y-1 shipped to Nippon 
from Buffalo about 1934. The 
correspondent revealed that the 
airplane was used for design 
study and comparative tests 
against Japanese flying boats; 
was operated by the Japanese 
Navy and later sold to a civil 
airline which operated it during 
the war. 

J. L. Kelley, pioneer Convair 
man and now assistant to the 
vice president-engineering, re- 
called that a service engineer 
went with the shipment to help 
in assembly in Japan and was 
barred from the factory, for se- 
curity reasons. I. M. Laddon, an- 
other Convair pioneer and now 
a member of the General Dy¬ 
namics Corporation Board of Di- 
rectors, also recalled the incident 
and remembered that a pilot was 
sent along to give flight in¬ 
structions that turned out to be 
the briefest on record. Just one 
or two flights and they sent him 
home! (Incidentally, the rudder 
bars needed extensions before the 
short-legged Japanese pilots 
could reach them.) 

So far as is known, this was 
the only Convair aircraft which 
flew for the Axis in World 
War II.

Convair SD Keeps Plugging Âway 
With Eye on New Safety Marks 


Indoor Hops 

Rocket Models 
Fly in Circles 

“Rocket airplanes” are fast 
losing their novelty at Convair 
San Diego. And that’s no breach 
of security. 

But they are gaining advocates, 
at least among the members of 
the CRA Aeromodelers. 

These “rocket airplanes” are 
tiny models that began to make 
their appearance a year or so ago, 
the resuit of the development by 
British manufacturers of an in¬ 
expensive power plant. Recently, 
however, modelers at San Diego 
hâve turned to them as well 
adapted for wintertime flying 
indoors. 

“The big advantage is we can 
fly them at night meetings, and 
we don’t need much space,” 
Walter Mooney, Aeromodelers 
secretary, said. 

The models are attached to a 
pylon by a thin music wire and 
when the power is on they whiz 
around like a July Fourth pin¬ 
wheel. The “power plant” is little 
more than a cartridge which 
holds a charge of fuel about the 
size of the cork tip on a cigar¬ 
ette. It is ignited by a tiny fuse. 
The blast lasts 15 to 20 seconds. 
Different power plants offer from 
a half ounce of thrust to eight 
ounces. Called “Jetex,” the power 
plants are inexpensive, just under 
$2 for one of the lesser ones plus 
several “recharges.” 

G. G. Witt of Dept. 6, another 
vétéran modeler, reported that 
Aeromodelers’ planes hâve hit 60 
mph, but British enthusiasts, us- 
ing greater power, hâve got up to 
170 mph. “They never stop ac- 
celerating as long as the engine 
is working,” he added. 

Timing the little buzz bombs 
is a problem. Up to 60 mph a 
fair job can be done with a stop 
watch, clicking off several révolu¬ 
tions around the pylon. But for 
speeds above that the Aeromodel¬ 
ers may hâve to develop an elec- 
tronic device. 

Not only speed models, but 
some excellent scale models 
hâve been developed with Jetex 
power, such as a Russian La¬ 
vochkin 17 and a Grumman 
Cougar built by Jerry Robinson 
of Dept. 6 SD and a Boeing 
Bomarc missile by Frank Wis- 
lofsky of Dept. 603. 

Mooney reported that the Acad- 
emy of Model Aeronautics has 
recognized the new rocket ships 
and ultimately they may develop 
into a régulai 1 division for com¬ 
pétition. 

Aeromodelers at San Diego now 
number about 50 active members.

Adjacent to the center is the White Sands 
Proving Grounds and involved in the test territory are 
literally thousands of squar e miles of former Apache 
country.

“We now hâve around 70 Con¬ 
vair people on the F-102 project 
at Holloman,” George O’Hare, as¬ 
sistant F-102 flight test manager, 
said. “We expect to add more as 
our work steps up.” 

Actually, there are close to 
100 Convair people at Hollo¬ 
man, counting a small “colony” 
from Fort Worth which is 
working on a classified B-36 
Project. These are development 
field operations and electronics 
people under A. D. McCord of 
Convair FW development de- 
partment. Two other projects 
are expected to develop soon 
which will include more Con¬ 
vair FW people. McCord and 
his band hâve been at Holloman 
silice July, 1954. 

Holloman is about 10 miles 
from Alamogordo, a community 
of close to 10,000 where most of 
the Convair people live. It is a 
city of invigorating climate (alti¬ 
tude 4,350 feet), good schools and 
traditions dating back to frontier 
days. It is on the slopes of the 
Sacramento Mountains. 

A few from Convair hâve elect- 
ed to stay at Cloudcroft, a sum- 
mer-winter resort at 9,000 feet, 
about 20 miles from downtown 
Alamogordo. 

“Housing couldn’t be called 
plentiful,” C. D. Wirt, administra¬ 
tive supervisor, reported. “How- 
ever, we make every effort to 
help new families locate suitable 
accommodations and keep close 
track of new rentals as they 
develop.” 

El Paso, 87 miles away, is the 


nearest metropolitan center. From 
there Juarez is only a brief drive. 

Convair sportsmen reported 
abundant récréation in the area, 
good snow for skiing during the 
winter, good hunting and fishing 
and a wealth of scenic drives. 

F-102 personnel hâve been at 
Holloman since June, 1954. They 
occupy office quarters on the 
base as well as a comfortable 
hangar where the F-102 is serv- 
iced. When Convair arrived in 
force l’ast summer it used the 
world’s largest “moving van.” 
The XC-99 brought in 93,000 
pounds of equipment, airlifted 
from San Diego!

Clamshell 'Wigwam' Shelters SD's 
VTO Fighter in Between Flights 

Heavy rains in the San Diego area during the past 
few weeks hâve failed to slow operations on the XFY-1 
(VTO fighter), thanks to probably the smallest hangar 
e^er huilt for a Navv aû'nlane. 

This unusual shelter, now in 
use at Brown Naval Auxiliary 
Air Station, looks very mueh like 
an oversized Indian “teepee” with 
the exception of a fiat area near 
its peak. It’s even painted a 
bright yellow! 

Convair San Diego’s experi¬ 
mental factory designed and 
built the hangar to enclose the 
XFY-1 in its normal position— 
tail down. Bill Thomas did the 
design work with assistance from 
A. B. McFarland, experimental 
factory manager, and Bob Frank¬ 
lin, general foreman. Experi¬ 
mental crews did the actual con¬ 
struction work. 

The hanger is hinged so that 
two sides roll back on wheels 
making the structure look much 
like a giant clam. The VTO is 
then towed inside and the sides 
clamped shut providing a snug 
enclosure for airplane and work- 
ers, protected from the éléments. 

Inside are three decks connect- 
ed by stairways for easy access 
to any part of the airplane. In- 
terior lighting makes it possible 
to work at night. 

Covered with a layer of Fiber- 
glas cloth, the hangar is both 
lightweight and sturdy. It can be 
demounted and shipped easily. 
Fireproof paint covers the entire 
structure.

Under the new System, Con¬ 
vair will pay the costs of group 
insurance and $5,000 life insur¬ 
ance for ali Convair SD super¬ 
vision, ail employées not repre- 
sented by bargaining units and 
ail those represented by the In¬ 
ternational Association of Ma- 
chinists. The current sign-up was 
to offer eligibles the opportunity 
of additional life insurance and 
coverage for dependents. 

Additional life insurance cur- 
rently available may be taken 
out without the necessity for phy- 
sical examination, J. K. Field, 
chief of employée service, ex- 
plained. The same privilège ap- 
plies in the case of group insur¬ 
ance to cover dependents. No phy- 
sical examinations are required. 

“However, this will obtain only 
until Feb. 21,” Field said. “After 
that date, health examinations 
will be required. 

“We hâve tried to contact every 
eligible individual at San Diego. 
However, if anyone has been 
missed, he would be wise to act 
immediately, contacting employée 
service.” 

For those who hâve been ab¬ 
sent, on vacation, or otherwise 
unavailable during the sign-up 
period, a few more days .of grâce 
remain. However, Field said that 
they must hâve signed up this 
week or it will be impossible to 
hâve the additional insurance ef¬ 
fective on Feb. 21. 

The heavy sign-up for dépen¬ 
dent insurance coverage repre- 
sents a healthy increase in this 
field.

New Engine Test Stand 
For Running Future Jets 
Erected at Fort Worth 


A new $447,000 enclosed jet engine test stand was 
nearing completion at Convair Fort Worth this week. 

It is designed to take the rnost powerful jet engines of 
today—and those that are no w on the drawing boards for 
the aircraft of the future. 


Testing is scheduled to start 
by mid-March in the giant tomb- 
like structure. Then testing of 
engine components will be con- 
ducted by engineering flight test 
crews for power plant section of 
engineering. 

Until that time, plant engi¬ 
neering crews are working full 
time on construction. Located in 
the northwest end of the yard 
••ea, the huge structure is 158 
„et long, 38 feet wide and 56 
Y'eet high. 

Plans for the test stand were 
drawn up by plant engineering 
department after careful study of 


other similar structures in opera¬ 
tion. 

Approximately 300,000 pounds 
of steel is being used both as 
structural and reinforcing ma- 
terial. Concrète — 1,300 cubic 
yards of it—is also being used. 

When finished, the stand will 
be capable of testing engines 
with a thrust of more than 20,000 
pounds. 

Construction began several 
months after the Air Force 
awarded Convair a contract for $4 
million for testing and to speed 
production of Convair’s new su- 
personic bomber.

Samaritan Flies 
An Iron Lung to 
Patient in Arabia 

Convair’s Samaritans hâve heen 
living up to the name. 

The air évacuation transports 
which fly from Brooks Air Force 
Base near San Antonio, Tex., 
hâve piled up a long list of 
mercy flights since they went 
into service for Military Air 
Transport Service. 

A new one, which involved a 
flight half way around the world, 
was revealed recently when a 
C-131A hospital ship was used to 
transport press members from 
Fort Worth to Kelly AFB for a 
press show on the new YC-131C 
turboprops. 

Lt. Louise Marshall, a MATS 
flight nurse who was acting as 
hostess for the press trip, re- 
lated that not long ago a Sa¬ 
maritan was called to the rescue 
of a polio patient at a faraway 
station in Arabia. 

“There was no hospital in the 
area, so we went after him,” the 
nurse stated simply. 

Just like that, Brooks Field, 
Texas to Arabia, with an iron 
lung. 

“On the way home we’d plan- 
ned to fly from Arabia to the 
Azores, refuel there and then go 
on to the U.S.,” she continued, 
“but the Azores were socked in 
and we headed for Scotland.

Convair-Liner Project 
Decade Old This Year 

This year will be Convair’s tenth in the two-engine 
transport field. 

It was just about a decade ago that Convair looked 
ahead and started planning the airplanes that became the 
Convair-Liner. 


That was in 1945, well before 
VJ Day. Convair, naturally, was 
interested in something to take 
the place of wartime orders sure 
to be cancelled with the end of 
hostilities. 

By the fall of 1945 Convair had 
orders for 100 airplanes and pro¬ 
duction started. American Air¬ 


lines was the biggest customer. 

The experimental prototype, 
called the “110,” made its first 
flight July 8, 1946 at San Diego, 
though it was a far cry from the 
airplane that eventually came off 
the production lines and became 
the model 240. (The 110’s gross

A new System of delivery of 
“standard stock”—the low cost, 
high usage items like nuts, bolts, 
pins, etc., used in production— 
to the assembly line at Convair 
Pomona has so many advantages 
that it would be hard to tell which 
is of the greatest value. 

Among other things, the new 
j plan simplifies record keeping 
■ and accounting and cuts down on 
i other paper work. It reduces the 
1 number of times material is han- 
dled. It éliminâtes duplicate stock- 
ing, making lower inventories 
possible. And it centralizes the 
responsibility for keeping an adé¬ 
quate supply of standard stock on 
the line. 

“Under the new System ma¬ 
terial stores delivers standard 
stock directly to the line from its 
stockroom.” J. A. Pomeroy, staff 
assistant to P. V. Ogden, Pomona 
manager of material, said. “De- 
liveries are made with a spécial 
trader, fitted with stock bins and 
towed by a Clarkat, which makes 
daily circuits of the production 
factory, leaving stock as needed 
at strategically located standard 
stock stations. 

“The standard stock delivery 
truck is loaded from the main 
storeroom on a daily basis. Once 
a month, or when the stock in 
the storeroom bin reaches the re- 
order point, the total number 
withdrawn is entered on one pre- 
punched tabulated réquisition and 
forwarded to the appropriate of¬ 
fices for action and accounting 
purposes. In an average month, 
less than 1,000 of these tabulated 


Alert SD Man Helps 
Foil Store Holdup 

An alert Convair SD employée 
last week contributed to the cap¬ 
ture of a holdup man in San 
Diego.

réquisitions will be handled. 

“Under the old System, when 
a stock bin on the line became 
empty the foreman in that area 
called manufacturing control,” 
Pomeroy continued. “If the re- 
quired stock was not available 
there, a réquisition was written 
by hand and forwarded to ma¬ 
terial stores. This procedure fre- 
quently led to several réquisitions 
being forwarded to stores for 
the same item, and when ail of 
the réquisitions were eventually 
filled, far more material than ac- 
tually required would be on hand. 

“Over 5,000 handwritten réqui¬ 
sitions were processed each month 
for standard stock, and each 
réquisition required nine separate 
operations,” he said. “Ail of this 
was done for material which rep- 
resented less than 2.5 percent of 
the cost of our product. 

“Ali departments concemed 
benefit from the new System,” 
Pomeroy said. “Manufacturing 
control, freed of the duplicate re¬ 
sponsibility of stocking and dis- 
tributing these small items, can 
devote more time to controlling 
the flow of shop-made items and 
larger purchased components. 
Material stores can spot and avert 
potential shortages before they 
develop. Material control can now 
spend less time in record keeping 
and the handling of réquisitions. 
And the jobs of tabulating and 
industrial accounting are also 
considerably lighter. 

“Also, the production depart¬ 
ments can expect fewer shortages 
of standard stock items on the 
line,” he concluded.

Prior to World War II he set- 
tled down to a steady job at 
Convair SD and followed his hob¬ 
by on week-ends. Following a 


period in the service, he hit the 
big-time with the touring Rodeo 
Cowboys Association traveling 
through California, Nevada, Ari¬ 
zona and New Mexico. He 
matched his skills against such 
men as Bob Crosby, Toots Mans- 
field, Jerry Ambler and others 
who are legends in the rodeo 
World. 

Kropf decided to hang up his 
chaps in 1949 and rejoined Con¬ 
vair SD, competing in rodéos 
only on week-ends. He now limits 
his efforts to saddle bronc bust- 
ing. 

“Rodeoing hasn’t changed much 
in 20 years,” Kropf said. “The 
stock is still tough, compétition 
keen and the men are rough. 

“Sure they’ve worked out a bet- 
ter disposition of prize money and 
the purses are larger, but it still 
takes a good man to stay in the 
middle long enough to earn this 
money.” 

Ironically, Kropf considers 
compétition tougher in Southern 
California than any other part of 
the country, especially in the 
winter months. 

“Your good cowboys flock out 
here to retire or to work in the 
movies during the bad weather 
months. They always show up 
where rodéos are held and they 
are hard to beat,” he said.

Pomona s Stanton Remembers Days 
When He Played the Palace in NY 


Although Convair Pomona’s 
Ray Stanton was once one of the 
top entertainers in big-time 
vaudeville, he spends little time 
witli his memories. Instead, he is 
far more interested in living in 
the présent and looking to the 
future. 

“I thoroughly enjoyed every 
minute I spent in show business, 
but when I left it I left it for 
good,” Stanton said. “I find my

présent Work in labor relations 
equally as interesting. Also—and 
this is one reason we left show 
business—I’m home every night.” 

Stanton was successful in sev- 
eral phases of show business be- 
fore his “retirement” about 15 
years ago. He helped Write many 
of the scenes for George White’s 
“Scandais,” Earl Carroll’s “Van- 
ities,” and many other shows. He 
did some singing—“I had a fair, 
but not outstanding, voice,” he 
said. He appeared in several short 
film features for Warner Broth¬ 
ers. And for seven years he and 
his partner had their own unit. 

But Stanton is best known, per- 
haps, as a comedian in big-time, 
two-a-day vaudeville. 

His first taste of show busi¬ 
ness was acquired by acting in 
amateur theatricals in college. 
Then in 1922, after his gradua¬ 
tion from the University of New 
York, Stanton turned profes- 
sional. 

“I started as a singer, but I 
discovered more or less accident- 
ally that I had a flair for come- 
dy,” Stanton recalled. “I teamed 
up with George Weist, who is 
now one of the leading producers 
for the American Broadcasting 
Company. Our big chance came 
in 1926, when a leading producer 
saw our act and liked it. Three 
weeks later we were playing the 
Palace.” 

Playing the Palace Theatre in 
New York, incidentally, was the 
ultimate goal of every vaudeville 


performer. A week’s engagement 
there meant that an entertainer 
had reached the top of vaude- 
ville’s ladder. 

Stanton and Weist—or, as they 
were billed, “Weist and Stanton” 
—worked together for more than 
14 years. They appeared in every 
major city in the United States 
and Canada, and in many of the 
smaller ones. And after their first 
l'un at the Palace, they head- 
lined ail bills in both the Keith 
and Orpheum Circuits. 

These were the two leading 
vaudeville circuits. The Keith cir¬ 
cuit included leading théâtres in 
major cities on the east coast and 
as far west as Chicago. The 
Orpheum was the major circuit in 
the west. The two eventually 
merged to become the Keith-Or- 
pheum Circuit, and still later be- 
came Radio-Keith-Orpheum — or 
RKO. 

The partners are generally 
given crédit for originating 
“blackouts” — quick tabloid 
scenes, usually humorous and 
sometimes musical. And they 
frequently appeared on the 
same bills with many of the 
present-day great liâmes in en¬ 
tertainment. These included, 
among many others, Jack Ben- 
ny, Bob Hope, Bert Lalir, Ken 
Murray, and Red Skelton. 

Even before he left show busi¬ 
ness Stanton started gathering 
expérience in the labor relations 
field. During the years he and 
Weist had their own unit Stan¬ 
ton handled ail negotiations with 
the stagehands’ and musicians’ 
unions. Then in 1941 he joined 
Lockheed’s labor relations staff, 
and for a period during World 
War II he taught personnel ad¬ 
ministration and labor relations 
at UCLA. In 1950 he established 
his own business as an industrial 
relations consultant, and just over 
a year ago he joined Convair. 

Stanton frequently receives of- 
fers to return to show business, 
but he invariably refuses, except, 
perhaps, for an occasional after- 
dinner-talk. 

“It would just stir up old mem¬ 
ories, and I’ve always preferred 
looking forward to looking back,” 
he explained. 

Stanton, however, will make a 
minor exception Feb. 18 when he 
appears on the Convair Pomona 
Management Club program.

He's Slowed Down 


30 mph Is Fast Enough Now for 
Ex-National Speedboat Champ 


An operation in January for an 
injury two years before is putting 
a former national speed boat 
champion back on his feet at Con¬ 
vair Fort Worth. 

He’s Sam Owen, an engineering 
writer who almost lost his life 
at his favorite sport. 

The scene was Red Bank, N. J., 
on Sept. 14, 1952. It was the 
20th annual National Sweep¬ 
stakes Regatta. 

Owen was racing a speedy 135 
cubic inch inboard named Ethel 
XX. 

As he rounded a turn leading 
the pack, the water looked 
smooth. He opened up to almost 
100 mph. Then the boat exploded, 
flipped over and disintegrated. 

He ended up on the critical list 
in the hospital. Covered with 
bruises, a bone-deep gash in his 
right leg, Owen was lucky to be 
alive. It didn’t matter that he’d 
lost his 1951 national champion- 
ship. 

But the years didn’t do much 
to heal the leg. So Owen went 
to the hospital late last month for 
another operation. 

“That gave me some time to 
catch up on some reading I’d 
been neglecting,” said Owen. 

It also gave him more time to 
think about the boat he’s build¬ 
ing now. This one’s designed for 
safety—and speed. The 35 mph 
kind of speed. 

Owen’s racing won him quite 
a bit of famé a few years back. 
Besides being national champion 
in 1951, he also won the Webb 
trophy, one of the top prizes in 
power boat racing. It formerly 
was won by such famed racers 
as Gar Wood, Guy Lombardo and 
Lou Fageol. He won it in 1951 
at a regatta in Minneapolis. 

Owen raced for eight seasons. 
Although he won a large per- 
centage of his races, he doesn’t 
hâve many trophies to show. 

“We raced for money. And 
Chap Haley, owner of the Ethel 


XX, got most of the trophies,” 
he said. 

But the near-fatal race was the 
most important of his career. 

“I had already made up my 
mind it was going to be my last 
race. But I quit one race too late. 
My wife and the owner of the 
boat and I ail had a funny feel- 
ing about that race. 

“When I left my advertising 
job in Columbus, O., right before 
the race, I tidied up my desk 
as if I weren’t coming back,” he 
recalled. “And I didn’t. At least 
not for a month. I guess I was 
lucky to get back at ail.” 

Owen doesn’t hâve much desire 
for speed of any kind now. He’s 
not particularly interested in high 
speed automobiles, boats or any- 
thing else. 

“I think I’ve had my fill. After 
traveling at 100 mph on water, 
I think 30 is fast enough for a 
car. Plenty fast enough.” 

Right now Owen is content to 
get his leg back in good shape. 
But boating is still one of his 
big interests. Not only does he 
keep up with the boating news, 
but he also writes articles for 
“Motor Boating.”

(Continuée! from Page 3) 
weight, for example, was 36,000 
pounds, while the first model 240’s 
were 40,600, later increased.) 

Convair’s first model 240 
flew for the first time March 
16, 1947. American accepted its 
first ship Jan. 25, 1948, for 
pilot training, and the first 
fully licensed by CAA for pas- 
senger travel was turned over 
to the airline Feb. 23, 1948. On 
June 1 of that year the first 
model 240 went into regular 
service. The first foreign de- 
livery, to Trans-Australia Air¬ 
lines, left San Diego Aug. 26. 

Although usually known within 
Convair as model 240s, the air- 
planes were internationally known 


Convair Airlifting 
Project Recalled 

An interesting bit of Convair 
history was turned up during 
research for this Convair-Liner 
review. It involved a four- 
engine commercial transport 
built in 1944, called the XR2Y- 
1, which engaged in a joint 
Convair-American Airlines 
study into the feasibility of air 
lifting perishable crops (such 
as Impérial Valley produce) 
from the west to the east coast 
and returning with manufac- 
tured goods. (Incidentally, this 
Project hauled the first air car¬ 
go of furniture from east to 
west.) The airplane design was 
abandoned when Convair elected 
to enter the two-engine field. 


as Convair-Liners. By the end of 
1948 Convair had completed 113 
and during 1949 brought this 
total to 178. 

Conscious of the possibilities of 
military as well as commercial 
business, Convair, meanwhile, had 
advanced the 240 design as a pos¬ 
sible Air Force traîner. The up- 
shot of this was the T-29. 

The first T-29s, known as 
model As, were not pressurized. 
They were navigational trainers 
for Air Force students and quick- 
ly picked up the name of “Flying 
Classrooms.” Chief distinguish- 
ing feature was the presence on 
top of the fuselage of four astro¬ 
domes through which students 
could practice taking sextant 
sights. The first T-29 flew Sept. 
22, 1949 and the first delivery 
was in February of 1950. 

Eventually, the early T-29As 
were returned to Convair for 
modification including the addi¬ 
tion of bombardier training aids 
and the installation of outer wing 
panel tanks. 

The next T-29 was the model B, 
materially changed by the addi¬ 
tion of pressurization. These had 
three astrodomes instead of four. 
The first flew Dec. 12, 1951. 

Next was the T-29C, distin- 
guished mainly by a power plant 
and interphone change. 

Latest T-29 is the D model. For 
this airplane astrodomes were 
eliminated by the adoption of pe- 
riscopic sextants. The plane is 
equipped to train bombardiers in 
both optical and radar bombing 


and some of the equipment dupli- 
cates that used in the B-36. 

Still another airplane based on 
the 240 design was the C-131A, 
called the “Samaritan.” This was 
an air évacuation transport for 
the Air Force. First announced 
in April, 1952, the first one flew 
March 5, 1954. 

Meanwhile, though traîner 
planes kept Convair in the two- 
engine business, Convair con- 
tinued to keep an eye on com¬ 
mercial possibilities and in De- 
cember of 1950 announced a 
new Convair-Liner, the model 


340. Larger (gross weight 
47,000 pounds) than the 240, 
the first 340 flew Oct. 5, 1951 
and the first production plane 
Jan. 18, 1952. United Air Lines 
accepted its first plane March 
28, 1952. 

Convair also saw military 
chances for the 340 and this led 
to the C-131B, built for the Air 
Force as a test bed for electronic 
equipment. The first flew Dec. 1, 
1954. 

Meanwhile, the Air Force also 
was interested in two model 340s 
to test out turboprops. Converted 


at Fort Worth to carry Allison 
T-56 power plants, the first plane 
flew May 20, 1954 and last month 
went into service for MATS. 
They are called the YC-131C. 

Still another version of the 
340 developed during 1954, a 
strictly transport type for the Air 
Force, was designated the C- 
131D. It flew July 28, 1954. 

The last in the current sériés, 
based on the model 340, is known 
as the R4Y. Also a transport ver 
sion, this is being built for the 
U. S. Navy. Subassembly work 
has begun and mockup is in prog¬ 
ress on this contract. 

Still coming off San Diego pro¬ 
duction lines are: T-29Ds and Cs, 
C-131Bs, last of the C-131Ds, and 
the last two commercial 340s.

R3Y at SF For 
Landing Test in 
Rough Water 


Best CIP Records For 
Year to be Recosnized 
With 'President s Award' 


A Convair R3Y-1 Tradewind 
seaplane made its first tests this 
week in rough water during a 
dozen takeoffs and landings on 
San Francisco Bay, B. F. Coggan, 
Convair San Diego manager, an- 
nounced. 

The R3Y-1 was flown by a 
Convair crew to Alameda Naval 
Air Station where high winds 
provided good conditions for test- 
ing the big seaplane on a large 
bay. Previously, ail operations 
with the turboprop seaplanes had 
been from San Diego Bay. 

Alameda NAS will become 
home base for the fleet of Trade- 
winds as Convair delivers them. 
The high-speed transports are 
scheduled for transPacific service 
with the Navy’s Fleet Logistics 
Air Wings, Pacific. 

Convair is building two ver¬ 
sions of the Tradewind for the 
Navy. The R3Y-1 is a standard 
type seaplane transport and the 
R3Y-2 is a bow-loading version 
designed for landing troops, mo¬ 
bile equipment, and cargo direct- 
ly on beaches. 

Both types are powered by 
four Allison T-40 turboprop en- 
gines equipped with contra-ro- 
tating propellers. Maximum speed 
of the Tradewind is over 350 
miles an hour and gross weight 
is 160,000 pounds.

In addition to plaques to in- 
dividuals, the President’s Award 
also involves plaques to divi¬ 
sion managers to be hung in their 
offices and to carry the naines 
of individual winners as they are 
selected over the years. 

“Nothing could make me hap- 
pier than to emphasize in this 


way the Personal importance I at- 
tach to the cost réduction pro¬ 
gram,” the general said last week 
at Pomona. 

“When it takes two newspaper 
lines to print the national debt 
figure, we are likely to regard 
anything we might do individual- 
ly to keep down costs as rather 
insignificant. 

“But think of this. If everyone 
in this factory at Pomona had 
submitted cost improvement ideas 
as valuable as tonight’s award 
winner, the total savings would 
hâve been enough to buy the 
entire city of Pomona twice over 
at its current assessed valuation!” 

McNarney recalled that the CIP 
program is comparatively young 
at Pomona, but that in its eight 
months of operation during 1954 
the indicated savings from the 
ideas submitted totaled $140,000, 
with prospects for more savings

Convair Sons to Get 
College Scholarships 
Beginning This Fall 

A new undergraduate scholarship program to assist 
sons of Convair employées in obtaining college training in 
engineering or an allied science will go into effect during 
1955.. 


Two scholarships each will be 
awarded at Convair San Diego 
and Fort Worth each year be¬ 
ginning in September, 1955. Con¬ 
vair Pomona and Daingerfield 
will join in issuing a single schol¬ 
arship between them. 

The scholarships cover ail tui- 
tion and laboratory charges at 
any accredited college or uni- 
versity, plus a sum of $250 to 
be paid in equal installments at 
the beginning of each semester. 
The récipient will normally hold 
the scholarship throughout his 
college course provided he con¬ 
tinues to meet requirements. 

Any son or stepson of a Con¬ 
vair employée is eligible if his 
parent is a regular Convair em¬ 
ployée who has completed at 
least five years of accredited 
service with the company. In cer¬ 
tain cases présent employées of 
Convair who hâve graduated from 
secondary schools during the past 
two years will be eligible, but 
they also must be sons of regu¬ 
lar employées with at least five 
years service. 

Applicants must also hâve com¬ 
pleted college preparatory courses 
which meet the spécial require¬ 
ments for admission to their 
chosen college or university. 

Application forms will be 
available at training sections at 
ail plants. They must be filled 
out by the appffcant and coun- 
tersigned by the heads of sec¬ 
ondary schools they attended. 
These forms, plus a transcript 
of high school crédits for four 
years, must be mailed to the 
training section before March 31, 
1955. 

Applicants will be notified by 
Convair of their eligibility and 
the time and place of Personal 
interviews by April 15. Winners 
will be announced in May. 

Separate committees in the dif¬ 
ferent communities will select the 
winners. In each case the com- 
mittee will be headed by Con- 
vair’s vice president—administra¬ 
tion. Other members will be the 
division manager, chief engineer 
and manager of industrial rela-

A talk on “Electronic Research

beginning,” he added. 

Turning to the field of Con¬ 
vair business generally, the presi¬ 
dent spoke graphically of the in¬ 
tense compétitive picture and 
said: 

“In guided missiles the compé¬ 
tition is no less tough than in 
aircraft . . . Here at Pomona we 
build a surface-to-air weapon, 
and while it has the distinction 
of being the only missile de- 
signed for ship-board launching, 
this in itself is scant protection 
from the compétition. Further- 
more, if we hope to branch out 
from our présent programs, we 
will again hâve to branch out 
into territory which is already 
occupied by some of our competi- 
tors . . . 

“We can only beat them (our 
competitors) if we give the cus- 
tomer a better product at less 
cost. If we don’t do this, you and 
I are out of business. It’s that 
simple. Cost improvement is that 
important ...” 

The general left no doubt, how¬ 
ever, as to his opinion of Po- 
mona’s présent product. 

“In my opinion we now hâve in 
the Terrier the nation’s first 
truly operational surface-to-air 
missile—a missile which is far 
superior in performance to any 
similar weapon ever built . . .” 
he said.

As has been customary since 
création of the Convair Em¬ 
ployées Con-Trib-Club there will 
be no plantwide solicitation, but 
members of the Con-Trib commit- 
tee this week are considering the 
1955 pledge. The club gave $24,- 
840 in 1953 and $36,000 in 1954. 

The county Red Cross goal is 
$450,555 this year. However, be- 
cause of the heavy service popu¬ 
lation, the Red Cross expects 
to spend more than twice this 
sum ($1,111,744) in the county 
during 1955. (The différence will 
be fortheoming from other parts 
of the country.) 

Although there are many varied 
activities involved, the basic Red 
Cross responsibilities are for dis¬ 
aster relief and assistance to 
service men and their families. 
In the latter field, the Red Cross 
attempts to compensate the serv- 
iceman for the hardships of a 
transient life. (For example, a 
year’s résidence in the county and 
three years in the State is a pre- 
requisite for county welfare help. 
Therefore, few servicemen can 
qualify.) 

Services to the Armed Forces 
include emergency financial and 
other aid to servicemen and their 
families; Gray Lady and other 
volunteer assistance for hospi- 
talized servicemen; welfare and 
récréation service on military 
bases for fighting men, most of 
whom are far from their homes. 

Disaster services include dis¬ 
aster preparedness, first aid 
training program, water safety 
training program, Nurse’s Aides, 
etc. 

Red Cross activities are car- 
ried on chiefly by volunteer help. 
There are 200 volunteer workers 
for every paid worker.

Convair Sons, Air Explorers at SD, 
Rehabilitate Ground-Looped Ship 


Convair sons at San Diego are 
learning airplanes “inside out” in 
a project launched through the 
combined efforts of SD employées 
and Convair. 

Air Explorer Squadron 340, 
sponsored by the Convair SD 
Management Club and composed 
of sons of employées 14 and 
over, is handling the work load 
in rebuilding a four-place Lus- 
combe sedan. The airplane be- 
longs to Al Ney of engineering 
who is also providing design data 
for changes and materials for 
the job. Seven Convair SD em¬ 
ployées are advisors for the 
group. Convair is making avail¬ 
able the necessary power tools 
and CRA and Management Club 
are furnishing the building. 

“The entire program is aimed 
at giving the Air Explorers an 
inside view of the working parts 
of an airplane,” said Andy Droll- 
inger (Dept. 6), advisor for Squa¬ 
dron 340. 

Drollinger is being assisted in 
the project by assistant advisors 
Randolph Wilkins of Dept. 31, 
Don Dryer, Bud L’Herueux, Har¬ 
old Langer, Gordon Brickson and 
Leon Cooley, ail of engineering. 

Ney purchased the airplane 
from the old Convair Flying Club 
after the plane was ground 
looped, damaging the landing 
gear, fuselage and wing tips. He 
turned it over to the Air Ex¬ 
plorers after they indicated the 
need for a squadron work project. 

Several design changes will be 
incorporated in the airplane, in- 
clucling the installation of a tri¬ 
cycle landing gear in place of a 
conventional gear and the addi¬ 
tion of newer type instruments. 

The entire project is éxpected 


to take from six to nine months 
with the Air Explorers working 
each Tuesday night after their 
régulai- meetings which start at 
7:30 at their headquarters on 
Harbor Drive. 

Once completed, the airplane 
will be used by Ney for Civil 
Air Patrol work and various 
Squadron functions of the Air 
Explorers. 

Squadron 340 is open to ail 
sons of Convair SD employées 
who are 14 years of âge or over.

Convair Artist Turns to Rocks 
And Spider Webs for Subjects 


A spider web . . . the nests of 
clirt daubers . . . and a pile of 
rock fossils. . . . 

These may seem unlikely ob- 
jects to inspire an artist. But in¬ 
spirations they are, nevertheless, 
for David Brownlow. 

Brownlow, a 39-year-old third 
shift mechanic in Convair Fort 
Worth’s engineering test lab, is 
becoming one of Fort Worth’s 
better known artists. In a recent 
exhibit at the Public Library, he 
won the sweepstakes prize for his 
painting “Fossils.” 

Judging was on basis of spec- 
tators’ comments. And Brown- 
low’s modem paintings received 
more favorable comment than the 
rest of the exhibit combined, ac- 
cording to officiais of the event. 

Brownlow’s work is difficult 
to describe. It must be seen to 
be appreciated. But it amounts 
to what Brownlow calls “reduc- 
ing nature to a géométrie pat¬ 
tern.” 

This géométrie pattern is clear- 
ly visible in his work. The 
straight lines are either vertical

or horizontal and sometimes form 
squares. 

The line pattern is more or less 
superimposed on the subject of 
the painting. In the recent prize 
winner—Fossils—the shapes of 
the rocks and shells were plainly 
seen. 

Brownlow uses just about every 
color on the artists’ pallet, but 
the painting usually ends up in 
subdued tones. Close examina¬ 
tion shows tiny flecks of many 
different colors which Brownlow 
calls “controlled spatter.” 

Brownlow has many prize win- 
ning paintings to his crédit. He 
has won several prizes in Fort 
Worth shows, and last year sold 
one to the Newhouse Fund. This 
painting—“Webs”—is now on ex¬ 
hibit at the Ridglea Country Club, 
Fort Worth’s newest and one of 
the nation’s most elaborate clubs. 

His paintings are abstract— 
yet even a novice can identify the 
subject. 

Brownlow’s talent is one that 
he can’t explain. He’s always 
been interested in art. 

“Ail children go through a phase 
when they’re interested in draw- 
ing,” he said. “Eventually most 
of them outgrow it. I never did.” 

He’s never had an art course 
nor taken a lesson. What he 
knows he’s gleaned from books 
and trial and error. 

One of the paintings he’s work- 
ing on now is inspired by a 
friendly spider who built a web 
in the window of his studio be- 
hind his home in Westland. 

“There’s a lot of beauty in the 
tensile lines of a spider’s web. 

“I guess I’il never run out of 
subjects,” he added. “There’s so 
much beauty in the common 
things around ail of us.”

Pogo Gets Compétition' 

As VTO Model Developed 


Convair Pomona’s Dick Everett 
has done it again. 

This time Everett, who is Po¬ 
mona’s nationally known CRA 
Model Club commissioner, has 
corne up with a successful verti¬ 
cal takeoff model plane. While 
it doesn’t look much like Convair 
XFY-1 (vertical takeoff) which 
has attracted world-wide atten¬ 
tion recently, Everett’s model 
actually takes off from a vertical 
tail stand position and rapidly 
makes the transition to horizon¬ 
tal flight. 

“My model won’t land like 
the Pogo—I either catch it be- 
fore landing or it glides in and 
lands on its single wheel—but 
I’ve been turning over plans in 
my mind for a model that will,” 
Everett said. 

The présent model, which 
Everett calls the “El V-T-Ojo,” is 
designed for free flight and the 
flight pattern is more or less 
determined by a pre-setting of the 
Controls. The theoretical model 
that would both take off and land 
vertieally would be of the “U- 
Control” variety, and, as the 
name implies, would be controlled 
in flight by means of control lines 
attached to the plane and manipu- 
lated by the flier. 

Actually there is good reason 
for developing a vertical takeoff 
model to be used in compétition. 
A réduction of the takeoff time 
usually means more time in the 
air, and duration of flight is the 
basis on which contests are 
judged. Also, the VTO principle 
éliminâtes the necessity for 
heavier, more complicated land-

It Ail Dépends Upon 
Which Way You’re Go ing 

There was quite a différence 
in the ground speed of two 
model 340s that passed each 
other recently, according to a 
report from H. I. Morgan, field 
service engineer. 

American Can’s 340 was 
westbound, averaging about 196 
mph. Union Carbide was east- 
bound, averaging around 380 
mph. Obviously, there was one 
heck of a westerly wind blow- 
ing. 


ing gear. The single wheel Ever¬ 
ett uses, while sufficient for a 
landing, could cause trouble on a 
conventional takeoff. 

Vertical takeoff is not a new 
thought for Everett. He doesn’t 
claim crédit for the idea, but he 
did try to use it in model con¬ 
tests several years ago. He was 
refused permission until the re¬ 
cent publicity on Convair’s 
XFY-1. 

“Whenever I approached a con- 
test official with the VTO idea, 

I would usually get a horse laugh 
in addition to fiat refusai,” Ever¬ 
ett said. “The usual reaction 
was: ‘Whoever heard of an air- 
plane taking off in that manner?’ 
But after the Pogo was an- 
nounced I had an answer for 
them.” 

Everett has long been one of 
the leading lights in the model 
airplane world. He has won sev¬ 
eral national and international 
titles, and has won so many other 
contests that he lost count of 
them several years ago. 

Although the “El V-T-Ojo” 
only slightly resembles a real air¬ 
plane in outward appearance, it 
actually is only slightly different 
from a conventional free-flight 
model. The only différence in the 
fuselage is the addition of three 
small dowels to the tail section 
to serve as launching gear. 

But the real différence is in 
the power plant. Here Everett 
uses a diesel engine—the “El V- 
T-Ojo’s” engine has .099 eu. in. 
déplacement—which has a better 
displacement to horsepower ratio 
than conventional glow plug en- 
gines. In other words, it’s more 
powerful. 

This enables Everett to use a 
larger prop, which provides the 
additional thrust necessary to 
overcome gravity until the 
plane is airborne and the wings 
start assisting with lift. 

It may be some time before 
Everett gets around to working 
on his “U-Control” VTO model. 
He became a father again last 
week—his third child and first 
daughter. 

“My interests—and spare time 
—will be spent elsewhere, at least 
for the next several weeks,” he 
grinned.

Magic Tricks 
Cheer Children 

Three Convair Fort Worth em¬ 
ployées are making Christmas a 
year-round proposition. 

They’re Nolan Manly, Dept. 3, 
James Ratcliff, Dept. 6 and W. C. 
Stubblefield, Dept. 91. 

The trio are members of the 
Fort Worth Magic Club, as well 
as State and international or- 
ganizations. 

Last year after some of the 
Fort Worth group did magic 
shows for local children’s hos- 
pitals, during Christmas, they 
reasoned: 

“Why just at Christmas 

time?” 

The Convair group was the first 
to try out the idea. They went to 
the polio ward at John Peter 
Smith Hospital. (Much of the 
équipment in the polio ward was 
bought with donations from Con¬ 
vair FW Employées Con-Trib- 
Club, Inc.) 

The patients loved it. Since 
then, other Fort Worth magicians 
hâve been to many of the United 
Fund sponsored organizations in 
Fort Worth. 

Their good - will appearances 
give them a chance to keep in 
good form and try out new tricks. 

It also provides entertainment 
for people who ordinarily could 
not afford to hire a professional 
entertainer. 

Ail three of Convair’s magi¬ 
cians are professional in every 
sense of the Word. 

Stubblefield, known profession- 
al 1 y as “Stubby the Clown,” won 
the Al Sharpe trophy—the Texas 
“Oscar” for magicians—in 1953. 
Tt was the high point of more 
than 35 years of practice and 
performances. 

His act is the only one of its 
kind. He is a juggler and magi- 
eian—and ail in pantomime. 

Originality is Stubby’s key- 
note. He Works up his own 
tricks. 

Ratcliff has practiced his magic 
ail over Europe — in the U.S. 
Army. 

He studiëd under Blackstone, 
one of the world’s most fanions 
magicians. 

Some of his work has been in 
hospitals before. When he was 
rccuperating in hospitals in Eng- 
land and Texas after the war, he 
helped others learn tricks and 
did many shows for them. 

“Magic has good therapeutic 
values,” said Ratcliff. 

“Since many tricks involve 
hand manipulation, it gives a 
person some of the exercise need- 
ed.” 

Manly is known professionally 
as “Mann Lee the Magician.” 

He studied under Brandino 
while a student at University of 
Tennessee and with Jalin the 
Magic Man in Miami. 

Manly feels that the trend 
is toward close-up, sleight of 
hand, lcss illusion and more 
skill. 

“Télévision and club and thea- 
ter work hâve been the main 
things that hâve changed magic 
présentations in the last few 
years,” said Manly. “Most of it 
requires more close-up work.” 


After six months of such 
misery and travail as few fami- 
lies ever hâve to face—outside of 
a war zone—the Orval Cox family 
is home and on the mend. 

Since August of last year when, 
vacation bound, their auto crashed 
headon with another car near 
Valentine, Neb., Cox, his wife 
and four children hâve spent 
more than their fair share of 
time in hospitals.

“I remember Leanne was doing 
a map puzzle and talking to her- 
self, and my wife and I were 
laughing at her,” Cox recalled. 
“I saw the car coming toward us, 
weaving from side to side, and I 
remember advising Orval to get 
as far to the right as he safely 
could. He got as far over as he 
dared, without diving into a deep 
ditch. . . . But he couldn’t avoid 
the other car. ...”

Meanwhile, Convair friends 
were doing what they could to 
help from a distance. Dept. 403 
sent gifts and letters of sym- 
pathy and encouragement. B. F. 
Coggan, SD manager, thanked 
the mayor of Valentine for the 
manner in which that commu- 
nity’s citizens h ad taken the Con¬ 
vair people into their homes, even 
volunteering as nurses. Con-Trib- 
Club set aside funds to assist the 
family and got in touch with hos¬ 
pitals and doctors prior to their 
many moves, to insure prompt 
and thorough treatment. 

The family arrived back in San 
Diego just after the first of the 
year. Their home is a large and 
commodious trailer parked in a 
court in El Cajon. 

The children are ail back in 
school and Cox is back on the job. 

To the many people of Convair 
“who aided us during our near- 
tragedy,” the Cox family had this 
to say this week: 

“Your messages of kindness 
and concern, and your prayers 
helped us through those long 
months . . . and the generous 
financial aid helped us immeasur- 
ably with our hospital and surgi- 
cal bills and more than five 
months of lost working time. 

“The wonderful people of Con¬ 
vair hâve given us faith in 
humanity and renewed faith in 
God that has sustained us, and 
will sustain us as long as we live. 
We will never be able to say a 
big enough ‘Thank You.’ ” 


A faint voice over a téléphoné, 
asking for help, recently brought 
three quarters of an hour of fev- 
erish activity to the Convair San 
Diego switchboard. 

But the resuit was worth it. 
Rescuers were guided to a 71- 
year-old invalid, alone and help- 
less on the floor beside her wheel- 
chair. 

“I need help. Call my daugli- 
ter . . .,” the feeble voice asked 
Operator Ruth Beckner. She 
turned the call over to Convair 
SD’s longtinie chief operator, 
Mattie Ross. 

“I’ve fallen and can’t get up. 
I’m in pain . . . call my daughter. 
She Works for Convair . . .,” the 
faint voice continued. 

With the foresight of long ex¬ 
périence, Mrs. Ross cautioned the 
ealler not to hang up. On another 
line she checked the daughter’s 
name to Bernice O’Connell, in 
charge of SD employment rec¬ 
ords, whose high speed ability to 
locate “lost persons” among Con¬ 
vair’s thousands seems like magic 
to those who hâve called on her 
for help. But this time the magic 
failed. She tried ail combinations 
of spellings for the daughter’s 
name, but in vain. 

“Try to get a maiden name, or 
an alias,” she advised. 

But the feeble voice over the 
phone could contribute nothing.

Convair had been confused with 
some other concern. No luek. 

“Doc, we’ll hâve to trace this 
call,” Mrs. Ross advised Ellsworth 
(Doc) Hawley, Pacific Tel. and 
Tel. repairman assigned to Con¬ 
vair SD. “There’s nothing else 
to do.” 

So, while Mrs. Ross chatted en- 
couragingly over the phone to the 
tiring “voice,” Hawley went to 
work. 

“Just a few minutes longer and 
we’ll get help for you,” Mrs. Ross 
kept promising. 

It was tieklish business, check- 
ing through the various ex¬ 
changes, and complicated by the 
fact that the “voice” came from 
a party line, and an unlisted 
phone at that. But they found it, 
a home in Chula Vista. Mrs. Ross 
called Chula Vista police. She 
stayed on the phone until a new 
voice came on, that of a police 
officer, assui'ing her “everything 
is ail right now.” 

Next day Mrs. Ross got a sequel 
from the police. 

The 71-year-oId invalid, an 
amputee, had tried to crawl 
from her bed to a wlieelchair 
and fallen to the floor. She was 
alone in the house but managed 
to reach the téléphoné and pull 
it down, M i s t a k e n 1 y, she 
thought her daughter worked 
for Convair, when really she 
worked for the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service. 
How she made this mistake, no 
one seemed to know. 

But as it turned out, she called 
the right number, anyhow.

Enroiiment in Various Classes 
At SD Totals Nearly 20,000 


Nearly 20,000 trainees were in- 
structed in 209 different subjects 
at Convair San Diego during 
1954, the annual report of the 
training section of industrial re¬ 
lations department disclosed last 
week. 

The instructor force included 
regular Convair staff training 
specialists, spécial course instruc- 
tors, public school teachers, and 
qualified Convair personnel. 

Subjects showed a wide range 
in achieving the training pro- 
granr’s aim of “d e v e 1 o p i n g 
through systematic and continuons 
instruction the necessary knowl¬ 
edge and skills and attitudes that 
advance company goals and em¬ 
ployée welfare.” 

In-plant courses on company 
time accounted for 424 separate 
classes conducted in 137 differ¬ 
ent subjects that ranged alpha- 
betically from Accounts Payable 
Review to Writing for Secreta- 
ries. In between were such sub-

jects as Physiology for High Alti¬ 
tude Flight, Catalog Procedures, 
Use of Calculators, Heat Dimp- 
ling, First Aid, Heat Treat, many 
electronics and electricity courses, 
Material C o n t r o I, and ground 
school on various models of air¬ 
craft. Course that involved the 
greatest number of students was 
Indoctrination, which was attend- 
ed by 3,159 persons, followed by 
Téléphoné Courtesy, attended by 
1,284, and Stock Crib Training, 
which 1,040 attended. 

In-plant supplementary classes 
totaled 97 (involving 1,617 stu¬ 
dents) and covered such subjects 
as blueprint reading, math, speed 
reading, shorthand, slide rule, 
etc. 

There were 30 out-plant classes 
on company time, involving 495 
students and the out-plant sup¬ 
plementary list showed 69 classes 
and 693 students. Subjects on the 
latter list also were varied, rang- 
ing from English and history 
courses to materials and math, 
psychology and tool design, etc. 

In the management develop¬ 
ment field, a total of 5,334 par- 
ticipated in 319 groups in courses 
on 37 different subjects. 

B-36s Assignée! Rôle 
In New Atom Tests 

Air Force Convair-built B-36s 
were set to play an important 
rôle in the Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission tests scheduled last week 
in Nevada. 

Carswell AFB’s llth Bomb 
Wing of B-36s was to simulate 
wartime operations at the Nevada 
testing grounds. Sixty bombers 
from 13 strategie air command 
wings over the United States 
wez-e to participate. 

The planes were to fly over the 
test sites and simulate bomb 
drops at the moment of the 
atomic blast. 

Crews also were to undergo 
atomic training in the following 
fields: crew indoctrination, cloud 
development, photography, and 
aerial reconnaissance.

Hopkins Agréés 
To Visit Japan 
For Atom Talks 

John Jay Hopkins, chairman of 
the board and president of Gene¬ 
ral Dynamics Corporation, an- 
nounced last week that he will 
visit Japan in May to meet with 
Japanese businessmen for a sé¬ 
riés of discussions on strength- 
ening that nation’s economy 
through industrial applications of 
nuclear energy. 

Hopkins, builder of the first 
two atomic submarines Nautilus 
and Sea Wolf, was invited to 
Japan in January following his 
address bc-fore the National As¬ 
sociation of Manufacturers here 
in which he proposed an inter¬ 
national long-range “lend-lease” 
program for peacetime applica¬ 
tions of nuclear power, particu- 
larly in countries of the free 
world where industrial power is 
in short supply. 

The invitation to visit Japan 
was extended to him by a group 
of businessmen headed by Mat- 
sutaro Shoriki, owner of the Yo- 
miuri Press in Tokyo. The invi¬ 
tation was subsequently endorsed 
by Prime Minister Ichiro Hatoy- 
ama and other high government 
officiais. 

It is expected that at least one 
internationally-known nuclear 
scientist and an economist, both 
of whom will be named later, will 
accompany Hopkins. 

Underscoring the Hopkins plan 
to visit Japan in the cause of 
peaceful industrial atomic energy 
was the joint resolution intro- 
duced Jan. 27 by Rep. Sidney R. 
Yates (D., 111.) in the House of 
Représentatives providing for the 
construction of a nuclear power 
reactor in Japan. 


Stepped-up Schedule in 
Prospect For Convair s 
New Twin-Engine Line 


Convair San Diego’s latest twin- 
engine final assembly line was 
being readied this month to take 
on an extra load when a stepped- 
up schedule of production starts 
in April. 

Located in Building 2, Plant 1, 
the new line is now turning out 
Air Force C-131Bs at the rate of 
about three per month. 

Currently, four stations are be¬ 
ing utilized from major mating 
to factory completion. Planning 
calls for the addition of two sta¬ 
tions within the next few weeks 
to meet a schedule calling for 
the completion of five airplanes 
a month through the remainder 
of 1955 and into 1956. 

Following closely on the heels 
of the Air Force contract for 


C-lSIBs (electronics test beds) 
will be a Navy contract for a 
number of twin-engine transports 
to be known as R4Ys. 

“Close planning lias made it 
possible for us to join these two 
contracts without any slack pe- 
riods in production,” said W. S. 
Stroud, 340 project administra- 
tor. “This new line will move 
in a continuous manufacturing 
program from one version to the 
next.” 

Both the C-131B and the R4Y 
are versions of the Convair-T.iner 
model 340. Any future commercial 
or military orders for this type 
airplane will be filled on this new 
line instead of the old line in 
Building 4. However, T-29s will 
continue to roll out of Building 
4 for some time, Stroud added. 


CIP and ES Programs 
Get Flying Start at FW 


Though it’s still early in the 
year, Convair Fort Worth al- 
ready is well on the way toward 
making its 1955 Cost Improve- 
ment Proposai and Employée 
Suggestion quotas. 

“That’s because many depart- 
ments got right on the bail with¬ 
out delay,” said M. J. Scott, 
supervisor of conservation and 
suggestions. 

Plant-wide quota for employée 
suggestions for the year is $276,- 
711. For CIPs it’s a whopping 
$5,175,623. 

“Some departments are al- 
ready near one quota,” said Scott,

“and several others probably will 
go over the top within the next 
few months.” 

Ways and means used to en¬ 
courage proposais and sugges¬ 
tions are numerous, and methods 
vary in each department. 

Dept. 29, for instance, develop- 
ed a set of charts. On these, each 
section keeps score—and can tell 
at any time just how it’s doing. 

“We took oui- quotas of $6,489 
for suggestions and $68,128 for 
proposais and broke them down,” 
explained A. R. Car-son, Dept. 29 
general foreman. “When they’re 
divided by sections, the quotas 
don’t look so difficult.” 

This plan has proved effective. 
Last year Dept. 29 was 200 per 
cent over its quota. This year 
they’re already at $42,000 of 
quota. 

Dept. 20, traffic, also has a 
good plan. Each assistant fore¬ 
man is required to submit one 
CIP a month. Sixty-eight per¬ 
cent had proposais approved last 
year. 

“We don’t really expect to win 
ail the time,” said Lawrence 
Armstrong, Dept. 20 general fore¬ 
man, “but we hâve a better 
chance of getting better sugges¬ 
tions this way.” 

Dept. 15, industrial security, is 
more than $2,000 over its 1955 
quota. A CIP by Police Chief K. 
Simmons did the trick. 

“Many departments hâve vari¬ 
ous methods to produce CIPs and 
ESs. These named are only a few 
of the more outstanding depart¬ 
ments,” said Scott. 

The new 1955 quotas are

Occasion was the présentation 
of the first President’s Award, 
symbolic of leadership in cost ré¬ 
duction, which McNarney pre- 
sented to Mike Alianelli of Dept. 
202 at Plant 2, San Diego, for 
“outstanding achievement” dur¬ 
ing 1954. Of 34 Cost Improve- 
ment Proposais Alianelli sub- 
mitted at SD, 12 were approved 
and placed in operation for an 
indicated savings of $73,279. 

Prior to the présentation, Mc¬ 
Narney emphasized the import¬ 
ance he attaches to cost réduction 
generally, in the light of intense 
compétition. 

“Convair is probably the only 
aircraft company in the busi¬ 
ness that competes in one way 
or another with every other 
major aircraft company—plus 
a host of others, especially in 
the electronics field,” the Con¬ 
vair president declared. 

“This is so because while most 
other companies specialize in 
building one or two types of air¬ 
craft, we are developing or build¬ 
ing ALL types—fighters, bomb- 
ers, trainers, transports, water- 
based aircraft and missiles. This 
is, of course, a crédit to our engi¬ 
neering and production capabil- 
ity, but it’s also a strain on the 
nervous System.” 

McNarney named names of 
Convair competitors and it was a 
Who’s Who in aviation. 

“The only way we can sur¬ 
vive is to continue to produce 
better products than they do— 
at less cost. 

“If we don’t do this, you and I 
are out of business . . . Cost im- 
provement is that vital. Just 
keep in mind that the ‘I’ is the 
important factor in any CIP pro¬ 
gram. What can I do ? Where 
can I help? 

“Your own individual welfare 
is deeply involved.” 

McNarney announced that at 
San Diego during 1954 a total of 
8,253 CIPs and Employée Sug¬ 
gestions were received—an 11 per¬ 
cent increase over 1953. Of the 
total indicated savings of $2,947,-

can expect to hear much more 
about it in the future. The entire 
Civil Defense organization is 
lined up, and our training pro¬ 
gram is organized to the point 
that we can begin immediately 
when we receive the final O. K. 
Also, our plan is coordinated with 
the Pomona police and fire de- 
partments.” 

“The next question usually is: 
If we hâve no plan in effect now, 
what should I do if we hâve an 
emergency?” Pletcher said. 

“First of ail, keep calm. If we 
receive warning of an impending 
attack, with the authority of the 
division manager, we will an- 
nounce this fact over the public 
address System. If there is suffi¬ 
rent time—and we will notify 
you if there is—we will evacuate 
the plant. In this event, it is im¬ 
portant that you follow instruc¬ 
tions, both those given here at 
the plant and those of police offi- 
cers directing traffic, down to the 
last letter. These will be for your 
own benefit, and to disobey them 
will resuit only in more confusion 
and possibly loss of life. 

“However, if there is not 
enough time for évacuation, re 
main in the plant and follow

Convair R3Y Spans 
U.S. in Six Hours

W. C. Robinson and R. M. Bloom, 
flight engineers, ail of Convair 
SD. 

Shunning the usual route for 
seaplanes (over the Gulf of 
Mexico and up the Atlantic sea- 
board) which keeps them always 
near a landing site, the R3Y took 
the overland “great circle” route, 
passing over Albuquerque, N.M., 
Wichita, Kan., and Louisville, 
Ky., before landing at Patuxent, 
60 miles south of Washington, 
D.C. 

On hand to greet the big sea- 
plane was a group of 25 Convair 
SD employées who recently set 
up a base of operations at Patux¬ 
ent. Headed by W. J. Dewey of 
engineering, the group includes 
engineers, inspectors, s u p p 1 y 
clerks and 15 R3Y mechanics led 
by Foreman Frank Pyatt. 

“Our landing created qui te a 
stir at the big base but the 
crowds were quickly dispersed 
when a freezing rain started fall 
ing five minutes after we set 
down,” Mason said. 

“We picked up sonie pretty 
good tailwinds at times flying 
around 27,000 feet and began to 
notice our check points coming 
up faster and faster,” he added. 

Although capable of transport- 
ing payloads of 48,000 pounds 
more than 2,000 miles, the R3Y 
carried only a small load of 
spares on the flight. 

The flight followed many 
months of experimental and pro 
duction flying at San Diego dur¬ 
ing which the big transports hâve 
engaged in performance tests, 
rough water landings, night oper¬ 
ations, troop and equipment land¬ 
ing operations and routine test 
flights. 


these tips which are offered by 
the fédéral government: 

“Try to get shielded. If there 
is time, seek shelter near an out- 
side wall. If you are outside, get 
in a ditch, gutter or other de- 
pression. 

‘Drop fiat on the floor or 
ground. This will lessen your 
chance of being struck by flying 
débris. Try to get under a desk 
or table, and keep away from 
Windows. 

“Bury your face in your arma. 
This will protect your face and 
eyes from flash burns, prevent 
temporary blindness, and keep 
flying objects out of your eyes. 

“Don’t rush outside right after 
a bombing. If the bomb bursts in 
the air, wait a few minutes and 
then go help fight fires or help 
with rescue work. If the bomb 
bursts on or under the ground, 
wait at least an hour to give lin- 
gering radiation a chance to die 
down. 

“Don’t take chances with food 
or water in open containers. To 
do so may increase the chance 
of radioactive poisoning. Stick to 
canned and bottled things if pos¬ 
sible. 

“Don’t lose your head and 
don’t start rumors. This will only 
add to the confusion, and may 
touch off a panic that could cost 
you your life. 

“Look to your supervisor for 
instructions, and under no circum- 
stances leave the plant without 
proper authority,” Pletcher con¬ 
tinued. “In ail probability we will 
never be subjected to atomic at¬ 
tack, and the purpose of this 
article is to answer questions, and 
not to create alarm. However, 
such an attack is not beyond the 
realm of possibility, so it might 
be wise to remember the pointers 
mentioned here,” he concluded.

Former AEC Executive Will Visit 
Japan With Hopkins on Atom Trip 


John Jay Hopkins, chairman 
and president of General Dy¬ 
namics Corporation, will be ac- 
companied by Dr. Lawrence R. 
Hafstad, former director, Divi¬ 
sion of Reactor Development for 
the U.S. Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission, on a mission to Japan 
in May. 

Object of the mission will be 
to discuss peacetime applications 
of atomic energy with Japanese 
industrialists and scientists. 

Hafstad served the AEC from 
January, 1949, until January of 
this year. Currently he is direct- 
or of the Atomic Energy Divi¬ 
sion of the Chase National Bank 
in New York City. It was dur- 
ing his tenure with AEC that 
power was first produced from 
atomic energy, the submarine re¬ 
actor was built, the aircraft nu- 
clear program launched and in¬ 
dustrial participation program 
established. 

Hopkins, whose Electric Boat 
Division of General Dynamics 
built the world’s first atomic- 
powered submarines, the Nautilus 
and the Sea Wolf, last December 
proposed a long-range atomic 
“lend-lease” program whereby 
the living standards of the na¬ 
tions of the free world would be 
raised through the implantation 
of atomic reactors for industrial, 
medical and agricultural uses. 

The visit to Japan is the resuit 
of an invitation extended early 
this year by Matsutaro Shoriki, 
prominent Tokyo newspaper pub- 
lisher and businessman. The sug¬ 
gestion was subsequently endors- 
ed by Japanese scientists and in¬ 
dustrialists and by Premier 

Ichiro Hotayama.

It’s ail part of an Air Force 
contract, called supersonic rain 
érosion studies, being performed 
by the engineering propulsion 
laboratory under the direction of 
Bill Dittmann. The actual test 
site is a remote sector of the 
Navy’s Camp Elliott. 

The studies are being conducted 
for the Wright Air Development 
Center, Materials Laboratory. 

“By producing this ‘rain’ and 
firing projectiles through it, we 
get the same effect as a missile 
or aircraft traveling through rain 
at transonic or supersonic speeds,” 
Dittmann said. 

‘Previous tests show that ob- 
jects traveling at speeds of Mach 
2 (1,500 mph) and over are dam- 
aged by ordinary rainfall. There- 
fore, the Air Force is vitally con- 
cerned with developing materials 
capable of withstanding such 
damage,” he added. 

Because no methods of conduct- 
ing tests were known, Convair 
engineers worked first on a trial 
and error basis. They reasoned 
that it would. be necessary to 
either move the raindrops against 
suspended test metals at these 
speeds or move the metals through 
the “rain” at similar speeds. 

“The first proved impractical 
so we developed the second,” 
Dittmann said. 

‘Rain” was produced by erect- 
ing a 500-foot-long pipe rigged 
at intervals with spécial sprink- 
lers. Water, hauled to the test 
site by truck, was forced through 
these pipes by a small pump and 
out the sprinklers at an average 
rate of two inches per hour. 

A standard Air Force 20 mm 
cannon is mounted on a rack at 
one end of the line. It propels 
projectiles through the “rain” at 
speeds ranging from Mach 1 to 
Mach 2.5 depending on the amount 
of powder charge loaded in the 
shell. 

One of the unique features of 
the operation is the test package 
projectile designed by Convair 
engineers. It contains a built-in 
éjection feature. The leading 
edge of the projectile contains the 
test specimen and is rigged on 
the body of the shell with a spé¬ 
cial fuse and charge. Once the 
projectile has passed through the 
‘rain” and traveled 1,500 feet, it 
ejects itself and brakes to an 
easy stop by use of a small 
parachute. 

These test specimens, which may 
be a coating of métal or com- 
posed entirely of métal, can often 
be fired as many as eight or 10 
times without damage. Others are 
demolished the first time through 


the “rain.” Fiat specimens may 
also be mounted on the projectile 
much the same as diamonds are 
mounted on rings. 

Range firing on the program to 
date has been the responsibility 
of Bill Whitley of engineering 
and Harry Anderson and A. E.. 
Daugherty of experimental. An¬ 
derson is a retired Navy gunnery 
chief with extensive weapons 
training. 

“Most problems hâve been iron- 
ed out on the range after a time,” 
Whitley said. “However, our big- 
gest headache to date has been 
bees! 

“They are attracted by the 
water, forced into the pipes and 
then into the nozzle where they 
clog up the Works.” 

Latest addition to the growing 
test equipment is a 57 mm anti¬ 
tank cannon which will allow 
larger specimens to be used at 
higher speeds. 

“Results from these tests will 
be compiled and promising metals 
subjected to full-seale tests on 
such installations as supersonic 
sleds,” Dittmann said.

ly instructs adult éducation art 
sessions five nights a week, in 
addition to his daytime position 
with Convair. Also, he recently 
was asked to lecture at the new 
College of Men when it opens at 
San Diego this fall. 

Willoughby got his first art 
training the hard way. After al- 
most four years of college study- 
ing to be a mechanical engineer 
(at his parents’ insistence), he 
became a draftsman, but attended 
the Pennsylvania Academy of 
Fine Arts at night for four years. 

His work caught the attention 
of his instructors and he earned 
scholarships to two world famous 
art centers — L’Ecole Callorossi 
and L’Academie Julian of Paris. 

World War I interrupted his 
studies and he served as a pilot 
with the U. S. Marine Air Corps 
in France. 

Following the war he was com- 
missioned to paint six murais 
which were exhibited during the 
New York World’s Fair of 1929- 
30. It was during this period he 
met and married Rachael Jane 
Hamilton, a singer with John 
Phillip Sousa’s band and later the 
Arthur Pryor organization. 

“Like most artists, I had my 
troubles during the dépréssion 
and turned to commercial art for 
the first time,” Willoughby re- 
called. “Since then I hâve de¬ 
voted my time to both painting 
and commercial art.” 

As a member of the Marine 
Corps Reserve (he’s a retired 
major now), he was recalled to 
duty during World War II and 
sent to California. He and his 
family settled in La Jolla imme- 
diately after the war. 

San Diegans hâve seen many 
of his murais and portraits ex¬ 
hibited at shows and galleries. 
His biggest job was a mural 
(eight feet high and 46 feet long) 
depicting the gold rush days at 
Julian. It was displayed by a 
local store and now belongs to 
a small muséum in Julian. 

“My favorite work has always 
been portraits, which I paint on 
weekends—usually in six sittings 
of one hour each,” Willoughby 
said. 

Oddly enough, his favorite sub¬ 
jects are men. 

“Men are satisfied if a portrait 
looks like them, while women— 
well—they are a little harder to 
please,” he added. 


Convair Pomona 
Woman is Nofed 
As Metallurgisi 

A bright future for women in 
engineering is predicted by Con¬ 
vair Pomona’s Rebecca Sparling, 
design specialist and staff con¬ 
sultant, process control and reli- 
ability. 

“Opportunities for women engi- 
neers hâve increased almost hand 
in hand with the technological ad- 
vances we hâve made in this 
country since World War II,” 
Mrs. Sparling said. “The days 
when engineers were concerned 
only with the building of bridges 
and dams are gone. Today there 
are many fields of engineering in 
which women can work equally as 
well as men.” 

Mrs. Sparling, who has estab- 
lished a nation-wide réputation 
as a metallurgist and is a regis- 
tered mechanical engineer, has 
been active in engineering since 
her graduation from Vanderbilt 
University, Bachelor of Arts and 
Mastpr of Science, during the

1930’s. She is a member of the 
American Society for Metals, the 
Society for Nondestructive Test- 
ing, the Society of Automotive 
Engineers, and is listed in “Who’s 
Who in the West.” 

Although finding a job was 
never a serious problem to Mrs. 
Sparling, at the beginning of her 
career she frequently had diffi- 
culty in getting people — her 
bosses and fellow workers—to 
take her work seriously. 

“I soon found that I had to 
be extremely accurate in my 
work and persistent in trying 
to get my ideas across—rnuch 
more so than men in compar¬ 
able positions,” she said. “Ac- 
tually this was excellent train¬ 
ing, but at the time it seemed 
unfair.” 

Women are far more readily 
accepted in engineering today, 
Mrs. Sparling believes, especially 
in the aircraft industry. 

“However, there are no easy 
roads to success in engineering, 
and my advice to any young 
woman planning a career is to 
be absolutely certain she wants 
to be an engineer before she 
starts,” she continued. “She 
can’t possibly succeed if she 
starts with an attitude of: *1*11 
try it and if I don’t like it I’H 
quit or get married.’ ” 

Incidentally, Mrs. Sparling be¬ 
lieves that marriage and engi¬ 
neering can be “mixed” success- 
fully, although unique problems 
sometimes arise. She is married 
—her husband, Joseph Sparling, 
is in Dept. 11 at Pomona—and 
has a son, Douglas, who plans to 
study engineering after he com¬ 
plétés high school this year. 

“But with careful planning and 
évaluation—placing ‘first things 
first’—a career need not rule out 
a normal home life, and vice 
versa,” she said. 

Mrs. Sparling believes that 
many women who enter engineer¬ 
ing make a mistake by trying to 
act masculine in an attempt to 
gain acceptance by male engi¬ 
neers. 

“I hâve a simple little rule 
that I try to follow. I may at 
times forget that I’m a woman, 
but I try not to forget that I’m 
a lady,” she said.

Youngsters Under 12 Thrilled 
By New Race Sport at Pomona 


What boy between the âges of 
four and 12 wouldn’t be happy 
with a real racing car, powered 
by a real gasoline engine and 
scaled down to just the right 
size ? 

Put that boy into real compéti¬ 
tion with a half dozen others of 
his same âge, on a real racing 
track, and if he’s normal he 
should feel like the luckiest boy 
on earth. And that just about 
describes how a dozen or more 
Convair Pomona boys feel, for 
they own, or soon will own, cars 
like that, and they soon will be 
racing on their own track. 

At least their fathers are work¬ 
ing toward that goal. Last month 
a quarter-midget club—the small 
cars are built to one-fourth scale 
of actual midget racing cars— 
for Convair fathers and sons was 
formed at Pomona. The club will 
sponsor regular races, assist in 
procuring plans and materials for 
the tiny cars, and otherwise pro- 
mote quarter-midget building and 
racing. 

“We ail feel that the quar- 
ter-midgets are an idéal means 
of establishing better father- 
and-son relationships,” G. F. 
Preston (Dept. 6), president of 
the new club said. “Most of 
the fathers either build or help 
build the cars, usually in back- 
yard workshops, and the sons 
usually help out in one way or 
another. 

“Then when the cars are com¬ 
pleted, the fathers—or some 
other close relative—are always 
on hand to serve as pit crews for 
their sons when races are in pro¬ 
gress,” he added. 

The tiny cars are powered by 
small one cylinder gasoline 
engines rated at about two horse- 
power or less. These power 
plants, inadéquate as they may 
seem compared to regular auto¬ 
mobiles, actually give the quar- 
ter-midgets better weight-to- 


horsepower ratios than real mid¬ 
get racers, Preston said. 

“Accélération is tremendous, 
and quarter-midgets hâve actual¬ 
ly been clocked on the Street at 
speeds over 30 miles-per-hour,” 
he continued. “However, in actual 
races the speeds rarely exceed 
15 or 20 miles per hour on the 
straight-away. This may Sound 
slow, but on the small circular 
tracks—they are usually around 
one twentieth of a mile—it is 
plenty fast. 

“Quarter-midget racing niay 
sound d a n g e r o u s to some 
parents, but actually our safe- 
ty record is outstanding,” he 
said. “Although the young 
drivers may sometimes ‘spin 
out’ while attempting to take a 
curve too fast, and a youngster 
may occasionally suffer a 
minor bruise, a quarter-midget 
driver has never yet been seri- 
ously injured.” 

There are several reasons for 
this good safety record. Ail cars 
are thoroughly inspected by a 
safety committee prior to each 
race, and ail drivers must wear 
safety belts and helmets. Also 
the cars hâve such a low center 
of gravity that it is impossible 
for one to overturn. And to 
cinch the matter, the adults on 
hand keep a close watch while a 
race is in progress and reckless 
drivers are warned and some¬ 
times even barred from races. 

“We believe that quarter-mid¬ 
get racing is excellent driver 
training, and the kids catch on 
rapidly to the tricks of recover- 
ing from skids and spins, etc. 
Girls also try their hands at driv- 
ing in the races—and they fre- 
quently win,” Preston said. 

Other officers in the new club 
include D. E. Cox (Dept. 31), 
vice-president; Mrs. M. V. Cox, 
secretary-treasurer; and Preston, 
Cox, B. J. Rawson (Dept. 31), T. 
M. Willey (Dept. 31), C. W. Le- 
Gault (Dept. 42), and C. F. Ayres 
(Dept. 72), members of the board 
of directors. 

Next meeting of the club is 
scheduled for 2 p.m. Sunday 
(March 13) at the CRA Ré¬ 
création field, north of Building 
4. Anyone interested is invited. 

“Cars can be built for as little 
as $200, or perhaps even slight- 
ly less,” Preston continued. “The 
engine and wheels are the big 
items. The amount of work done 
at home, the ingenuity of the 
builder, and the type of materials 
used are the main factors in 
determining the final cost.”

Navy, Air Force, Convair 
Pool Ideas For Barrier 
To Protect Jet Planes

The Navy and the Air Force 
and Convair, too, ail contributed 
ideas for a newly installed “run- 
way arresting barrier” at Lind- 
bergh Field, San Diego, designed 
as a safety measure for jet 
planes such as the F-102 during 
high speed taxi runs. 

Before working ont the final 
design, Herbert Swanson and L. 
S. Young of SD’s plant engineer¬ 
ing studied similar installations 
on Navy carriers (they landed 
aboard one 75 miles at sea off 
San Diego, flying in a Navy 
plane) and at Air Force fields. 

‘‘Flying out to the carrier was 
quite an expérience,” Swanson 
said. “There was a 40-knot wind 
and 20-foot swells and a driving 
rain. That was when I developed 
a strong Personal admiration for 
Navy pilots.” 

Resuit of the studies and con¬ 
struction under the supervision of 


H. A. Smith, SD chief plant engi- 
neer, is the only such barrier of 
its type on a commercial airport 
in the U.S. It looks something 
like a tennis net minus the mesh. 
But it is fashioned of strong 
nylon and steel cable. At each 
end the barrier connects with 
heavy anchor chain, totaling 30 
tons. So, if an intercepter runs 
into the barrier, the nylon cord 
catches in the nose wheel and the 
steel cable engages the main 
landing gear. From then on, the 
airplane is dragging chain. 

The barrier is four feet high 
and 200 feet long. It is “de- 
mountable” and is used only 
when speed taxi tests are in pro- 
gress. The posts at each end 
fold into trenches in the concrète 
which in turn hâve métal “roofs” 
to give an even surface when the 
barrier is not in use. 

The barrier can be erected in 
less than 30 minutes.

Reliable, Spectacular/ 
Used to Describe B-36 

Hanson Baldwin, military affairs writer for the New 
York limes, last month paid tribute to the Convair B-36 
followmg a visit to Fort Worth. 

Admitting that the big bomber 
has justified the faith of the Air 
Force, he spoke of it as “a relia¬ 
ble and in some ways spectacular 
instrument of modem strategie 
air warfare.” 

The B-36 has increased its al¬ 
titude, speed and load-carrying 
capabilities,” he wrote. “It can 
climb to altitudes approximately 
equal to those that can be at- 
tained by its more modem jet sis- 
ters, altitudes at which fighters 
perform sluggishly, wallow, lose 
control and fall off . . .” 

Mentioning that crédit for the 
B-36 belongs primarily to Fort 
Worth, home of the Convair plant 
which built it and of Carswell 
AFB and the Eighth Air Force 
which flies it, Baldwin said that 
combat crews hâve learned to get 
the best out of “one of the most 
complicated instruments of war 
ever built.” 

Baldwin speculated that the 
B-36 may be the last of the 
“world’s great bomber heavy 
weights.” 

“The Boeing B-52 which is now 
envisaged as the possible succes- 
sor to the B-36 will also be a 
heavyweight — a faster, swept 
wing, ail jet, not much lighter 
than the B-36,” Baldwin con¬ 
tinuée!.

With Convair San Diego’s 
Blood Bank crédit at a critical 
point—34 pints in the red, in fact

Early volunteers fell far be- 
low the needed number but an 
emergency call issued by C. P.

“The prompt response was very

“We require about 120 pints 
a month to operate. We can’t ac- 
cept much more at any one time, 
because whole blood will keep no 
more than 21 days, after which it 
cannot be used except for conver¬ 
sion to plasma.

New Insurance 
Plan at Pomona 
Starts April 18 

A new group insurance pro- 
gram will go into effect April 18 
at Convair Pomona, H. D. Fil- 
loon, manager of industrial rela¬ 
tions and security, announced this 
week. 

The new program, which in- 
cludes expanded benefits and 
$5,000 life insurance, covers ail 
supervisory employées, those not 
represented by a bargaining unit, 
and those represented by the In¬ 
ternational Association of 
Machinists and the International 
Union of Operating Engineers. 
Cost of the program will be paid 
by the company. 

Employées will, as in the past, 
be required to pay for coverage 
of their dependents, and em¬ 
ployées in most pay brackets will 
be allowed to purchase additional 
amounts of life insurance. 

The moratorium of premium 
payments, which began last 
September and was scheduled 
to end March 20, lias been ex- 
tended to April 17 to cover the 
gap between now and the 
effective date of the new in- 
surance program. 

“We hope that ail eligible em¬ 
ployées will avail themselves of 
the opportunity to secure addi¬ 
tional life insurance coverage,” 
Filloon said. “The rates are ex- 
tremely reasor.able—only 44 cents 
per month per $1,000.” 

“I also recommend that em¬ 
ployées with dependents secure 
coverage for them under our 
plan. Benefits for dependents 
hâve also been increased, and the 
cost of this coverage is only $1.62 
per week, regardless of the num¬ 
ber of dependents an employée 
may hâve,” Filloon added.

The sign-up period for addi- 
tional life insurance and dé¬ 
pendent coverage will start on 
Thnrsday, April 7, and run 
through Friday, April 15. Each 
eligible employée will be con- 
tacted by his supervisor during 
this period. 

Life insurance may be purchas- 
ed only in set amounts, depending 
upon the employee’s rate of pay. 
Employées earning less than 
$1.44 per hour may not buy addi- 
tional insurance. Those earning 
between $1.45 and $2.45 per hour 
or $250 and $423.99 per month 
may purchase $3,200. Those earn 
ing $2.46 per hour and over, or 
from $424 through $624.99 per 
month, may buy an additional 
$8,000 etc. 

Benefits for both employées 
and dependents hâve substantial 
ly increased from the old pro- 
gram. Major improvements for 
employées include: 

Hospital room and board: in¬ 
creased from 82 days at $12 per 
day to 100 days at $15 per day. 

Supplémentai accident insur¬ 
ance: pays up to $300 for ex- 
penses incurred for any hospital, 
surgical, or medical services, or 
the services of a registered grad¬ 
uate nurse over the amounts pro- 
vided otherwise in the plan in the 
event of an accident. This benefit 
was not included in the old plan. 

Maternity: pays $50 for normal 
delivery, up to $150 for Caesarian 
and $25 for miscarriage for fe- 
male employées only. There were 
no maternity benefits under the 
old plan. 

Major medical: identical to pré¬ 
sent major medical plan, except 
paid for by Convair. Pays 75 per¬ 
cent of the excess of medical ex 
penses over and above basic hos¬ 
pital and surgical benefits after 
employée has paid first $100 of 
such excess expenses. This $100 
déductible” applies only once 
each ealendar year, even though 
several illnesses may occur. 

Surgical benefits: up to $400 
per schedule, $600 for multiple 
operations and $565 for certain 
heart operations. Maximum under 
old plan was $300. 

Other hospital expenses: ex 
penses for operating rooms, an 
aesthetics, laboratory fees, etc. 
increased from $260 to $300. 

Increased benefits for dépend 
ents include: 

Hospital room and board: in¬ 
creased from 72 days at $12 per 
day to 100 days at $15 per day. 

Surgical: same increase as for 
employées. (See above.) 

Supplémentai accident insur¬ 
ance: same as for employées. 

Other hospital expenses: same 
as for employées.

When the door to the huge 
oven is opened Dept. 33 em¬ 
ployées hâve 10 minutes to load. 

During the two-hour baking 
process, the tape melts and the 
parts are fused together.

It was the longest period of 
freedom from disabling injury at 
SD since the record 59-day inter¬ 
val enjoyed during 1954. Man- 
hours for the period totaled about 
5,175,000. 

The injury was suffered by a 
Dept. 70 man when, while pushing 
a tool box ahead of him on roll- 
ers, he inadvertently brushed 
against a sharp edged piece of 
material. He is reported recover- 
ing and will not lose his eye- 
sight.

Hine Teams Perfect 
In February Safety 

Safety marks tumbled by the 
wayside during February when 
Convair recorded the largest 
number of perfect monthly safety 
performances ever achieved at 
San Diego. 

Of the 16 competing teams 
(some of them composed of a 
number of different depart- 
ments), nine had not a single in¬ 
jury during February nor any 
lost time as a resuit of a pre- 
vious injury. Together the nine 
teams accounted for 1,300,900 
manhours. 

Supt. E. D. Robinson and his 
F-102 major and final depart- 
ments (30, 60, 70, 72, 258) led 
the way with 249,414 manhours. 
R. W. Watt, superintendent of 
tool manufacturing at Plant 1, 
and his departments (401, 403, 
406, 407) were close behind with 
196,824 manhours. 

Supt. F. H. McLaughlin and 
his T-29 major departments (210, 
212, 225, 235, 252) worked 190,808 
manhours; Supt. F. E. Grossher 
and his fabrication departments 
at Plant 1 (101, 102, 110, 115) 
worked 153,890 manhours; T. F. 
McAleer’s Plant 1 manufacturing 
control department (22) worked 
116,267 manhours; and Plant 2’s 
manufacturing control depart¬ 
ment (522) under V. F. Cernuto 
worked 11,339 manhours. 

Material Manager B. P. Gib¬ 
bons’ departments (4, 14) worked 
102,693 manhours; Supt. F. B. 
Kemper’s electronics and arma- 
ment departments (250, 350, 355, 
375) turned in 100,519 manhours; 
and field operations (300) under 
Supt. S. J. Barinka worked 79,146 
manhours.

Among the latest equipment 
put into service on the F-102 pro¬ 
gram at Convair San Diego are 
two big “laundromats for metals.” 

The units look very much like 
those used by commercial laun- 
dries and duplicate many of their 
actions. However, they concen- 
trate on aluminum alloys and 
steel instead of cotton and 
woolens. 

Installed in the fabrication sec¬ 
tion at Plant 2, the units are 
being utilized in deburring and 
finishing machine parts and de- 
tailed sheet métal work. Pre- 
viously this task was performed 
by hand. 

“We can handle up to 600 
parts in each unit in about 45 
minutes,” said Russ Davis, 
Dept. 203 foreman. “The same 
work performed by hand would 
require from 16 to 20 hours.” 

Parts with rough edges or fin- 
ishes (once filed by hand) are 
dumped into the big spruce-lined 
barrels along with an equal 
weight of abrasive stones (alumi¬ 
num oxide) and a small amount 
of polishing compound. Water is 
then added according to a set 
ratio and the timing mechanisms 
set. The barrels then rotate send- 
ing the stones tumbling against 
the parts to smooth over the sur¬ 
faces and knock off rough edges. 
The machine shuts itself off auto-

matically and the load is then 
moved to a sifting machine where 
the stones fall through a wire 
screen leaving the parts clean and 
dry. 

Various sized abrasive stones 
are used depending on the size of 
the parts. 

“One man can operate both bar¬ 
rels and perform other work at 
the same time,” Davis said. “The 
machines are helping us to re- 
lease individuals for more skilled 
jobs and also are helping eliminate 
the need for work benches, space 
and portable tools previously used 
in hand polishing.”

Faced with the complications of keeping parts and sup¬ 
plies flowing to Convair plants from more than 7,500 
vendors located at various points throughout the country, 
Convair has developed an effective—and in s ome respects 
unique—expediting System.. 

In effect, the arrangement 
Works as a fast check-up service 
for Convair’s vast material pro- 
curement organization. 

Operating under R. J. Dillon, 

General Office manager of ex¬ 
pediting, are three small field 
offices in key industrial areas, 

Newark, N.J., Detroit and Los 
Angeles. R. I. Morse, vétéran 
Convair man and onetime as¬ 
sistant division manager at New 
Orléans, heads the Newark office. 

W. A. Goodman, in charge at Los 
Angeles, and Lawrence Reed, in 
charge at Detroit, both are vét¬ 
érans of Convair’s wartime ex¬ 
pediting organization. 

In addition, each plant has co- 
ordinators, Charles C. Mickle for 
San Diego, M. R. Waldrip for 
Fort Worth and F. W. Burke and 
Jeff Currier for Pomona. 

The novelty of the présent 
System, however, stems from 
the part time field force com¬ 
posée! of individuals “on call” 
in many different cities. There 
is one in Milwaukee, another in 
Cleveland, one in Louisville, 
another in St. Louis and others 
in a score or more of cities 
throughout the land. They 
work only on assignment. 

Many hâve never seen a Con¬ 
vair plant and perhaps never 
will. For the most part they 
are retired executives, inti- 
mately familiar with the indus¬ 
tries in their home communi- 
ties. The occasional Convair 
assignment tliat cornes their 
way in many instances is a 
welcome call to return for a 
day or two to the world of 
business. 

“They do a tremendous job for 
Convair as well as the vendors,” 

Dillon commented. “Their ex¬ 
périence and contacts hâve helped 
us over many a rough spot.” 

The bulk of Convair materials 
procurement goes along evenly 
and well. But in such a vast 
flow of supplies—millions and 
millions of dollars worth annual- 
ly—there are bound to be snags 
when a “johnny on the spot” is 
invaluable. An average month 


will see between 500 and 600 
“snags” disposed of, but the 
monthly total of cases handled 
has gone as high as 1,000, on 
occasion. 

No two cases are ever just 
alike. And they can cover a 
wide range of latitude in dis¬ 
tance as well as variety. 

Last year a vendor quoted a 
lead time of six months on an 
item for the F-102 that Convair 
needed much sooner. The vendor 
was quite sincere. He had 
troubles, mostly material pro¬ 
curement. The Convair expediter 
looked into the matter. He visit- 
ed the vendor’s materials sources 
and by diplomatie coordination 
the lead time was eut to two 
months ! 

Or an expediter can be call- 
ed upon to give emergency 
treatment to a single package. 

Just last month Convair San 
Diego urgently needed a certain 
motor pump assembly. Hours 
counted. Morse at Newark was 
called in to get priority attention. 
New York Brake Co. of Water- 
town, N.Y. advised the part was 
on a Mohawk Airlines flight ar- 
riving at Newark at 3:40 p.m. 
Not content with routine hand¬ 
ling, Morse contacted George M. 
Eichelburg of American Airlines 
to arrange for fastest possible 
transfer, explaining the emer¬ 
gency. Eichelburg met Morse at 
the airport and together with 
Robert S. Smith, also of Ameri¬ 
can, personally saw the crate 
safely aboard a westbound Con- 
vair-Liner. A telegram went 
ahead to insure emergency hand¬ 
ling at Chicago. 

Morse meanwhile relayed per¬ 
tinent data to San Diego by 
TWX. The pump was there at 
8:10 a.m. the next day.

The United Air Lines model 340 
came down for a belly landing on 
bumpy frozen farmland about 30 
miles from Des Moines.

Arrangements had to be made 
for heavy trucks and crânes. Spé¬ 
cial slings and cradles were de- 
signed at San Diego and built on 
a rush priority. Quarters were

had trucks sink in and freeze so 
that we had to break them free 
with crânes!

Fortunately, a small shack had 
been erected near the airplane 
and this was temporary sanc- 
tuary, used for thawing out over 
an oil stove or for eating lunch 
in comparative comfort. 

Miraculously, there was not a 
single accident and only one or 
two mild cases of flu. 

“It was quite an expérience,” 
Glenn commented afterwards. 
“We’ve put a lot of airplanes to- 
gether, but I don’t ever remem- 
ber taking one apart before, par- 
ticularly in a corn field.” 

Asst. Foreman Spike Merritt 
of maintenance said: “I feel as 
though I’d been on a Byrd expédi¬ 
tion.”

Steam Heating System at SD 


A new steam heating System, 
ivolving a water softener of 
lonster proportions, went into 
ervice at Plant 1 San Diego re- 
ently. 

The equipment is part of a 
450,000 program. The softener 
nd two new high capacity boilers 
.lready are in operation. During 
he next two years three more 
poilers will be added. These re¬ 
place 22 smaller ones previously 
n use. 

The “Hot Process Lime and 
loda Softener” treats San Diego 
:ity water (with hydrated lime 
rnd soda ash) to remove ail 
races of liardness. Water enters 


the cône shaped softener from the 
top, is heated by steam to more 
than 212 degrees, and mixed with 
the Chemical solution. When the 
water cornes out and flows to the 
boilers it is softer even than the 
distilled water sold commercially. 

Previously, the softening pro¬ 
cess had been conducted in the 
boilers themselves, with resulting 
problems involving removal of 
sludge. 

Plant engineering, which made 
the installation, predicted a sav- 
ing of thousands of gallons of 
water annually (previously neces- 
sary to wash out the boilers) and 
more economical fuel.

B-36s Assigned Big Rôle 
In Nevada Desert Tests 

Convair-built Air Force B-36s 
played big rôles in Atomic 
Energy Commission blasts in the 
Nevada desert this month. 

One of the SAC crews taking 
part was the 7th Bomb Wing, 

492nd Bomb Squadron, from 
Carswell AFB. 


More than 60 SAC intercon¬ 
tinental and medium bombers 
simulated wartime rôles in the 
AEC’s atomic weapons test sériés. 

So great are the blasts that 
flashes hâve been seen more than 
800 miles away. A blast on March 
7 was équivalent to 40,000 tons of 
TNT—nearly twice as large as 
the ton rating of the Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki bombs. 

The tests are serving as a bap- 
tism in nuclear warfare for some 
600 soldiers on the ground and 
scores of planes in the air. 

Thirteen different SAC wings 
from ail parts of the country are 
represented. Several reconnais¬ 
sance bombers were also used. 

* * * 

A B-36 was one of the principal 
attractions last month at the in¬ 
auguration of President Luis 
Batile Berres of Uruguay. 

Responding to an invitation 
from Uruguay, SAC assigned Lt. 
Col. James H. Seely, aircraft 
commander, and his crew from 


the 98th Bomb Squadron, llth 
Bomb Wing, Carswell AFB, Fort 
Worth. They flew non-stop to 
Montevideo in 25 hours, passing 
over Mexico City, Cocos Islands, 
Lima, Peru, Antofagasta, Chile, 
Buenos Aires, Argentina. During 
the flight they topped the 23,000- 
foot Andes. 

On the return trip they “buzz- 
ed” Buenos Aires at 1,000 feet— 
on invitation. It was the first 
B-36 to visit South America. 

* * * 

Convair-built Air Force B-36s 
can really take it. 

That was the consensus of air- 
men and officers of the 7th Bomb 
Wing at Carswell Air Force Base 
this week after 15 of the wing’s 
bombers took part in a simulated 
combat mission to icy Loring AF 
Base, Limestone, Maine. 

The planes flew through buf- 
feting winds up to 120 knots an 
hour—and b i 11 e r, penetrating 
cold. 

At Limestone, the Texas-based 
airmen found nearly five feet of 
snow. Températures sank as low 
as 27 degrees below zéro. Nine 
inches of snow fell during their 
stay, and runways had to be 
cleared of drifts to give the 
B-36s’ wings, props and jet pods 
room for takeoff. 


Expansion of General Dynamics' 
Manufacturing Facilities Noted 


Expansion and improvement of 
General Dynamics Corporation 
manufacturing facilities are in 
prospect. 

The outlook was included in a 
General Dynamics press release 
in connection with the authoriza- 
tion by the Board of Directors of 
a $40 million issue of convertible 
debentures, due in 1975. 

“The main purposes contem- 
plated for the proceeds are ex¬ 
pansion and improvement of the 


Corporation^ manufacturing 
facilities, the acquisition of other 
properties, and the further de¬ 
velopment and expansion of ail 
spheres of business now carried 
on,” the release read. 

“In addition, new areas are 
planned for the future with par- 
ticular emphasis in the fields of 
nuclear energy, aircraft produc¬ 
tion, including atomic powered 
aircraft, and the manufacture of 
both conventional and atomic 
powered submarines , . ,”

Nuclear Study 
Plan Revealed 

General Dynamics Corporation 
soon will launch a year-long study 
of nuclear reactor technology, the 
Atomic Energy Commission an- 
nounced last week from Washing¬ 
ton through AEC Chairman Lewis 
L. Strauss. 

The study, which General Dy¬ 
namics estimâtes will cost about 
$200,000, will be conducted under 
AEC’s industrial participation 
program. Under investigation will 
be nuclear power equipment such 
as small reactors and especially 
designed components of reactor 
Systems with a view to manufac- 
turing such products. 

Various problems related to the 
peaceful applications of nuclear 
power such as decontamination 
services, utilization of by-product 
radiation, instrumentation, waste 
disposai, and materials and equip¬ 
ment required in handling these 
problems will be included in the 
study. 

The AEC has announced that it 
will make available the reactor 
technology already developed and 
will provide necessary consulta¬

The 240s, part of an original 
order of six Convair-Liners de- 
livered to Central Air Transport 
Corp., a Nationalist China airline, 
in 1949, are now being returned 
to flight status by Grand Central 
Aircraft Co. of Glendale with 
parts kits being supplied by Con¬ 
vair San Diego.

were first used in around-the- 
clock évacuation of personnel and 
equipment from Canton to Hong 
Kong just before the Chinese 
mainland fell to the Communists. 
Then followed a long period of 
storage during lengthy litigation 
which resulted in ownership being 
awarded Gen. Claire Chenault’s 
Civil Air Transport, Inc., of Dela- 
ware. 

Convair sent two service engi¬ 
neers, B. B. Gray and H. M. 
Bohmbach, to Hong Kong to ar¬ 
range for surface transportation 
for the airplanes back to San 
Diego. 

(While Convair sent six air¬ 
planes originally, only five were 
returned.

chief tool engineer at Plant 2, 
will direct the tooling and 
manufacturing. They were in 
charge of the research and de¬ 
velopment group that sub- 
mitted the milling machine 
proposai. 

Convair’s milling machine will 
differ from existing planers, bor- 
ing mills and milling machines in 
that it will be capable of making 
18 sélective motions. As one tool 
engineer put it: “We’ve been talk- 
ing about developing a five-axis 
machine (we already hâve three- 
axis machines) but this concept 
makes possible as many as 18 
different motions with one 
machine—an operation so com- 
plicated no human could do it 
and still maintain quality.” 

The machine will hâve a 20- 
foot bed with 10-foot clearance; a 
rtfflary turnlable; two vertical cut¬ 
ting heads, and two horizontal 
cutting heads. Cutting angles of 
the tools may be varied. Both the 
vertical heads may be operated at 
once, or both horizontal heads. 
The machine will hâve a variable 
table speed. Its size is believed 
adéquate for any aircraft part 
likely to be deveioped in the fore- 
seeable future, Piper said. 

Since the machine will eut 
steels, titanium, aluminum alloys 
and other metals common to the 
industry, it not only will be cap¬ 
able of producing such parts as 
wing spars, milled skins and con- 
toured forged bulkheads, but it 
will sink dies as well. 

After a cutting head has obey- 
ed the commands in the tape and 
completed its metal-shaping 
tasks, the head automatically will 
retract to homing position and 
the tape will eommand another 
head to take over its job. The 
bed automatically will be engaged 
and stopped at the tape’s com- 
mand, and the turntable rotated, 
until the part is finished. 

“We are trying to get doser to 
the product engineering design 
requirements,” said Piper. “With 
this machine we can make proto¬ 
type parts as easily and quickly 
as we can production parts. If 
tests disclose a weakness in a 
structure, we can go back to that 
spot on the tape and mathematic- 
ally add to or take away métal. 
Or the same basic data can be 
used to make a forging die and 
then the tape can be corrected 
mathematically to make the 
machine finish on the forging 
from the die. 

“More important, by using a 
tape we can get the same part in 
a production airplane as we had 
in the prototype, if it is tested 
and proves satisfactory. If we 
use this method to make the 
prototype, we don’t hâve to re- 
engineer or re-tool for the pro¬ 
duction airplane. The information 
already is stored on the tape. 

“Once the correct information 
is on the tape, we will be assured 
of producing the same part every 
time. The machine will give us 
built-in and almost infallible 
quality control, eliminating the 
need for intermediate inspection 
points.” 


Piper said the numerical 
machine concept is expected to 
reduce tool engineering lead time 
considerably and make possible 
important savings in materials, 
an increasingly vital item in air¬ 
craft costs. Modem supersonic 
airplanes demand greater and 
greater strength-to-weight ratios 
as the industry moves away from 
composite structures and toward 
parts shaped from one slab of 
métal. 


General Dynamics ’ 
Backlog a Billion 

General Dynamics Corpora¬ 
tion^ backlog of business at the 
end of 1954 was “in excess of 
$1 billion based on contracts, 
firm orders, and letters of in- 
tent,” John Jay Hopkins, presi¬ 
dent and hoard chairman, an- 
nounced recently. 

Contracts under negotiation 
totaled about $300 million.

SD Wind Tunnel to Test Models 
At Four Times Speed of Sound 


Construction work on a new 
$3,500,000 high-speed wind tunnel 
at Convair San Diego is due to 
begin late this summer. 

Scheduled for the east end of 
the Convair ramp property on 
Harbor Drive, the tunnel will be 
used to test models of aircraft 
and guided missiles up to four- 
and-a-half times the speed of 
Sound. Construction work is ex¬ 
pected to take about two years. 

The new tunnel is part of a 
more than $8,000,000 capital ex- 
penditures budget recently ap- 
proved by the General Dynamics 
Corporation Board of Directors. 
Other items include more than 
$1,400,000 for new Convair plant 
equipment and $980,000 for engi-

neering and laboratory facilities. 
Previously budgeted and now be- 
ing constructed or planned are 
a flight test data réduction build¬ 
ing, a hydrodynamics model-test- 
ing basin; a fuel and oil Systems 
laboratory, an acoustics environ- 
mental laboratory and a high- 
temperature structural and pro¬ 
pulsion labortitory. 

The test section of the new 
wind tunnel will be four feet 
square and will be housed in a 
two-story aerodynamics labora¬ 
tory building. Three spherical 
storage tanks capable of holding 
20,500 cubic feet of air under 
pressure of more than 260 pounds 
per square inch can vary air 
speeds from one-half to four-and- 
a-half times the speed of Sound. 

During tests, the air will be 
forced into the test section via a 
connecting tunnel and then 
through a diffuser to another 
structure housing a huge muffler. 

At présent high-speed wind 
tunnel studies are being made by 
Convair engineers at the Naval 
Aerophysics Laboratory, operated 
by Convair at Daingerfield, 
Texas; at Pasadena and Moffett 
Field, Calif.; Langley Field, Va.; 
and Cleveland and Dayton, Ohio. 

“This new wind tunnel will fur- 
ther strengthen Convair’s position 
in fields of supersonic aircraft 
and guided missiles,” said Con¬ 
vair President Joseph T. McNar- 
ney. “The value of this new 
facility in speeding research foi- 
national defense cannot be over- 
estimated.”

Wind-Blown Dust Péril 
To Ail Without Goggles 


High winds recently at Convair 
Fort Worth b r o u g h t extra 
hazards to Convair crews work- 
ing outdoors. 

The danger involves blown 
particles of dust or foreign 
matter which can cause painful, 
if not serious, eye conditions. 

“This is a common problem 
here at Fort Worth,” Fred 
Temple, safety engineering super- 


Though wind-blown particles 
are not as much of a problem 
at San Diego and Pomona as at 
Fort Worth, there are close 
parallels. 

At Pomona many eye cases 
can be traced to compressed air 
hoses, used to “dust off” 
machines. The blown particles 
are a menace to ail without 
proper eye protection. 

Of the 33 serious eye cases 
at San Diego during 1954 that 
required a doctor’s attention, 18 
involved foreign bodies that 
were either blown into the eye 
or propelled by sorne other 
means. Four were flash burns, 
two involved blown solvents 
and nine were caused by blows 
of some sort. In ail instances, 
the injured men would hâve 
escaped had they been wearing 
the proper type of safety eye 
protection. 


visor at FW, said. “In fact, of 
the 3,200 first aid eye cases at 
Fort Worth during 1954, a high 
percentage were traced to wind- 
blown particles.” 

Best and only way to positive 
protection is by wearing a spécial 
type of safety goggle which Con¬ 
vair makes available without 
charge to ail in areas where it is 


advisable. The goggle is so con¬ 
structed as to make it almost 
impossible for dust particles to 
enter the eye. 

“Unfortunately, not enough 
Convair FW people take advan- 
tage of this protection,” Temple 
continued. “We wish more would. 

“Wearing the goggles is especi- 
ally important because eye acci¬ 
dents—like automobile accidents 
—happen when you least expect 
them.” 

If goggles hâve not been 
made available to them, em¬ 
ployées were instructed to con¬ 
tact their supervisors.

Super High Speed Movie Caméra 
Make 'Time Stand Still' 


Helps 


Making time stand still is a 
neat trick. And it’s being done— 
to a degree—at both Convair San 
Diego and Fort Worth. 

The device that makes it pos¬ 
sible is a Fastax caméra, used 
primarily in engineering test 
laboratories to film “quicker- 
than-the-eye” developments dur- 
ing tests. A part may disinte- 
grate, so quickly that no human 
eye can register the action. But 
not so quickly but that the Fastax 
lens can capture each tiny step 
in the action. 

As Bob Slawson of the FW 
photo lab pointed out, popular 
movies are usually shot at about 
24 film frames a second. To 
achieve “slow motion” it is neces- 


sary to shoot from 64 to 128 
frames a second. Fastax goes 
far beyond this and fires up to 
3,500 frames a second! 

In effect, the caméra, shooting 
at 3,000 frames a second, can 
“slow down” the speed of a 
supersonie plane to around three 
miles an hour! 

Because film races through 
them at such high speed, the 
caméras operate with a minimum 
of 100 feet of film. And they 
need lots of light. FW photo 
graphers use 750 watt bulbs, 
usually about ten of them, to 
light up the subject. The caméra 
is operated electrically and a 
rotating prism takes the place of 
a shutter.

Cyclist Rides Over Golf Links 
And Old River Bed to Win Race

Modem Parallels 
Found in 1908 Paper 

A Convair Fort Worth man— 
A. D. “Buck” Kernodle—last 
week turned up with a 1908 issue 
of a newspaper that carried sto- 
ries in startling parallel to the 
news of today. 

One item published then eon- 
cerned congressional action on 
appropriations for submarines, 
naming Electric Boat of Groton, 
Conn., now sister division of 
Convair’s in General Dynamics 
Corporation! Electric Boat con¬ 
tinues to be in the news in 1955, 
of course, with the Nautilus and 
the Sea Wolf. 

Paralleling current attention 
on the stock market was this 
1908 item: 

“Secretary Strauss hastened to 
give assurance that the president 
did not intend to inaugurate a 
general inquiry into the stock ex¬ 
changes. ...” 

The old newspaper, which Ker¬ 
nodle found among some family 
papers, was the Valdosta, Ga., 
Daily Times. 


Although the name might indi- 
cate otherwise, a “zéro run” is 
really something. At least it is 
to Convair Pomona’s A. L. “Red” 
Marker (Dept. 53) and other 
motorcycle enthusiasts. 

“A zéro run is a motorcycle 
race, usually at night when bad 
weather is expected, in which 
none of the contestants knows the 
route to be followed until the race 
is actually in progress,” Marker 
said. “Actually there is no spé¬ 
cifie route. 

“At the starting point ail riders 
are given the general géographie 
location of the first of several 
check points. How they get there 
is left up to each individual,” he 
said. “Arriving in the general 
area of a check point, the rider 
must then, by using the dues 
given him, find the exact location. 
Then he gets a colored card as 
evidence that he found the point, 
and he also gets the general loca¬ 
tion of the next point. 

“The person who arrives at 
the finish line first, with cards 
from ail check points, wins.” 

Marker’s long years of motor¬ 
cycle expérience—he started rid- 
ing and racing when he was 12— 
paid off a few weeks ago when 
he won a zéro run in which 136 
riders were competing. Inciden- 
tally, the runs are animal affairs 
sanctioned by the American 
Motorcycle Association. 

“We left Monterey Park at 7:30 
p.m. Six hours and 94 miles later, 
after traveling down a river bed, 
through a golf course, over sev¬ 
eral fire trails, down the side of 
a mountain (no road), and 
through mud, rain and snow (in 
the San Bernardino mountains), I 
reached the finish line,” Marker 
said. 

Riders were still finishing at 
5 a.m., and a few didn’t finish at 
ail! 

“Although I enjoy racing, prob- 
ably my greatest interest lies in 
building racing motorcycles—tak¬ 
ing a stock machine and increas- 
ing horsepower and performance,” 
he said. 

Marker prefers single cylinder 
motorcycles, and at présent he 
owns a 1953 Ariel single compéti¬ 
tion model. 

Cross-country touring also in¬ 
terests Marker. A few years ago 
he and a companion made a trip 
across Baja California, from En-

senada to San Felipe. 

“Maps showed a liighway across 
the peninsula, with several fair- 
sized cities along the way,” 
Marker related. “But the road 
ended a few miles east of En- 
senada and we had to plot a 
course with a compass! The 
cities, when we found them, turned 
out to be a house or two, usually 
in ruins, and most of the few 
people we saw had never seen 
a motorcycle.” 

Some interesting sidelights 
were discovered in the desolate 
back country—a human skeleton 
on the desert and an abandoned 
air strip, complété with windsock. 

At San Felipe the entire popu¬ 
lation turned out to greet the two 
motorcyclists as they came down 
out of the mountains, apparently 
from nowhere. That night the 
city—and Marker and his friend 
—celebrated the occasion.

In 1905 Art Thursam decided 
his earnings from a paper route 
($1 a week) and driving a horse- 
drawn hearse (35 cents a fun- 
eral) weren’t enough to properly 
help his father support a large 
family. 

So he applied for and got a job 
as a machinist, despite the fact 
he was only 13 years old. Today, 
he can count more than half a 
century in machine and tooling 
work, the past 25 years with Con¬ 
vair and its parent company. He 
is now an assistant foreman in 
Dept. 603 at Convair San Diego. 
“That first job paid $3 a 
week for 60 hours’ work,” Thur¬ 
sam said. “1 think my size (87 
pounds) helped me get a job 
since they could shove me down 
in tight places to take measure- 
ments on large pump units.” 

He was assigned to operate a 
small lathe and as his sîrill with 
machines developed, his respon- 
sibilities increased until by the 
time he was 17 he could operate 
any machine in the large steam 
pump plant. His work carried 
him to companies making pumps, 
motor cars, industrial chains and 
finally airplanes when he joined 
Consolidated at Buffalo in 1931. 

He moved to San Diego with 
the first Consolidated employées 
and helped plan the arrange¬ 
ment of the first machine shop at 
Plant 1. He also helped map 
plans for the Plant 2 machine 
shop. 

His Personal plans call for re- 
tirement next year after he 
passes his sixty-fifth birthday. 
“I’m going to do a whole lot 
of living and spend some time 
enjoying my favorite hobby— 
music,” Thursam said.

FW Cafétéria M an Finds ’Chiseling' 
A Cooling Pastime For Summer 


A. H. Bowman of the Convair 
Fort Worth cafétéria is a “chisel- 
er”—and he doesn’t care who 
knows it. 

But it’s not as bad as it sounds. 
Bowman’s chiseling is a fine art. 
An art known as ice carving. 

Bowman chisels and carves 
délicate figures and objects from 
300-pound blocks of ice. They’re 
used for unusual centerpieces for 
banquets or weddings. 

He first got interested in his 
unusual hobby about six years 
ago at the St. Catherine Hôtel on 
Catalina Island. He worked with 
a man there who excelled in the 
art. So Bowman decided to learn 
ail he could. 

“I worked many hours at it,” 
said Bowman. “It bothered me so 
much that at times I’d even 
dream about it!” 

But his anxious moments hâve 
paid off, for now Bowman’s work 
is in demand in the Fort Worth- 
Dallas area. 

He does his work in a refriger- 
ated area—with the température 
about 18 degrees. He wears a 


heavy coat and gloves to start 
out. 

“The gloves soon get wet,” said 
Bowman. “And off they corne.” 

He Works with a chipper, ice 
pick and chisel. In several hours 
an ungainly block of ice becomes 
a graceful swan—one of his most 
popular figures. 

Bowman also carves baskets, 
fish, shrimp boats or a bride and 
groom. 

There are tricks for most of 
them. 

The swans are usually placed 
on a piece of blue glass. When 
the swan begins to melt under 
room températures, the vibration 
from the floor will make the swan 
look as though it’s floating on 
water (the blue glass). 

Or with a shrimp boat, dry ice 
is used in the smoke stack. When 
it mixes with water steam puffs 
from the stack! 

“It’s a good hobby,” he said, 
“and I haven’t found another that 
will keep me coder in the sum¬ 
mer time!”

Penthouse' With Windows Completed 


For Testing Systems of B-58 at FW 


Three new Windows and a 
“penthouse” at Convuir Fort 
Worth will help speed the work 
of engineering groups in the de¬ 
velopment and study of various 
Systems for the B-58. 

Directly concerned with the new 
additions is the aerophysics group 
of engineering. Their job is ex¬ 
perimental study and testing of 
Systems for the super sonie 
bomber. 

“With the new tower we’ll be 
able to test radar with no inter¬ 
férence problems,” said S. A. 
Mayfield, aerophysics laboratory 
group engineer. 

The Windows hâve a spécial 
purpose. Radar waves can be sent 
and received through glass—but 
not through a Steel building. That 
makes the Windows a necessity. 

Both glass and opaque Windows 
were used, the latter designed by 
A. C. Porter and D. C. Novelli, 
of engineering. It was built in 
Dept. 82 of glass fabric impreg- 
nated with resin. Twenty feet 
long and six feet high, the win- 
dow is one of the largest of its 
kind in the country. 

Equipment which will be set up 
in the tower will be used to test 
such B-58 Systems as bombing,

“We brir.g the actual Systems 
into the lab and put them through 
rigorous testing—before they’re 
installed on the plane,” said May¬ 
field. 

“That way we can transform 
a theory into a working System,”

ing are done in the lab. “Bread- 
board” constructions — actual 
working models of various sys-

tems—détermine performance and 
accuracy of a System even before 
it’s built. And experimental re- 
search goes on constantly. 

“Prototype testing is probably 
one of our most important tasks,” 
said Mayfield. “This helps correct 
technical problems before the 
plane goes into production.” 

And finally there will be Sys¬ 
tems testing after the plane has 
been built. Ail Systems will be 
carefully monitored in flight. If 
any failures develop, they can be 
quickly corrected. 

Downstairs on the first floor 
is another aerophysics laboratory. 
This houses the IBM 701 elec- 
tronic computer and the analog 
computer. H. S. Wolanski is 
group engineer in charge. 

Here an “electronic brain” can 
work a highly complicated engi¬ 
neering problem in five minutes 
that would take a single engineer 
eight hours. 

“Systems testing is one of our 
biggest jobs,” said J. E. Goode, 
chief of aerophysics. “It’s up to 
aerophysics to make sure the Sys¬ 
tems in the B-58 are letter per- 
fect. 

“By testing in our laboratories, 
we can save valuable flight time 
later on.”

New North Dakota Base 
Chosen For F-102s When 
They go on Active Duty

A new fighter base for the Air 
Force will be constructed at 
Minot, North Dakota, from which 
Convair F-102s will operate when 
they go into active service. 

The disclosure, first public indi¬ 
cation of where the Convair delta 
wing, supersonic interceptons will 
be stationed, was made last 
month by Brig. Gen. James O. 
Guthrie, commander of the 29th 
Air Division (Defense) command 
with headquarters at Great Falls 
Air Force Base, Montana. 

The general made his announce- 
ment during community briefings 
at Minot as well as in Glasgow, 
Mont., and Grand Forks, N. D. 
Ail three will hâve new defense 
interceptor bases within two 
years, he indicated. The F-102s 
will be assigned to Minot, while 
Glasgow and Grand Forks will be 
bases for F-89D Scorpions. 

Currently, F-102s are being 
tested at several points after leav- 
ing San Diego. Flight test has 
been conducted for more than a 
year at Edwards Air Force Base 
on the Mojave desert. More re- 
cently, armament testing on the 
airplane has been centered at 
Holloman Air Force Base in New 
Mexico (Convairiety, Jan. 26, 
1955) while some field operations 
duties hâve been perfonned at 
Palmdale, some 20 miles from Ed¬ 
wards. Still another destination 
for F-102s after leaving San 
Diego is Hughes Aircraft Co. foi- 
installation of various equipment 
and testing. 

Convair “population” at Ed¬ 
wards AFB has been compara- 
tively constant since the flight 


operation there was established, 
ranging around 300, while Con¬ 
vair people at Palmdale hâve 
fluctuated in number, depending 
upon the amount of field opera¬ 
tions work required at the mo¬ 
ment. Combined Convair popula¬ 
tion of the two points currently 
is around 400 while the Convair 
colony at Holloman is about 110, 
divided between 70 assigned to 
the F-102 project and the balance 
on a B-36 test program. 

Incidentally, the Convair 
population at Palmdale-Edwards 
is expected to show a graduai 
growth this summer and fall, 
B. F. Coggan, SD manager, in¬ 
dicated last week, reaching a 
total of about 800 by the end of 
the year. 

As has been previously an- 
nounced, new quarters are in 
prospect for Convair activities at 
both Palmdale and Edwards. The 
projects are to cost $2,500,000 
each.

machinery, parts, etc.,” Smith 
said. “In most cases a brush will 
do the job just as well—and a lot 
safer. But, on the other hand, we 
realize that at présent there are 
many instances where no satis- 
factory alternate to the use of 
compressed air is available. 

“We are currently conducting 
experiments to eliminate, or at 
least reduce, this safety hazard. 
The most promising solution, al- 
though not the idéal answer, is a 
compressed air gun with a very 
low nozzle velocity, but which will 
still hâve sufficient force for 
cleaning purposes,” Smith said. 

The greatest potential danger 
from the improper use of com¬ 
pressed air is not necessarily 
to the person using it, Smith 
continued. People working at 
nearby machines, or those just 
passing by, are sometimes actu- 
ally subjected to considerably 
more danger from flying métal 
particles. 

“Compressed air should be used 
for cleaning only where specific- 
ally authorized, and the specified 
safety précautions—including the 
wearing of safety goggles— 
should be observed,” Smith said. 

Although métal particles blown 
by compressed air were respon- 
sible for only a small percentage 
of “doctor case” eye injuries last 
year, they caused countless num- 
bers of first aid cases. And they 
may hâve been responsible for 
some of the “cause unknown” 
eye injuries. 

Ineidentally, of the 41 “doctor 
case” eye injuries at Pomona last 
year, at least 25 could hâve been 
avoided had the victims been 
wearing eye protection of the cor¬ 
rect type, Smith said. 

“That’s over 60 percent. Fifteen 
of these people were wearing no 
eye protection at ail, six others 
were wearing the wrong type of 
glasses for the work they were 
doing, and the other four were 
wearing poor fitting glasses,” he 
said. “Ail of these accidents, and 
those caused by use of compress¬ 
ed air, could hâve been avoided.”

Pogo Makes its First Flight From 
Lindbergh, Testing New Device 


Convair’s revolutionary new 
fighter, the Navy XFY-1 vertical 
takeoff fighter, conducted its 
first flight operations at San 
Diego’s Lindbergh Field early this 
month. 

Test Pilot J. F. (Skeets) Cole¬ 
man maneuvered the silver fight¬ 
er around the area adjacent to

check out a new instrument which 
shows rate of descent in landing. 

Only a few Convair SD em¬ 
ployées, including those who ser¬ 
vice the “Pogo” were on hand at 
the early (7 a.m.) test hour. How- 
ever, local press and télévision re¬ 
présentatives were présent. 

While the XFY-1 was built at 
Convair SD, the April 6 flight 
was its first at Lindbergh Field. 
The plane was first shipped to 
Moffett NAS for tethered flights 
within a huge hangar and later 
made its first free flight from 
the same base. Still later it was 
returned to Brown Auxiliary NAS 
south of San Diego for additional 
vertical flights and its maiden 
transition flight Nov. 2, 1954. 

The XFY-1 was returned to 
Convair SD early this year for 
installation of new equipment. 


When someone asks Convair 
Pomona’s Barbara Frazier (Dept. 
63) if she’s “pulling taffy,” she’s 
apt to respond with only a slight 
grin. The joke is wearing a little 
thin. 

Actually she spends a good part 
of her time dipping spécial tools 
into molten plastic—which actual¬ 
ly resembles taffy before it has 
been “pulled”—to make molds to 
be used in a Convair-pioneered 
process called “potting.” This 
process, which has attracted in- 
dustry-wide attention, is used to 
cover electrical connections with 
a synthetic rubber covering to 
make them moisture and fungus 
proof, and also to increase their 
résistance to breakage and other 
damage. 

Said Steve Herman, assistant 
foreman in Dept. 63: “We make 
a plastic mold, fit it over the 
connection or terminal to be 
“potted,” fill the mold with a 
“Thickol” type synthetic rubber, 
cure the rubber for four hours in 
an oven at 120 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit, remove the mold, and we are 
in business. 

“But simple as it sounds, it is 
the resuit of over two years of 
research and experiment—and we 
are still searching for means of 
improving the process.” 

Development started in late 
spring of 1952, and about a year 
later it was first used in produc¬ 
tion at Pomona, on a very limited 
basis. Now it is being used on 
practically ail electrical connec¬ 
tions throughout the product. 

“We encountered many prob- 
lems. We had to find a potting 
agent that would flow easily to 
cover the wires and connections, 
one that had suitable dielectric 
properties, and one that would 
harden or cure easily,” Herman 
said. “At one time Convair engi- 
neers were working with the ven- 
dor’s engineers to help them over- 
come their problems so we could 
whip ours.” 

A proper material for molds 
also presented a problem. Various 
materials, including metals, were 
tried, but the resuit was always 
the same. The rubber would stick 
to the mold. Finally a certain 
type of plastic was tried, and it 
worked. 

“Once the rubber hardens, on 
most substances, nothing will re¬ 
move it. This presented several 
problems, one involved the people 
employed in the potting process. 
The rubber would stick to their 
clothes, and also to their skin. 
We solved this by providing them 
with smocks to cover their cloth- 
ing, and rubber gloves to protect 
their hands,” Herman said. 

“We also had to find spécial 
equipment for injecting the rub¬ 
ber into the molds around con¬ 
nections. We finally came up 
with a ‘gun’ which resembles a 
cross between a grease gun and a 
giant hypodermic syringe, lined 


with a spécial substance to which 
the rubber will not adhéré.” 

Représentatives from Convair' 
Fort Worth and San Diego, and 
from Canadair hâve visited Po¬ 
mona to get details on the pro¬ 
cess, and Bureau of Ordnance 
représentatives hâve also express- 
ed keen interest, Herman stated. 

Convair people too numerous to 
mention were involved in the de¬ 


velopment of the potting process. 
Herman has been with the project 
from the start, and H. P. Miller 
of experimental and Herb Vooigt 
of manufacturing engineering 
played important rôles. Engineer- 
ing’s electrical and electronic pro¬ 
duction design group, under Ray¬ 
mond Soward, also had much to 
do with the évolution of the pro¬ 
cess.

Saudi Arabian Airlines Orders 
Six Convair-Liner Model 340s 


Modification work on six Con¬ 
vair-Liner Model 340s destined for 
Saudi Arabian Airlines was pro- 
gressing on schedule this month 








at Convair SD with delivery of 
the first airplane scheduled foi- 
May 20. 

Purchase of the Convair-Liners 
under a $6 million contract, which 
will include spare parts, engines 
and other equipment, was an- 
nounced early this month by 
Joseph T. McNarney, Convair 
president.

Brownyer, other officers are 
Schmidt as vice-president, and 
Green as secretary-treasurer. 

“The locator found us a very 
nice area, about 14 miles east of 
Lucerne Valley, at the foot of the 
San Bernardino Mountains, and 
he promised to hold open a quar- 
ter section (32 five-acre plots) 
exclusively for Convair people and 
their friends,” Brownyer said. 
“The word spread around the 
plant, and within a short time ail 
32 lots were taken. 

“However, since most people 
contacted the locator individually, 
we don’t hâve ail the names of 
people who applied for leases in 
our area. If these persons will 
contact one of the three officers 
and leave their names and ad- 
dresses, we will call a general 
meeting and start firming up 
some of our community plans.” 

The “homesteaders” expect 
from four to eight months to 
elapse before they receive their 
leases. Then they hâve three 
years in which to “improve” the 
property. “Improvements” are 


usually thought of as cabins, and 
while these need not cost much, 
they must satisfy the govern- 
ment’s requirements. 

When the necessary improve¬ 
ments hâve been made, the lease 
holder may then apply to the 
government for u deed to the 
land, at a cost of from $10 to $20 
per acre. 

“Most of the people in our 
group are planning to build cabins 
for weekend retreats,” Brownyer 
continued. “But there may be 
some who will want to live there 
at least a part of the year. The 
drive from Pomona takes about 
an hour and a half or more. 

“Prospects for reaching water 
at a fairly shallow level are good, 
as close as we are to the moun¬ 
tains, and electricity will be avail¬ 
able sooner or later through the 
Rural Electrification Administra¬ 
tion if enough people want it bad- 
ly enough to pay for it.” 

Cost of a completely improved 
five-acre lot, including the deed, 
can be held to well under $1,000, 
the men believe. 


USAF Plant 42 Official 
Name of Palmdale Base 


A graduai buildup in personnel 
was seen this week for the Con¬ 
vair community assigned to F-102 
work at Palmdale. 

Approximately 75 persons are 
attached to the Convair facility 
now and this number is expected 
to double by June and reach 350 
by December. Activities are cen- 
tered at a Convair hangar on the 
south side of Palmdale Ail-port, 
owned by the U. S. Air Force and 
officially known as USAF Plant 
42. Preliminary work lias started 
however, on a new facility on the 
north side of the airport which 
will be ready for Convair occu- 
pancy next year. 

USAF Plant 42 is located be- 
tween Lancaster, Calif. (popula¬ 
tion 17,000) and Palmdale, Calif. 
(population 7,000) in Antelope 
Valley (population 40,000). Dis¬ 
tance from Los Angeles is about 
70 miles. Altitude is 2,350 feet 
and the climate is moderate and 
dry. Rainfall is less than eight 
inches a year. Of the Convair 
people assigned there, about half 
live in Lancaster and the balance 


in Palmdale. 

The Palmdale airport itself is 
operated under contract by Lock¬ 
heed Air Terminal and several 
other contractors hâve facilities 
there, including Lockheed, North¬ 
rop and North American. 

Spécial récréation activities for 
Convair people hâve been some- 
what limited to date, partly be- 
cause of fluctuating size of the 
“population.” However, Palmdale 
people join with those at Edwards 
AFB in the CRA-sponsored Ante¬ 
lope Valley branch of the Gun 
Club and plans are underway, ac- 
cording to R. B. Merwin of indus¬ 
trial relations, for organization of 
a softball team for industrial 
league play in June.

Ail 15 made 
a trip to the desert Jan. 29, con¬ 
tacted a “land locator”—a real 
estate man with knowledge of 
available government land—and 
five applied for leases on the 
spot. 

These five, Brownyer, Al 
Schmidt, Marvin Green, Milton 
Rowland and Frank Hoppe, be- 
came the nucléus of the commu¬ 
nity organization.

Latest RB-36 to Appear at FW 
Weighs a Total of two Pounds! 


A new model of the Convair 
RB-36 was produced in Fort 
Worth this month with a con¬ 
sidérable saving in weight. 

The newest RB-36 weighs only 
two pounds ! 

It’s a scale model built by A l/c 
Bobby Moore of Carswell AFB— 
right across the runway from 
Convair Fort Worth. 

Details of the model are com¬ 
plété—ail the way down to six re- 
ciprocating engines. There are no 
jets at the moment, but Airman 
Moore plans to add them soon. 

Moore, of the 3941st Strategie 
Evaluation Squadron, has had a 
lot of expérience with RB-36s. 
Before lie was assigned to Cars¬ 
well, he was at Ramey AFB— 
an RB base in Puerto Rico. He 
decided he wanted to build a 
model plane—and the RB-36 was 
his logical choice. So he went to 
work. 

First came the scale drawings. 
They took almost as much time 
as the work building the plane. 

Moore made the drawings from 
pictures in magazines. He used a 
46-to-l scale. He made a top and 
side view with ail construction de¬ 
tails clearly itemized. 

Then came the building. Since 
this was his first model there 
was much to learn. 

“But everything went together 
pretty well,” said Moore. “There 


were sonie crucial moments 
though. Like when I dropped it— 
right after I finished it. Luckily 
nothing broke.” 

The most difficult part, says 
Moore, was to build a flying 
model this size (wing span five 
feet) and still hâve it strong 
enough to take the stress of the 
six engines. And of course, it 
had to be light enough to fly 
and maneuver easily. 

The engines are .049 space bug 
juniors. 

The drawings also include jets 
and Moore figures he’s designed 
the plane to withstand the extra 
stress. 

An electric starter will be used 
to start ail six engines at the 
same time. 

Moore estimated time spent on 
the model was about 350 hours of 
spare time. Cost was about $60. 

Has it flown ? Not yet. 

“I’m waiting for a warm day 
with no wind,” said Moore. “But 
I think it will fly.” 

He’s checked closely on this 
matter of flying B-36 models. As 
far as he knows, five models such 
as this hâve been built. Four 
hâve flown successfully. 

“Now that I hâve the RB-36 
behind me, I’m ready to tackle 
another,” said Moore. “But I need 
some scale drawings.”

Engineer Who Helped Design First 
Military Jet is Now at Convair FW 


Eleven years ago the first mili¬ 
tary jet airplane raced through 
the skies above European battle- 
fields. Its speed far surpassed 
the fastest plane the Allies had 
then—the P-51 Mustang. 

Little did many believe that by 
1955 planes would be flying three 
times the speed of that first jet. 

And little did the prelimi¬ 
nary designer of the plane, 
Ernil L. Eckstein, believe then 
that he would be in Texas 11 
years later. 

But that’s what happened. And 
Eckstein is now a senior design 
engineer in preliminary design at 
Convair Fort Worth. 

It ail started in the fall of 
1940 when Eckstein was asked to 
design a plane for a jet engine. 
By the end of the year he had 
worked out the essential prelimi¬ 
nary design features on the Arado 
234. The plane later was com¬ 
pleted by other preliminary de¬ 
signers when Eckstein joined the 
Henschel Aircraft Works in 1941. 

About three years later the jet 
had been manufactured and went 
into flight. The design was basic- 
ally the same. 

“They did change the landing 
gear though,” said Eckstein. “I 
designed it with a rétractable 
gear.” 

When the plane flew it had 
détachable landing gear and one 
heavy steel ski to be used for 
landing. 

“They dropped the gear to 
lighten the load, thus increasing 
the range.” 

The AR 234 was a two-jet re¬ 
connaissance plane that weighed 
about three times as much as the 
Mustang, but its speed was from 
50 to 100 miles faster. 

Thrust of the jet engine used 
was 1,700 pounds. Modem jet 
engines today are capable of de- 
veloping thrust up to 15,000 
pounds. The takeoff weight of 
the plane was 17,600 pounds. 

Eckstein’s expérience was not 
limited to land planes. In 1939 he 
designed a collapsible submarine 
light seaplane. 

The seaplane flew for the first 
time in 1940. Six of them were 
built. 

This little reconnaissance plane 
was designed to fit in a vertical 
tube in the submarine. The tube 
was seven feet in diameter and 
23 feet deep. A crâne hauled the 
plane out nose first. 

The plane was collapsible and 
very light. It weighed only 2,300 


pounds—about the weight of a 
sports car. Maximum speed was 
105 miles per hour. Its ceiling 
was 9,850 feet. 

Eckstein, a native of Austria, 
worked for several major air¬ 
craft companies in Germany. 
From 1943 to 1945 he was 
ordered to work on rocket de- 
velopments, including investiga¬ 
tions on the V-2. In August of 
1943 from an open fox hole he 
witnessed the big air raid 
against Peenemunde. 

Since he strongly opposed the 
political ideas ruling Germany 
from 1933 to 1945, Eckstein never 
was interested in becoming an 
officer in the engineering corps of 
the Goering Air Force. He avoid- 
ed it as long as possible, but 
finally was drafted into the Ger- 
man Army as a private in 1943. 

“I hâve no malice whatsoever 
toward the German people in 
general,” said Eckstein. “I am an 
Austrian, but my wife and many 
of my friends are German. In 
fact the German people paid my 
éducation and granted me two 
valuable scholarships at the Tech- 
nical University in Berlin. 

“I consider the greater and 
better part of the German people 
a victim of 12 years undesired 
dietatorship.” 

After the close of the war, Eck¬ 


stein worked in the tiny princi- 
pality of Liechtenstein. And in 
1952 he was working in Canada— 
again in aircraft. 

While Eckstein was working 
for Ford Motor Company of 
Canada, Ltd., he was indirectly 
associated with Canadair, Ltd. At 
that time Ford was doing sub- 
contracting work on the T-33— 
then being built by Canadair, a 
sister company with Convair in 
General Dynamics Corporation. 

In 1954, Eckstein came to Con¬ 
vair Fort Worth. Here he Works 
on spécial aerodynamics prob- 
lems. Also in 1954, he was named 
an Associate Fellow in the Insti- 
tute of Aeronautical Sciences for 
his 20 plus years in aviation. 


New General Takes 
Command Over MATS

MATS Continental Division, 
with headquarters at Kelly AFB, 
Texas, opérâtes a number of Con- 
vair-built military aircraft includ¬ 
ing the C-131A, “Flying Samari- 
tan” transport, and the YC-131C, 
turboprop transport based on the 
Convair-Liner 340 design.

Convair and Air Force Men Qualify 
For Membership in Delta Pilots' 


Convair Sea-Darts last month 
resumed open sea landing tests 
at Convair San Diego. 

The test site is off the Silver 
Strand a few miles south of Hôtel 
del Coronado. Operations are a 
joint effort of Navy and Con¬ 
vair, with the former supplying 
several surface craft and person¬ 
nel to man them. The actual tests 
are set up by San Diego’s experi¬ 
mental flight headed by E. D. 
Shannon. E. E. Whigham directs 
them at the scene from his “of¬ 
fice” in the cockpit of a Navy 
AD-5 that flies chase on the Sea- 
Darts. 

“We hâve quite a ‘fleet’ taking 
part,” Whigham explained. “In- 
cluded are a Navy self-powered 
crâne, the Mary Ann, the Convair 
hydro group’s speedboat, two 
Navy landing craft and a Navy 

C-131Bs to Get 
Power Pods 

The first externally mounted 
gas-turbine units to supply elec- 
trical power for aircraft will be 
installed on Air Force C-131B 
electronic test-bed planes being } 
built by Convair at San Diego, 
Frank W. Fink, chief engineer, 
reported early this month. 

Two Solar T-41 gas turbine 
units, mounted under the wing 
between the engines, in spécial 
plastic and métal pods, drive 
generators for a.c. or d.c. current. 
Total output is sufficient to 
supply electrical needs for 60 
average homes, Fink said. 

The portable units were design- 
ed for quick installation whenever 
operations require extra power 
for operating test equipment. 
C-131Bs will be used by the Air 
Force and firms under contract to 
the Air Force in the development 
of spécial electronic equipment. 
Fink said power requirements 
often exceed the capacity of a 
normal internai System. With the 
extra units and its roomy cabin, 
the C-131B can be used to de- 
velop unusually large electronic 
Systems, Fink stated. 

Mounted on pylons under each 
wing the pods will be attached to 
the C-131B by standard Air Force 
Mark VIII bomb shackles, with 
quick disconnect fittings for fuel 
and power. 


helicopter.” 

Ail are in communication with 
each other as well as the Convair 
radio station at Lindbergh Field. 
The AD-5 is in overall control, 
however. The surface craft carry 
photographers to record the land- 
ings, various engineers and spe- 
cialists, Navy and Convair “frog¬ 
men” and mechanics for use if 
needed. 

The “fleet” sets out in early 
moming hours and takes frequent 
wind and swell readings at the 
test site to be radioed to the 
pilots. Shortly before the sche- 
duled flight time, the AD-5 flies 
over the area for a last minute 
check and positions the surface 
craft in a line to form one side 
of a “runway.” Smoke flares are 
ignited as extra wind gauges for 
the pilots. 

Returning to the Convair ramp 
area, the AD-5 then trails the 
Sea-Darts as they take off and 
approach the site for landings. 
The AD-5 circles overhead when 
tests are made on the water. 

“We might schedule one air- 
plane for a test in a single day 
or maybe two,” Whigham said. 
“In either case the procedure is 
the same, with the normal test 
routine lasting usually less than 
30 minutes.” 


A unique and exclusive organi- 
zation was formed this month at 
Convair San Diego to honor men 
who hâve flown Convair-built 
delta wing aircraft. 

It’s known simply as “Delta 
Pilots.” 

Over 30 pilots hâve qualified 
for membership and are being 
presented packets by Convair con- 
taining a lapel pin, certificate, an 
identification card and flight hel- 
met decals. 


B. F. Coggan, manager at San 
Diego, made the first présenta¬ 
tions early this month when he 
honored Convair test pilots E. D. 
(Sam) Shannon and R. L. John¬ 
son. 

Shannon, manager of experi¬ 
mental flight, was the world’s 
first delta wing pilot, having first 
flown the Convair XF-92A, later 
the Navy’s delta wing XF2Y-1, 
“Sea-Dart” and still later the F- 
102. Johnson was the first pilot to 
fly the F-102.

John Jay Hopkins, president 
and chairman of General Dy¬ 
namics, said that the proposai 
called for Stromberg-Carlson 
common shares to be exchanged 
share-for-share for General Dy¬ 
namics common stock. 

No changes in the management 
or among the officers of either 
firm are contemplated, Hopkins 
reported. Stromberg-Carlson, he 
added, will become the Strom¬ 
berg-Carlson Division of General 
Dynamics, joining the other divi¬ 
sions which include Convair, Elec¬ 
tric Boat, Electro Dynamic, 
General Atomic, and the Canadian 
subsidiary, Canadair Limited. 

Stromberg-Carlson for more 
than 60 years has been a leader 
in the production of communica¬ 
tions and electronics equipment at 
Rochester, New York. Today it 
makes téléphoné switchboard 
equipment, instruments and in¬ 
dustrial products; télévision and 


radio receivers; high fidelity 
phonographs; Sound equipment; 
and electronic and communica¬ 
tions products for the armed 
forces. 

Stromberg - Carlson currently 
employs 5,200 and General Dy¬ 
namics about 55,000. 

Hopkins called the merger a 
major move by General Dynamics 
to broaden its base of operations 
in the electronic field, which 
would provide a logical supplé¬ 
ment to his firm’s business. Hop¬ 
kins paid tribute to Robert C. 
Tait, president of Stromberg- 
Carlson since 1949, and to the 
company’s progress under his 
leadership. 

“Stromberg-Carlson,” Hopkins 
said, “has recorded very impres- 
sive gains in sales, earnings after 
taxes, working capital and net 
worth in the six years since Mr. 
Tait took over the helm at 
Rochester.”

Systems 

Overhauled 

Convair Fort Worth electronics 
technicians can take considérable 
satisfaction and crédit for the 
B-36’s continuing performance as 
the Air Force’s steadiest bombing 
platform. 

For they hâve played an impor¬ 
tant rôle in scoring those bull’s- 
eyes, long before the event. 

The Convair contribution is a 
continuing one, through the SAM- 
SAC program at Fort Worth 
whereby B-36s return to the home 
plant from active Air Force serv¬ 
ice to be brought up-to-date on 
latest improvements. This in- 
cludes a check by technicians of 
the electronics laboratories of the 
airplane’s complicated electronics 
Systems. Such items as the bomb- 
ing and navigation Systems, the 
autopilot, tail radar, compassés 
and communications Systems. 

Responsible for the work is a 
group of about 300 Convair peo- 
ple, housed in the many-windowed 
electronics building at the north 
end of Grant’s Lane at the Fort 
Worth plant. The Windows are 
necessary because radar and an- 
tenna testing is going on con- 
stantly, and radar waves won’t 
pass through a building. 

“When B-36 equipment cornes 
in it is disassembled and carefully 
cleaned and lubricated,” explain- 
ed C. B. Clark, FW superintend- 
ent of electronics and armament. 
“It’s checked for physical damage 
and checked for fraying or defec- 
tive wiring.” 

Bench tests make sure every- 
thing is in perfect working order. 
When technicians are finished, 
the Systems work “like new.” 

“Then they’re ready for in¬ 
stallation and inspection,” said 
Clark. “That means crews who 
work in the yard area take 
over. They install the Systems 
and then recheck theni.” 

Virtually ail maintenance work 
is done in the lab, but occasion- 
ally part of a System goes back 
to the company which originally 
manufactured it. 

A group from engineering dé¬ 
partaient, under the direction of 
R. Vickers, design group engineer 
of electronic operations, is also 
housed in the electronics building. 
Their work is electronics research 
and planning. 

“The whole building is exactly 
what the name implies,” said 
Clark. “A group of trained per¬ 
sonnel working round-the-clock 
planning and maintaining elec¬ 
tronics Systems. 

“Outside the plant we hâve em¬ 
ployées at various Air Force 
bases who can assist with elec¬ 
tronics problems. 

“And although department 75 
is now mainly concerned with B- 
36 Systems, pre-B-58 electronics 
projects are playing an increas- 
ingly important rôle in every-day 
work.”

GRB-36s Recall Navy 
Glider Drop of 1930 


An interesting parallel to Con- 
vair’s GRB-36s (which can launeh 
and retrieve jet fighters while in 
flight) was developed recently by 
U. S. Air Services magazine. 

The parallel goes back 25 
years, to the first launching of 
a glider from a rigid airship. 

Capt. R. S. Barnaby, USN 
(ret.), writing in the March issue 
of the magazine, recalled that it 
was the idea of Admirai Moffett, 
then chief of the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, and Barnaby was chosen 
for the flight from the USS Los 
Angeles because he was the 
Navy’s No. 1 glider pilot. The 
date for the trial was Jan. 31, 
1930, at Lakehurst, N. J.

Did you know that most acci¬ 
dents are falls ? Most accidents 
happen at home ?

These facts were some brought 
to light this week by Fred Tem¬ 
ple, safety engineering supervisor 
at Convair Fort Worth. 

Compiled by the Fort Worth 
Safety Council, the facts also 
pointed out that most accidents 
involve people from 25 to 60.

pie are injured at home,” said 
Temple. “Accidents on the job 
are third. 

“Some people don’t use the 
same safety précautions in their 
homes that they’d use at work. 

“We’ll use a chair instead of a 
ladder. Take chances with fire, 
electricity or gas.” 

Temple pointed out that an in¬ 
jury at home—or at work—still 
keeps the employée off the job. 

“That not only costs the em¬ 
ployée money, but it costs Con¬ 
vair money, too,” said Temple. 
“And you can’t measure personal 
suffering in dollars and cents.” 

Temple urged ail employées to 
make a thorough “spring house- 
cleaning” to get rid of possible 
combustible materials. To hâve 
worn out wiring repaired. To re¬ 
pair anything that might cause 
injury. 

“It’s better to take time out 
now to prevent an accident—than 
later to wish you had,” said 
Temple. 


“The glider was attached to the 
airship in the hangar. ... I made 
a few practice descents down the 
ladder. . . . This descent into a 
cramped glider cockpit, in itself, 
was no small feat with a seat- 
pack parachute dangling against 
my legs. ...” 

The 31st was clear and cold— 
16 below zéro, in fact—and Barn¬ 
aby rode in the control car dur- 
ing takeoff and while the airship 
cruised toward the 3,000-foot alti¬ 
tude agreed upon for the drop. 

“Although the ship’s engines 
were idled, it was an icy blast 
which hit me as I climbed down 
the ladder . . . folded myself 
into the tiny cockpit . . . and 
watched the ladder being drawn 
up. ... 1 sat there waiting, 
cold and a little scared . . . and 
wondered how 1 had ever let 
myself be maneuvered into that 
position. Oh, yes, I was the 
Navy’s glider expert (but) ac- 
tually my total glider time as 
of that moment was 45 min¬ 
utes.” 

Barnaby’s chief concern was 
the possibility of being slammed 
against the airship or into one of 
the five whirling propellers. 

“I might well hâve spared my¬ 
self the worry. The glider drop- 
ped away like a shot! If I hadn’t 
had a well-tightened safety belt 
it might hâve left me behind. 
. . . I leveled off about 100 feet 
below the airship and let the 
glider slow down to 30 miles an 
hour, its normal gliding speed— 
breathed a sigh of relief and set- 
tled back to enjoy the ride. ...”

Match Cover 'Mosaics' Resuit 
Of SD Man's Collecting Hobby 


When Mr. and Mrs. Ray Lewis 
(he’s in Dept. 25 Pomona) de- 
cided five years ago to adopt a 
child, they little realized that 
their quest would take them half 
way around the world. 

“After trying for four and a 
half years in this country to find 
a child to adopt, we had just 
about given up when we saw a 
newspaper article that gave us 
new hope,” Mrs. Lewis said. “The 
article told of the efforts of a 
Los Angeles man to find foster 


At least eight Convair Fort 
Worth employées hâve a spare 
time activity that keeps them 
stepping—literally. 

They’re members of a crack 
drill team that specializes in win- 
ning honors for their précision 
marching. 

Officially they’re known as the 
Worth Commandery Number 19, 
Knights of Templar Drill Team. 

The 35 smartly garbed men go 
through close order di-ill—with 
précision as their watchword. 

Convair members of the team 
are C. E. Jones, Dept. 25-3; A. B. 
Ostby, Dept. 24-4; J. Wilson, 
Dept. 24-6; W. A. Dunlap, Dept. 
60; E. L. Obryant, Dept. 65; F. 
Dieb, Dept. 6; S. M. Moon, Dept. 
82 and Chick Allen, Dept. 24-3. 

Just a month ago the team took 
first place over six other drill 
teams in Texas. This made them 
Texas State champions—an honor 
they’ve held now for three years 
in a row. 

Next cornes the national com¬ 
pétition in New York. They’ll 
hâve 16 teams from ali over 
the country to drill against. 
The Fort Worth group lias held 
the national title twice before— 
the last time in 1946. 

“The drill team was formed in 


homes in America for some of the 
2,800 Greek children left orphans 
by the earthquake there last 
year.” 

They contacted the man—and 
their efforts in that respect would 
make another story—and he put 
them into contact with his brother, 
in Greece. Finally, after months 
of correspondence and “tons” of 
international red tape, Mr. and 
Mrs. Lewis were permitted to 
adopt two children, a boy and a 
girl, through the Greek courts. 


1920 and has operated continual- 
ly except for war years,” said C. 
E. Jones. “Every three years we 
re-organize. This gives more 
people a chance to drill with the 
team.” 

The group goes through its 
fancy paces without any musical 
accompaniment. In fact the only 
time they march with music is in 
a parade. Their steady pace—120 
steps a minute—keeps them on 
time and in step. 

Formations are dreamed up by 
Captain Don Gray. He also 
teaches the drills. Ail formations 
are based on squares, crosses and 
triangles. 

“When a new drill is complété,” 
said Jones, “we go through an ex¬ 
tensive training period for about 
three months. 

“Our drill lasts 25 minutes so 
it takes quite a bit of time to 
whip them in shape.” 

The team wears dark uniforms 
with white shirts and dark ties. 
Hats are dark with a white 
ostrich plume. The men carry 
swords during the drill. 

“Everything Works out fine,” 
said Jones, “unless you get out of 
step, drop your sword, trip on an 
untied shoestring, your hat cornes 
off or something. It really keeps 
us stepping.” 


“We hâve renamed the children 
Paul Arnold and Suzanne Irene,” 
Mrs. Lewis said. “Paul is five 
and Suzanne is two.” 

Incidentally, the children are 
not related. And although they 
hâve been legally adopted and 
their last name is now officially 
Lewis, they will not become 
eligible for U. S. citizenship until 
they hâve been in this country 
for two years. 

“We actually started the pro- 
ceedings last August,” Lewis said. 
“The adoption was granted in No- 
vember, but we couldn’t arrange 
for transportation until March be- 
cause an adult had to accompany 
the children on the plane. We 
were fortunate enough to arrange 
for a nurse who was immigrating 
to America to accompany them. 
They arrived in Los Angeles on 
March 20—Paul’s birthday.” 

Before the children arrived Mr. 
and Mrs. Lewis took the précau¬ 
tion of learning a few words of 
basic Greek. 

“That made the first few days 
much easier, for of course the 
children spoke no English,” Mrs. 
Lewis said. “But now, after only 
a few weeks, the children are 
picking up English rapidly, and 
they understand practically any- 
thing we tell them.” 

Paul has gained five pounds 
and Suzanne has gained three, 
and both hâve grown half an inch 
since they arrived. 

The children are fascinated 
by their new surroundings, 
especially with American 
plumbing. They are highly in- 
terested in ail bathroom fix- 
tures, particularly the shower 
—although at first it terrified 
them. 

“One day recently Suzanne re- 
moved ail of her clothing and got 
in the shower four times, and 
each time became infuriated be- 
cause she couldn’t reach the han- 
dles to turn on the water!” Lewis 
said. 

Although the children are 
generous to each other, and to 
others in most respects, they are 
highly possessive with their new 
American clothing. 

“The night they arrived from 
Greece we didn’t get them home 
from the airport and into bed 
until about 3 a.m.,” Mrs. Lewis 
said. “Both of them refused to 
remove their new clothes be- 
cause they thouglit we were 
going to take them away. We 
finally put them to bed with 
their clothes on and removed 
them after they fell asleep.” 

Incidentally—the children were 
up at 5 a.m. exploring their new 
home. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lewis hâve re- 
ceived many inquiries from other 
childless couples who hâve been 
unable to find children to adopt 
in this country. 

“We usually advise them to 
contact the State Department, or 
to see the nearest consul of the 
country they are interested in,” 
Lewis said. “Many of them be¬ 
come discouraged when they leam 
of ail the red tape that is in- 
volved. 

“But the red tape can usually 
be eut, and, to us at least, it is 
really worth every bit of the ef¬ 
fort,” he added. 

Grants Made to MIT 
By General Dynamics 

Grants to be used toward the 
construction of a laboratory and 
establishment of two one-year 
fellowships to Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology were an- 
nounced last month by General 
Dynamics Corporation through 
John Jay Hopkins, board chair- 
man and president. 

General Dynamics gave MIT 
$5,000 to be used toward a nuclear 
science laboratory being built in 
honor of Karl Taylor Compton, 
the late president of MIT. 

The fellowships carry a stipend 
of up to $4,000, part of which is 
an unrestricted grant to MIT. One 
fellowship is in nuclear engineer¬ 
ing and the other in electronics. 
Students for the first year hâve 
been selected. 


Larry Watts of Convair San 
Diego has added a novel touch to 
the common hobby of collecting 
match book covers—he uses them 
to create Works of art. 

Typical of his work is a large 
American flag which adorns his 
office at Westgate Warehouse. 
The alternate red and white 
stripes are composed entirely of 
covers, each blending with its 
neighbor and none duplicated. 

It took him three years to 
complété it! 

“Getting the right shades of 
color was a problem,” Watts said. 
“But not half as tough as finding 
those in which the printing was 
the same size and color.” 

Out of the thousands of covers 
he has collected in the past eight 
years he has created dozens of 
scenes dealing with birds, ani¬ 
mais, ships, railroads, airplanes 
and people. Some contain a pic- 
ture as a centerpiece with the 
covers mounted around it, while 
others are composed entirely of 
covers. He frames each scene as 
it is completed and uses it at 
home as a décoration. He has 
also covered a chest, his coffee 
table and several trays and con¬ 
tainers. 

“One of the toughest (it took 
four years to complété) was a 
scene involving a sailing vessel,” 
Watts said. “I found dozens of 
covers with sailing vessels but 
few in which the ships had only 
two masts such as I needed.” 

Watts was in England last 
year for the Coronation cere¬ 
monies and has just recently 
completed a scene with covers 
from England. 

“I had to buy each one. They 
don’t use book matches as adver- 
tising as we do in this country,” 
he said. 

He has numerous sources for 


covers, including other hobbyists. 
Convair friends who travel abroad 
often return with sacks of covers 
for his collection. 

In his hobby he has written 
many important people (Church¬ 
ill, Eisenhower, etc.) asking for 
a book of their Personal matches. 
They reply by mail but seldom 
send matches. 

Manufacturers of book matches 
almost never send their products 
to collectors. They prefer to hâve 
the matches corne direct from the 
advertiser. 

Watts clips each book as he 
receives it and files the cover 
away for future use both by color 
and subject. He has hundreds of 
covers awaiting new ideas or 
color schemes.

Neglect of 'Pure Science' a Péril, 
Says Hopkins as he G et s Degree 


A continuing emphasis on pure 
science, as well as applied science, 
was urged for the United States 
last month by John Jay Hopkins, 
chairman of the board and presi¬ 
dent of General Dynamics Cor¬ 
poration. 

“Scientific progress will be re- 
placed by scientific stagnation,” 
he claimed, unless the American 
scientific community and industry 
pay more attention to pure re- 
search as epitomized by the late 
Dr. Albert Einstein. 

Hopkins spoke before a Found- 
ers’ Day ceremony at Occidental 
College, of which he is an alum- 
nus, where he was awarded an 
honorary doctorate of laws at an 
April 21 ceremony. 

Suggesting that atomic indus- 
trialists were largely failing to 
encourage “a new génération of 
scientific explorers,” Hopkins 
warned that “our préoccupation

with mass production to the Vir¬ 
tual exclusion of fundamental de¬ 
sign concepts may already hâve 
led us into very great péril.” 

He cited as evidence of his own 
company’s récognition of this 
policy the engaging as full-time 
associâtes and consultants of 15 
great scientists—among them Dr. 
Frédéric de Hoffmann, Dr. 
Charles L. Critchfield and Dr. 
Edward Teller—to undertake 
basic research in aerodynamics, 
hydrodynamics, electronics, atom- 
ics and a new field of “astro- 
dynamics” concemed with the 
exploration of space. 

Présentation of the doctorate 
was made by President Arthur G. 
Coons who said Hopkins’ aima 
mater was honoring him for his 
unparalleled achievements in the 
atomic âge and for his long re¬ 
cord of leadership in law, indus¬ 
try and finance. 

The citation for the doctorate 
was read by Dr. Robert G. Cle- 
land, long-time member of the 
faculty in history at Occidental 
and formerly dean and vice presi¬ 
dent of the college. Cleland was a 
faculty member when Hopkins 
was an Occidental undergraduate. 

Hopkins attended Occidental 
from 1911 through 1914. He won 
his bachelor of arts degree in 
1915 at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia and subsequently took a 
bachelor of law degree at Har¬ 
vard in 1921 following service 
in the Navy during World War I.

F-102A Mugs' Obediently 
For High Flying Caméra 


When it cornes to posing for 
pictures, the Convair F-102 is as 
accomplished as any Hollywood 
star. 

That’s what Convair camera¬ 
men seem to think after shooting 
hundreds of feet of film of the 
supersonic Air Force interceptor, 
both in test flights and on the 
ground. 

Ground shots are easy and 
flight movies are normally shot 
from the cockpit of a two-place 
jet. Each new model (the F-102 
and F-102A) is subjected once to 
the full “still caméra” treatment 
while in flight. This calls for a 
novel arrangement involving a 
World War II bomber. The air- 
plane is an Air Force B-25 with 
the aft end of the fuselage (which 
once housed a gun turret) re- 
moved. This leaves an exposed 
but perfect position for making 
aerial shots with a still caméra. 

“Actually, it isn’t as daredevil 
as it may seem, since we are well 
braced and wear parachutes,” said 
Convair SD photographer Bob 
Herrmann who made most of the 
F-102A aerial shots. 

The F-102A flight assignment 
called for a pi-e-takeoff huddle 
with Herrmann, M. C. Terry, Con¬ 
vair F-102 test pilot, the Ail- 
Force B-25 crew, and photo¬ 
grapher Walt Gault taking part. 
Routes, altitudes and signais were 
discussed along with the best 
angles for pictures. 

Once the huddle was over, the 
B-25 took off to climb to the ren- 
dezvous point, while Hermann 
wiggled into his position and 
Gault donned intercom equipment 
and prepared to feed film and the 
four caméras to Herrmann. 

Because of the F-102’s speed, it 
was necessary for the B-25 to 
take off a half hour or so in ad- 
vance, to give it time to reach the 
proper altitude. Herrmann re- 
called that he and Gault used the 
time to check their four caméras, 
don intercom equipment and 
squeeze into their positions. 

“In the air the F-102 makes 
a hard target to spot,” Herr¬ 
mann commented. “I cauglit a 
flash of it as it streaked up to- 
ward us, but when Terry leveled

lier off about a mile behind us 
the plane was hardly visible, 
except that I could pick out the 
exhaust stream.”

“Even at this comparatively 
slow speed the F-102 appeared to 
handle as easily as could be,” 
Herrmann continued. “In response 
to my hand signais Terry banked, 
turned, moved in close and 
dropped back, ail with perfect 
précision and no strain.” 

Herrmann was too busy shoot¬ 
ing first one angle and then an- 
other to remember the flight 
route. However, photographs 
showed a variety of background. 
Some had snow capped mountains 
(High Sierras) and others show¬ 
ed desert floor (Antelope Valley).

Daingerfield Facility 
Damaged in Blast 

Several employées were injur- 
ed and extensive property dam¬ 
age suffered May 2 in an ex¬ 
plosion at the U. S. Navy Ord- 
nance Aerophysics Laboratory 
operated by Convair near Dain¬ 
gerfield, Texas. 

Employées involved suffered 
burns, but none was serious 
enough to require hospitaliza- 
tion. Ail returned to work the 
following day. The explosion ap- 
parently occurred when inflam¬ 
mable gas beneath the control 
room of a test cell ignited. 

A damage estimate of $200,000 
was announced by the 8th Naval 
District Headquarters at New 
Orléans. 


Record Number of 
15-Year Emblems 
Presented at SD 

Between now and the end of 
1955 Convair San Diego will 
award 15-year service emblems 
to almost 500 persons. This will 
bring the 1955 total to 656, near¬ 
ly five times the number present¬ 
ed during ail of 1954. 

It will be an all-time record for 
récognition of service in Convair. 

Already in 1955 Convair San 
Diego has presented in the neigh- 
borhood of 170 emblems of this 
category, about 35 more than 
were presented in the entire year 
1944. 

During June of this year 56 
will become eligible, with 75 com- 
pleting 15 years of service in 
July, 60 in August and a whop- 
ping 99 in September. In October 
the total is 85, November 43 and 
December 51. 

Six of those who will receive 
pins during the balance of this 
year are women. 

(To date in 1955 Pomona 
has awarded 10 emblems re- 
cognizing 15 years of service 
and the balance of the year 
will see the award of 20 
more.) 

H. E. Pasek, manager of em¬ 
ployaient at SD, pointed out that 
during 1940 (15 years ago) Con 
vair (then Consolidated) expand- 
ed rapidly. The employment total 
at San Diego in January of 1940 
was 3,845. The figure had jump- 
ed to 13,790 by December of that 
year. Vultee Field, meanwhile, 
was climbing from 1,493 in Janu¬ 
ary to 5,382 in December, 1940. 

Further reflecting the increas- 
ing numbers of vétéran Convair 
men and women were the awards 
of more and more pins of 20, 25 
and even 30 years service. Dur¬ 
ing 1954 Convair SD recognized 
three in the 30 year category and 
since January of this year has 
recognized four more. During 
1954 nine reached the 25-year 
mark and so far in 1955 there 
hâve been eight. Twenty-four 
20-year service pins were present¬ 
ed during 1954 and there hâve 
been two more since January, 
1955. 


Convair Slates 
Deliveries on 

New 340-Bs 

Deliveries will start within a year on a new sériés of 
Convair-Liners, designated the model 340-B, Convair an¬ 
nounced this month. 

They will incorporate newly developed Sound and speed 
improvements. 

Eleven of the early delivery 
positions hâve been earmarked 
for Continental Air Lines, REAL 
S/A Transportes Aereos of Bra- 
zil and the U.S. Air Force. 

Continental, which now opér¬ 
âtes seven model 340s, has pur- 
chased three of the 340-Bs, Gen. 

Joseph T. McNarney, Convair 
president, said and REAL, which 
already owns six 340s, will re¬ 
ceive two of the new airplanes. 

Negotiations are in progress 
with other airlines, McNarney 
indicated. 

Speed improvements, which 
hâve been developed over a pe- 
riod of time in a flight test pro- 
gram now in final phases at San 
Diego, will be among the changes 
in the new model. These are de- 
signed to raise both payload and 
cruising speed. Further, the new 
ships will include improvements 
in sound which give the Convair- 
Liner the quietest passenger 
cabin of any contemporary 
American transport. 

Speed and sound improvement 
kits also will be available to 
présent users of 340s. 

Deliveries are scheduled for 
February through May of 1956, 

McNarney said; and W. S. 

Stroud, project administrator, re- 
ported that under présent plans 
the new ships will be run 
through the C-131B and R4Y line 
in Building 2, San Diego.

H. C. Weart, USN, re¬ 
cently became the first Navy 
pilot to fly the Sea-Dart and 
shortly afterwards John Knebel, 
Convair engineering test pilot, 
became the second pilot to fly 
the XFY-1, world’s first vertical 
takeoff plane. 

Both events were at San Diego. 

Weart was in San Diego with 
a team of visiting Navy pilots, 
ail of whom later checked out in 
the delta wing Navy fighter that 
uses skis for landing and taking 
off on water (Pictures on Page 
2 .) 

Knebel now joins J. F. 
(Skeets) Coleman as the only 
men to fly the XFY-1. After 
several weeks of training, he 
took the ship to a vertical posi¬ 
tion over Lindbergh Field last 
week. He is expected to make 
several more vertical flights be- 
fore making the transition to 
horizontal flight.

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Try Out Atomic Power 
First in Underdeveloped 
Areas/ Hopkins Advises 

Atomic power for “underdeveloped” countries was 
viewed last month in Los Angeles by John Jay Hopkins 
as a tremendous step toward world peace and possibly a 
shattering blow to the Communist ideological ap peal.

Testers Give Materials The Works,' 
Paving Way For B-58 Manufacture 


“The quickest way to make 
atomic power available generally 
in our country is to make it avail¬ 
able first abroad, and particular- 
ly in so-called ‘underdeveloped 
areas,’ ” the chairman and presi¬ 
dent of General Dynamics Cor¬ 
poration declared. 

Hopkins based his reasoning on 
these main points: 

First: though atomic power 
now would be too costly to com- 
pete with présent power sources 
in the U. S., this is not true in 
many other countries where 
conventional power is extreme- 
ly expensive. Atomic power 
would be definitely compétitive, 
price-wise. 

Second : industrialization with 
the help of atomic power will 
sharply raise the income of 
these countries and this will 
create major markets for 
American products. 

Third : expérience gained with 
atomic reactors abroad (manu- 
factured and engineered with 
U. S. know-how) and the im- 
provements that are bound to 
corne will speed the day when it 
is feasible to make general use 
of atomic power in the U. S. 

Lastly: the international in¬ 
dustrial atorn is a means of 
eventually placing our domestic 
nuclear industry on an inde- 
pendent basis, with ail the in- 
creases in efficiency that resuit 
from compétition and private 
enterprise. 

Hopkins stated that industriali¬ 
zation has been held back in 
underdeveloped countries largely 
by the high cost of conventional 
fuel. 

“Without power, industry 
cannot develop; without indus¬ 
try, living standards hâve little 
chance to improve. The logic 
of costs has developed a power 
vacuum in these nations which 
the atom alone can fill,” he 
continued. 

“Income in any country is di- 
rectly proportional to power con- 
sumption. In 1946 the average 
Chinese—counting men, women 
and children—used the équivalent 
of 170 kilowatt-hours of energy 
from ail sources, including his 
own muscles, and had an income 
of $22. His opposite number in 
Japan used 1,250 kilowatts and 
earned $114. . . . The American 
used 7,000 kilowatts, and the 
average income of every man, 
woman and child in this country 
was $508. ...” 

“Our per capita consumption of 
kilowatt energy in 1953 was 500 
times that of Pakistan—more 
than 100 times that of India—30 
times Turkey’s—15 times Bra- 
zil’s; ten times Peru’s. ...” 

“Atomic energy is a great 
boon to mankind, not just a 
bane. Fire was dangerous, too, 
when it was first discovered. It 
was probably considered very 
destructive until men learned 
how to strike it from flint, and 


how to warm their hands over 
it, and how to extinguish it 
when they wanted to. . . . 

“Now that the atom has been 
mastered technically, it is up to 
us to master it socially. ...” 

Hopkins foresaw “a massive 
atomic offensive against world 
poverty and misunderstanding” 
as resulting from industrializa- 
tion of underdeveloped areas. 

“The rapid development and ex¬ 
port of peaceful atomic resources 
would remove much of the inter¬ 
national friction which has be- 
deviled our world since the dawn 
of the 19th century. 

“The concept of massive atomic 
création, peaceful in purpose but 
revolutionary in effect, can bridge 
for ail practical purposes the 
abyss between those who hâve 
and those who hâve not. By un- 
locking and sharing the secret of 
the atom, we might in due time 
reduce the différence between the 
‘hâves’ and the ‘have-nots’ to 
something like the présent income 
ratio between the Americans and 
the British—say 4 to 3—rather 
than the ratio between us and 
the Chinese—say 25 to 1. 

“The différence between East 
and West cannot be resolved by 
military means, by Marxian 
dialectic, or by the conférence 
technique. A réconciliation of 
man to man can be effected only 
by bringing under human control 
the basic causes of différence— 
fear and want, greed and hâte. 

“Thus, by wiping out the prob- 
lems which Marxian daims that 
it alone can solve, we may shatter 
the heart of the Communist ideo¬ 
logical appeal in Asia and Africa, 
in Indonesia, Indo-China, China, 
India, and Arabia. . . . 

“It must be our task, not to 
conquer the world, but to help 
the world win a new and better 
way of life. ...” 

Director of Auditing

Making old parts out of new 
ones—by “accelerated corrosion” 
—is one of the stranger jobs in- 
volved in coming up with a new 
supersonic bomber at Convair 
Fort Worth. 

That particular job is one in 
the process control department, 
where analysts, test mechanics 
and chemists use ail types of 
laboratory equipment to keep a 
continuous check on two things: 
One, the rnetals that go into 
the B-58; and— 

Two, ali the non-metal proc¬ 
esses to be used on the plane. 

“Making old parts out of new 
ones” is part of the testing of 
the Chemical section to assure 
that the new bomber, when it 
rolls off the production line, 
won’t suffer if it opérâtes over 
the sait water of the océan. 

In the words of S. Witkoff, 
FW chief chemist: 

“Our work is typical of any 
advanced Chemical laboratory. In 
these particular tests, we use a 
spécial tank in which we simulate 
the atmosphère over the océan. 
Since sait spray corrodes most 
rnetals, we’ve got to make certain 
that we use rnetals which resist 
corrosion. 

“In a week, we can subject 
parts to as much corrosion as 
they would get on an airplane in 
five years. 

“We’ve got to make sure that 
the plane and its parts will stand 
up under the worst possible con¬ 
ditions. Then we know it will be 
superior under better conditions.” 

Further checks of the rnetals— 
such as aluminum alloys and the 
new “glamor” métal, titanium— 
are made by process control’s 
metallurgical section under Fred 
Stanley, chief. 

“Our job,” says Stanley, “is to 
make sure that whatever rnetals 
we use are the best for the par¬ 
ticular job to be performed. 
Sometimes t h a t ’ s aluminum, 
sometimes titanium, sometimes 
Steel, for instance. 

“We détermine physical proper- 
ties, make Chemical analyses and 
check how rnetals respond to

heat.” 

Tests on heat are especially 
important, since for the first time 
Convair Fort Worth will be build¬ 
ing an airplane which opérâtes 
faster than the speed of Sound. 
And the friction encountered by 
a plane flying at supersonic 
speeds generates terrifically high 
températures. 

Earl Weiher, chief of process 
control, puts it this way: 

“Our big job is to nvake sure 
we supply the Air Force with 
the best possible product at the 
most economical cost.” 

To do this, process control uses 
a vast array of elaborate labora¬ 
tory equipment. This includes 
everything from a test tube 
to thermometers, metalloscopes, 
quantometers and the like. 

The metalloscope, for instance, 
is a means of analyzing sub- 


Convair Fort Worth gets a na- 
tion-wide pat on the back in the 
May 21 issue of the Saturday 
Evening Post which hit the news- 
stands yesterday (May 17). 

Its atomic powered aircraft 
program gets a plug, as well.

“And in a room filled with that 
frightening electronic equipment 
that has a memory, thinks and 
even gets neurotic, engineers 
were ‘flying’ the B-58 by mathe- 
matical calculations much too 
complicated to bother your pretty 
head about, Imogene ...” 

In another section, Morrow re¬ 
fers to Convair’s efficiency in 


stances by magnification. Most 
magnification done in medical 
work is of the order of 500 times. 
But the metalloscope magnifies 
up to 2,000 times. 

“Lab workers, by inserting a 
small piece of métal, can tell if 
it is properly Sound, and if it 
has been properly heat treated,” 
explained Stanley. 

In addition, there is a built-in 
caméra if a permanent record is 
necessary. 

The quantometer is another 
valuable tool. With this, a lab 
worker can tell in a matter of 
seconds exactly what éléments 
make up a given piece of mate¬ 
rial. 

“More and more we’re going to 
use electronic equipment such as 
this,” said Stanley. “It is almost 
always more efficient and highly 
accurate.”

“How well they hâve succeeded 
in this may be illustrated by the 
case of the last two B-36 produc¬ 
tion contracts. 

“Funds are allotted to contracts 
on the basis of an estimate of 
what the final bill is likely to be. 
More often than not, there is an 
overrun—that is, the allowable 
cost turns out to be more than the 
allotment—in which case it takes 
some scrounging for more money. 

“But on the last two B-36 con¬ 
tracts, there was an underrun of 
more than $62,000,000—due en- 
tirely to Convair’s savings and 
efficiency, with no cutback in the 
number of planes.”

Ex-Motorcycle Racers Seeking 
More Thrills in Hydroplanes 


Four-Footer 

Model Cruiser 
To Hit 30 Mph 

Bert Parker of Convair SD has 
combined a hull design over half 
a century old and an imported 
one cylinder engine to build a 
model eabin cruiser capable of 
speeds in excess of 30 mph. 

Parker (Dept. 406) borrowed 
a design perfected by his grand- 
father, a master shipbuilder, and 
passed down from father to son. 
It features indented planking 
from the gunnels to the keel with 
each plank set back a fraction 
of an inch. This System, plus a 
drop stern, allows water and air 
to pass through the grooves as 
the boat travels over the water. 

“We clocked the model at 25 
mph on a test run and feel that 
it will do 35 mph easily as soon 
as we hâve installed a new pro- 
peller and rudder,” Parker said. 

He and his sons (one is now 
in the Air Force, the other in the 
Navy) started the model some 
years ago when Parker was a 
shipbuilder and commercial fish- 
erman in New Jersey. Parker re- 
cently completed it alone. 

The entire 46-inch model is 
handmade from the oak keel to 
the mahogany trim and cedar 
deck. Cabin Windows are fash- 
ioned from plexiglas and the 
hardware will be either chrome or 
brass. The one cylinder gasoline 
power plant was sent to Parker 
by his son in Japan. 

Next on the agenda at the 
Parker household is a 22-foot 
cruiser of the same design. 


WILKENS SPEAKER 

Trends in labor relations were 
discussed last week by D. C. Wil- 
kens Jr., manager of industrial 
relations at San Diego, before the 
San Diego Chapter, National As- 
sication of Cost Accountants. 


No luxury liner was ever 
launched with more impressive 
ceremonies than those afforded 
a 10-foot Fiberglas Tahitian out¬ 
rigger built by Convair San 
Diego’s Preston Hibbard, Dept.

A gallery of about 400 watched 
from the cliffs along the Cove, 
attracted by advance publicity 
and a march to the beach with 
drums throbbing. 


Unfortunately, the ceremony 
was marred when a wave caught 
the small craft broadside about 
20 feet from shore, filling it with 
water and forcing Hibbard, fully 
clothed, to “abandon ship.” 

“This really pleased the crowd 
and I allowed myself to be 
rescued by a group of friends,” 
Hibbard said. (Actually he is an 
accomplished skin diver and ex¬ 
cellent swimmer). 

Hibbard and La Mar Alison 
(Dept. 70) designed and built the 
boat. It contains five airpoekets 
and can’t be tipped or sunk. The 
gunwales, rudder and outrigger 
supports (a forked tree limb) are 
of wood, the mast and boom of 
bamboo, and the rest is Fiber¬ 
glas. The boat can be used with 
sail (a main and jib brightly 
painted) or paddled. Even the 
paddles are decorated with Tahi¬ 
tian designs as are the other 
parts of the boat. The entire rig 
weighs about 40 pounds. 

“Alison is working to com¬ 
plété his boat now and may build 
a few others for people who like 
the design,” Hibbard said. “I plan 
to use mine in skin diving and 
boating near shore.”

Convairiety Story Puts Kelly Air Force Base 
On Track to SD's Novel Jet Arresting Barrier 


Kelly Air Force Base, Texas, is 
considering a “runway arresting 
barrier” similar to the one now 
in operation at Lindbergh Field, 
San Diego. 

Joseph Dennis Jr., Convair field 
service engineer on duty at Kelly, 
reported recently that when the 
proposition arose Harper White 
of the SAAMA Management Con¬ 
trol Office recalled seeing a Con¬ 
vairiety story (March 9, 1955) on 
the subject and subsequently ob- 
tained details of the San Diego 
installation from Convair. 

Arresting barriers are designed 
to hait planes safely when in 


danger of running off the run¬ 
way, as sometimes happens in 
aborted take-offs. The device is 
particularly important in view of 
the high speeds involved with jet 
aircraft when the failure of a 
drag chute or brakes could mean 
injury to pilot and damage to 
aircraft. 

The barrier installed at San 
Diego for use when F-102s are 
making high speed taxi runs is 
unique in the nation. It involves 
a combination of the best fea¬ 
tures of barriers already in 
operation by the Navy and the 
Air Force and was designed by 
SD’s plant engineering.

Set 12-Year Record 

Convair Fort Worth employées and supervisons are 
showing acute interest in reducing costs these days. 

This was évident last week when a monthly report 
showed an all-time record number of Employée Suggestions 
and Cost Improvement Proposais. 

Suggestions and proposais 


totaled 1,031 for April. This is 
more' than lialf the number turn- 
ed in for the entire year of 1954. 

Jt was considered significant 
that the 12-year record was set 
the first rnonth after Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney, Convair 
S: president, talked on reducing 
costs before the Convair FW 
Management Club. It was at 
the sanie time that he present- 
ed the first ànnual President’s 
Award for outstanding achieve- 
ment in reducing costs. 

Biggest week was that starting 
April 18, when 311 suggestions 
and proposais were turned in. 
;Previous high Was 229 in August 
of 1952. 

“It’s too early to tell what the 
results will be from ail these new 
ideas,” said W. L. Bradley, sug¬ 
gestions and conservation super¬ 
viser. “But judging from past ex¬ 
périence, we’re very hopeful 
there’ll be substantial savings in 
the staclc.” 

So far this year, approved sug¬ 
gestions and cost improvement 
proposais indicate savings of over 
$1,000,000. This is almost half 
the total savings of $2,217,000 for 
the entire year of 1954. Overall 
. goal for 1955 is $5,450,000. 

At end of April, three depart- 
ments had already met and top- 
ped their Cost Improvement 
quotas for the entire year. 

Dept. 15 has scored 159 per 
cent of quota, or $111,786.

Dept. 20 racked up 160 
cent of quota, or $108,716. 

And Dept. 47 was even bet- 
ter: a whopping 1,200 per cent! 
Savings here amount to $307,- 
401. 

Said August C. Esenwein, FW 
manager: 

“It looks like our biggest year 
yet. And with the continued help 
of so many, we can make sure 
that it is. 

“This is gratifying, because 
saving costs has never been more 
important. If we can trim our 
costs enough, we can put our- 
selves in much better shape to at- 
tract new business. And only 
new business can guarantee that 
we’ll continue to hâve work.”

Completion of 
Overhaul Near 
At Convair FW 

Four new smokestacks rising 
against the Texas skies this week 
symbolized the nearing comple¬ 
tion of a $1,500,000 major over¬ 
haul at Convair Fort Worth. 

The overhaul, which got under 
way Nov. 19, 1953, is due to be 
complété July 1, according to 
Frank C. Clayton, chief plant 
engineer. 

“Hot gasses and steam blow- 
ing through the stacks almost 24 
hours a day for about 12 years 
really wrecked them,” commented 
Lamar Whitten, assistant chief 
engineer. 

Gorbett Brothers Steel Co. o f 
Fort Worth performed the work 
Their crews took down the rusted 
stacks, then put up new ones 23 
feet tall and five feet in diameter. 

At the same time, work neared 
completion in the boiler room be- 
neath the stacks. There ail four 
of the boilers are being complete- 
ly overhauled—and will be in tip- 
top shape to keep the entire plant 
at a cool and comfortable 76 de- 
grees throughout the u s u a 1 
scorching Texas summer. 

Boilers produce up to 400,000 
pounds of steam per hour. In 
winter the steam is used to heat 
the air which goes through ducts 
to keep the plant warm. In sum¬ 
mer it is used to drive twelve 
1,075 horsepower compressors 
which provide the cooling. 

And down in the boiler room, 
C. B. Ribble likes to tell visitors: 
“It takes more heat to cool the 
plant in the summer than it does 
to warm it in winter!” 

Ribble is an equipment me¬ 
chanic. In one capacity or an- 
other, he has been tending the 
boilers almost since they were 
first lit 12 years ago, according 
to E. J. (Bud) Roberts, boiler 
room foreman. 

Ribble’s job eight hours a day 
is to make sure other Convair 
employées are cool and comfort¬ 
able. 

Besides work on the stacks and 
the boilers, other air conditioning 
equipment also got a thorough 
going over, as did other mechani- 
cal and electrical installations in 
ail the buildings. 

Whitten explained that the 19- 
month program was concemed not 
with normal maintenance, but 
rather with major repairs that 
are necessary only after a num¬ 
ber of years. 

In addition to the buildings’ 
mechanical and electrical over¬ 
haul, there were two other types 
of major repairs: one on produc¬ 
tion equipment and niachinery 
and office machines; and the 
other on the outside of the build¬ 
ing and on the grounds. 

The first involved repairs on 
Processing and heat treating 
equipment, portable aircraft 
equipment (such as generators 
and the like), production réfrig¬ 
ération (for cooling rivets), spot- 
weld equipment, auxiliary genera¬ 
tors, office machines and machine 
tools. 

The other included sandblastir 
and painting the outside of ttu 
buildings and the repairing of 
concrète floors where 12 years of 
traffic had knocked holes. It also 
included repairs to the concrète 
paving outside the plant.

XC-99 Assigned to Lift 
300,000 Pounds Cargo 
From U.S. to Iceland 

The most Herculean task ever assigned to a single air- 
craft is the chore of the Air Force’s XC-99 this month. 

Largest operational plane in the world, the ’99 has the 
job of airlifting 300,000 pounds of high priority cargo from 
Dover, Del., to Keflavik, Iceland, according to Maj. Gen. 
Thetus C. Odom, commander of the San Antonio Air Ma¬ 
teriel Area, where the XC-99 is based at Kelly Field. 

(The XC-99 was designed by 
Convair’s San Diego Division. The 
fuselage was built in San Diego. 

The wing was built in Fort Worth. 

After mating in San Diego, the 
plane was flown to Fort Worth, 
where it underwent extensive 
flight testing before it went to 
the Air Force.) 

Although the plane has carried 
a payload of as much as 104,000 
pounds, it is expected to take five 
round trips to move the 150 tons 
from Dover to Keflavik. 

Sixty men—30 miiitary and 30 
civilian—were scheduled to leave 
Kelly Air Force Base on the huge 
plane. Miiitary personnel consti- 
tute two complété crews. The 
civilians are the key maintenance 
personnel who service the plane. 

Each of the round trips is ex¬ 
pected to take about 34 hours. A 
refueling stop at Goose Bay, 

Laborador, will be made on the 
Dover-to-Keflavik haul. The re- 
turn trip, a 16-hour jaunt, will be 
made non-stop. 

Augmented crews, with three 
men for each two positions, will 
be used on ail of the round trips 

The XC-99 has averaged almost 
135 hours flying time every 
month since early in 1951, when 
it was assigned to Kelly for 
évaluation testing. On one trip 
from Kelly to California, it set 
21 international records for cargo 
carrying aircraft. 

Six piston engines combine to 
form the XC-99’s power plant, the 
same number as the B-36. The 
XC-99, however, does not hâve the 
supplémentai jet engines. 


Blood Bank Crédit

From Communist China, 


Get Steady Job at Last 


A rejuvenated Convair-Liner 
240 was due to leave San Diego 
late last month for Ithaca, N. Y. 
and the resumption of a passen- 
ger carrying career that was in- 
terrupted almost six years ago. 

One of three model 240s pur- 
chased by Mohawk Airlines, the 
ship has been at Convair SD sev- 
eral weeks while Mohawk person¬ 
nel attended Convair’s ground 
and flight training courses. 

The three Convair-Liners were 
part of a fleet of six delivered 
to the Central Air Transport 
Corp., a Chinese Nationalist air- 
line, shortly before the fall of 
China to the Communists. They 
saw brief service evacuating per¬ 
sonnel and supplies from Canton 
to Hong Kong, followed by a 
long period of inactivity while 
legal custody was being deter- 
mined. In 1952 five (the fate of 
the sixth is unknown) of the air- 
planes were returned to Convair 


SD and placed in “fly away” sta¬ 
tus and then stored at Glendale. 

Two of the airplanes are now 
flying as executive transports for 
business firms while the remain- 
ing two are being returned te 
full flight status with parts kits 
supplied by Convair to Grand 
Central Aircraft Co. of Glendale. 

C. A. Benscoter, Mohawk’s vice 
president-operations, and pilots 
■J. H. Ganley and Steve Gondek 
attended the training sessions at 
Convair SD. 

Howard Craig, Convair service 
engineer, and Lanny Rice, Con¬ 
vair flight engineer, are now at 
Ithaca setting up training pro- 
grams for Mohawk ground and 
flight personnel.

Caméras Clicking Steadily at FW 
Creating New Pics For ID Cards 


Every 90 seconds an employée 
is “shot” at Convair Fort Worth 
these days. 

That’s the rate at which Con¬ 
vair employées are getting their 
pictures made for new identifica¬ 
tion cards.

Nuclear Propulsion

An old process got a new slant 
recently at Convair Fort Worth 
in the mammoth task of re- 
conditioning B-36s in SAM-SAC 
work. 

It’s de-sealing—a job that gets 
rid of the sticky sealant used to 
keep fuel out of the parts of the 
wing where it doesn’t belong. 

According to G. S. Adams Jr., 
plant engineer in charge of the 
Project, the de-sealing job is done 
with a spécial Chemical substance 
that’s sprayed inside the tanks. 

The Chemical is sprayed in 
through 1,140 spray nozzles at 
various points on the wings. 
Through these fan shaped 
nozzles, 2,280 gallons of Chemical 
solvent pass each minute. 

“The nozzles rotate like a lawn 
sprinkler,” said Adams, “so 
there’s plenty of force cleaning 
and dissolving the sealant. 

“Ail this dissolved material is 
strained and stored in a tank of 
waste water.” 

And the still-liquid part of the 
Chemical is recirculated. But be¬ 
fore it is, the Chemical passes 
through refrigerated heat ex- 
changers. That’s so the de-seal- 
ant will be exactly the right tem¬ 
pérature to do the best job. 

“When the Chemicals hâve pro- 
perly dissolved the sealant in the 
tanks,” said Adams, “a fresh 
water rinse goes through the 
spray nozzles. This created a 
problem for us. 

“We needed more water than 
was available. So we built our 


own storage tanks. They hold 
30,000 gallons.” 

Scott pointed out that one of 
the tanks is for fresh water. The 
other holds waste rinse water. 

Other equipment used in the 
operation is housed in compact 
traders located near the wash 
stations. The traders house the 
f i 11 e r s, pumps, réfrigération 
equipment, tanks and ail auto- 
matic Controls. Two of these 
units are required to do the job 
for the tanks on a B-36. 

“We can operate both tanks at 
the same time,” said Adams, “and 
completely de-seal the tanks in 
one operation.” 

When the tanks are free of the 
old sealant, the tanks and wing 
sections can be cleaned thorough- 
ly. This finished, new sealant can 
then be applied. 

Plant engineering départaient 
designed the piping, installation, 
the water tanks, foundations and 
extension of the additional elec¬ 
trical wiring.

Joe Arnold, Convair Port Worth 
Dept. 92 aircraft assembler, has 
a hobby that really keeps him “up 
in the air.” 

And that hobby, of course, is 
flying — preferably stunt flying. 


The fellow who put the cart 
before the horse has nothing on 
Convair’s Allen Brotherton. He’s 
building his “bridges” before he 
starts his “road.” 

The “bridges” are actually 
exacting scale model trestles that 
will be used on his “road,” a 
model railroad layout he plans to 
build in the basement of his San 
Diego home. 

Brotherton, assigned to the F- 
102 flight test program at Ed¬ 
wards Air Force Base, found 
limited living quarters in Lan- 



the money you paid for the spé¬ 
cial cards was well spent.” 


Any kind of stunts. The more un- 
likely the better. 

The airplane he uses is a Fleet 
—of 1927 vintage, though it’s 
been modernized in some respects. 
It’s virtually an antique as air- 


caster interfered with the hobby 
he took up two years ago. So he 
decided that if he built his tres¬ 
tles and other detail parts at Lan¬ 
caster he would hâve little trouble 
putting together the complété 
10 x 20 foot layout later. 

To date he’s constructed seven 
trestles of varying sizes. The 
largest is 36 inches long and 15 
inches high and built to “HO” 
scale (% inch equals one foot). 
It contains 837 pièces of balsa 
and bass wood glued together. 
The only métal is in the rails and 
the spikes which hold them. While 
weighing under a pound, the tres- 
tle will support 51 pounds at its 
center. 

Brotherton devised an unusual 
jib arrangement for constructing 
the trestles. By altering the jig 
he can put together various sizes 
of trestles. He’s also found that 
by pre-cutting (with a razor 
blade) his wood, he can maintain 
a stock which enables him to erect 
a normal trestle in about two 
hours. His first big job took him 
five weeks of spare time labor. 

Active in model railroad groups 
in Lancaster and at Edwards, 
Brotherton found other model 
railroaders liked his work and is 
now turning out a limited number 
to sell to friends. 


planes go. (Actually, it was built 
by Consolidated Aircraft Corp., 
a Convair parent company, when 
Maj. Reuben Fleet was presi¬ 
dent.) 

Arnold performs a variety of 
stunts, such as Cuban Eights, 
snap rolls, double snap rolls and 
the like. 

And making it even trickier, 
Arnold reports that when he flies 
upside down in the crate, the en- 
gin'e conks. 

“But ail I hâve to do then is go 
into an inverted dive,” says Ar¬ 
nold. “That starts the engine 
again.” 

“I don’t do much of this in the 
Fleet, though. I usually figure 
it’s safer in a more modem plane. 
And no matter what plana it is, 
1 wear a parachute—just in case.” 

Arnoïd’s been interested in 
planes since he was four years 
old. That was when he made his 
first flight with his father. 

During the war he chalked up 
143 missions in New Guinea. 
Since the war, he’s flown just 
about every type of plane he can 
get his hands on. 

Even though Arnold’s father 
and uncle were both killed in 
crashes, he still loves to fly. 

But it isn’t ail just for fun. 
He’s a member of the Panther 
Squadron of the Civil Air Patrol. 
Their headquarters at Russell 
Field is complété with radio set- 
ups and several planes. 

“Our job is air search and res- 
cue,” said Arnold. “Our cadet 
program provides training for 
young boys and girls. 

“We’re always interested in 
new members. Any Convair peo- 
ple interested in aviation are in- 
vited to join us at Russell Field 
any weekend.” 

Engineer's Paper

New Type ’Draggin* Wagon' Built 
By FW Group With Speed in Mind 


Two thousand dollars may be a 
dear price to pay for a car that’ll 
go only a quarter of a mile at a 
time— 

But three Convair Fort Worth 
employées and a couple of their 
friends are happy to pay it for 
the thrill of doing that one-quar- 
ter of a mile at considerably bet¬ 
ter than 100 miles an hour. 

The hobbyists are: Page Hol¬ 
land, Dept. 22-6; Jim Williams, 
Dept. 22-1; and Gene King, Dept. 
6 . 

They’re joined by Bill Wells, a 
former Convair employée; and 
M/Sgt. Bill Hofer, a B-36 flight 
engineer at Carswell Air Force 
Base. 

Headquarters for the drag car 
is a garage at Saginaw, a small 
town on the outskirts north of 
Fort Worth, where they’re hoping 
they’ll corne up with the fastest 
“draggin’ wagon” in these parts. 

“We’re building the car to 
run one-quarter of a mile—and 
no more,” explained Williams. 
“The track is just that long. 
That nieans we can run with- 
out a radiator, thus saving 
weight. 

“And the drag car is just like 
an airplane: the lighter it is the 
faster it’ll go.” 

They started with the engine—- 
a Ford V-8. 

Basic steps in hopping up are 
these: boring the cylinders larger 
and stroking the crank shaft for 
more cubic inch displacement; and 
porting and relieving the engine 
block. (This gives more room for 
the engine to “breathe,” so full 
advantage can be derived from 
the longer duration cam shaft.) 

The car has as few extras as 
possible. 

“Actually it’s just a bare frame 
with only essential parts,” said 
Hofer. “You lighten the load so 
it will go faster.” 

The dragster weighs slightlv 


more than 1,200 pounds. This 
gives it a very désirable weight 
to horse power ratio, a must for 
accélération. 

The frame and running gear 
were originally stock Ford parts. 
The car is ail handmade—even to 
the sheet aluminum used for the 
body. 

Hofer mixes the fuel, using his 
own formula for maximum ac¬ 
célération and top speed. 

King estimâtes the cost of the 
car between $1,800 and $2,000. 
The group pooled their resources 
to finance it. 

When Williams gets behind the 
wheel of the car in races, he 
hopes for speeds of 100 miles per 
hour and up. Most dragsters at- 
tain a top speed of 100 to 135 
mph in a quarter mile. National 
record for these cars is 147.035 
mph. 

They estimate it will take less 
than six seconds to go from 0 to 
60 mph. The average automobile 
takes 11 to 15 seconds. 

“We sure do hope our wagon 
will meet ail our expectations,” 
said Wells. “But if it doesn’t— 
we’ve got a few more tricks to 
try out.” 

They plan to race their car in 
the Caddo Mills, Texas, Drag 
Races, June 4 and 5. Races are 
held there the first weekend of 
each month throughout the sum- 
mer.

This 
district includes Claremont, 
LaVerne and San Dimas, and 
is a part of the Old Baldy 
Council. 

“A few months ago our dis¬ 
trict was re-organized, and in 
casting about for a name we 
decided to name ourselves 
after the Coahuila Indian 
tribe,” Williams said. “Since 
then Scouts and leaders in the 
district hâve become interested 
in Indian lore, and last month 
we arranged for a weekend 
‘camporee’ on the Coahuila 
Réservation. 

“The Coahuila Indians really 
gave us a welcome, and around 


our campfire on Saturday 
night the leaders of the tribe 
made ail of us honorary mem¬ 
bers of the tribe, and I was 
made an honorary chief,” he 
said.

Picture Taking 
To Start Soon 
For ID Cards 

Production of new identi¬ 
fication cards for ail Con¬ 
vair San Diego employées is 
expected to start within the 
next few days, F. H. Mer- 
ritt, SD chief of industrial 
security, indicated this week. 

A similar project is al- 
ready in progress at Convair 
Fort Worth. 

Security personnel will begin 
the mammoth task of photograph- 
ing each employée as soon as a 
spécial caméra and laminating 
equipment are readied for use. 
The new 70mm caméra will make 
négatives that are true size so 
that enlargement (from 35 mm 
as now used) will not be neces- 
sary. 

The new “ID” cards are about 
the same size as présent Convair 
cards. In addition to pictures of 
each employée, the cards will con- 
tain a thumb print, the usual 
identification information and the 
company’s new name: Convair, a 
Division of General Dynamics 
Corporation. They will meet ail 
requirements recently set down 
by the Department of Defense. 

Lighter and more flexible than 
présent cards, the new ones will 
be made of a coated vinyl. 

First stop on the agenda for 
the photographing crew will be 
Building 5 at Plant 1. Employées 
will be scheduled by their super¬ 
visons at a rate of about 250 per 
eight-hour shift. The equipment 
will then move to various areas 
in the plant before being mounted 
on a trader for use in outlying 
areas. 

The entire process is expected 
to take from 90 to 110 days. 


Convair Starts Task 
Of Converting C-54s 
For Search-Rescue 


Convair Fort Worth this week began work on a multi- 
million dollar Air Force contract to change a fleet of C-54 
transport planes into air rescue craft. 

When completed, the ships will he used by the AF Air 
Rescue Service of Military Air Transport Service. 


They will be ready for day and 
night ail weather search and 
rescue operations over the land 
or sea. 

The first four-engine transport 
for conversion landed at Convair 
Fort Worth June 2 only hours 
after the contract was signed by 
FW Manager August C. Esenwein 
on behalf of Convair. Col. C. 
Savage, AF plant représentative, 
signed for Air Materiel Com- 
mand. 

The C-54 was flown from 17th 
Air Transport Squadron, Charles- 
ton AFB, South Carolina. Maj. 
C. G. Kreutter was at the Con¬ 
trols. 

The plane was officially accept- 
ed for conversion the following 
day by Colonel Savage and V. 
Dolson, FW development man¬ 
ager. 

When converted, the ships 
get the new désignation of 
SC-54. The initial “S” is the 
Air Force’s label for a “search” 
plane. And the SC-54s, when 
they leave Convair, will bear 
with thern ail the Iatest elec- 
tronic devices for navigation 
and search. 

They also will boast spécial

(Continuée! from Page 1) 
sentation to the people of Asia. 

“If Americans do not Help 
Asiatie countries to begin now to 
participate in the agricultural 
and medical benefits of atomic 
energy and the industrial bene¬ 
fits of atomic power,” Hopkins 
said, “we shall, I believe, through 
the inexorable pull of the political 
and économie vacuum existing in 
Asia, lose our économie partners 
and political allies to the Com- 
munistic économie and political 
dictators.” Hopkins asserted that 
“in such économie and political 
péril, and in view of the fact that 
atomic fuel is becoming compéti¬ 
tive in the United States and is 
better than compétitive in Japan 
and in ail Asia, I do not see how 
we can begin a program of atomic 
aid too soon or too fast.” 

Hopkins concluded his report 
with a letter addressed to him 
and to members of his group, 
including Dr. Ernest O. Lawrence, 
Nobel Prize winning physicist, 
and Dr. Lawrence Hafstad, for- 
merly director of the Division of 
Reactor Development of the U.S. 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
now director of the Atomic 
Energy Division of the Chase 
Manhattan Bank. The letter, 
signed by 25 leading industrial- 
ists, scientists and Japanese 
government officiais, expressed 
appréciation for the efforts of 
the Hopkins Mission in opening 
the eyes of the Japanese people 
to the peaceful possibiiities of 
atomic energy.

ployées Blood Reserve Committee, 
reported. 

“This will make it possible for 
donors to hâve breakfast before 
hand, so long as they do not eat 
within four hours of their ap¬ 
pointaient.” 

The bloodmobile will set up in 
rooms 1 and 2 of Bldg. 14, Plant 
1, and efforts will be made to- 
ward as prompt and efficient 
handling as possible. Ail blood 
received will go into the reserve 
for use by Convair families in 
need. 

The blood committee reported 
that recent requirements hâve 
been unusually heavy. Two cases 
alone required a total of 90 pints.

Blood Response at 
Pomona Excellent 

Convair Pomona employées con- 
tributed a total of 396 pints of 
blood last week when the Red 
Cross bloodmobile made a two- 
day visit to the plant. 

“This figure would hâve been 
even higher had the bloodmobile 
been equipped with more refriger- 
ator space on the first day of the 
visit,” H. S. Naish, chief of em¬ 
ployée services, said. “After col- 
lecting 238 pints on that day-—- 
actually 18 pints more than nor¬ 
mal capacity—several volunteer 
donors were turned away. 

“While this was regretted, it 
was unavoidable,” he continued. 
“For blood must be refrigerated 
immediately to prevent spoilage. 

“We sincerely appreciate the 
willingness and enthusiasm of 
everyone concerned, both those 
who donated and those who were 
tumed away. It is this spirit that 
has been responsible for the suc- 
cess of our blood program, in 
whieh employées and members of 
their families may withdraw 
blood in time of need by paying 
a service charge of only $7.50 per 
pint.”

Convair FW Texans Collect on 'Bef ; 
To Tote Peak Home — Stone by Stone 


Undaunted by unseasonable 
snow storms and the thin air of 
high altitudes, two Convair Fort 
Worth Texans are determined to 
bring Pikes Peak back from 
Colorado to Texas stone by stone. 

They’re Larry Hayes, Dept. 2-5 
administrative assistant, and 
Wes Magnuson, superintendent 
of fabrication. 

A May 20 directors meeting of 
the National Association of Fore- 
men in Denver served as ample 
excuse for their first expédition 
to reclaim Pikes Peak for Texas. 


It seems that in 1938, Texas 
Governor James V. Allred made 
a small wager with Colorado 
Governor Teller Ammon on the 
outcome of the Cotton Bowl foot¬ 
ball game. He bet the Rio Grande 
River against Pikes Peak that 
Houston’s Rice Institute would 
beat Colorado University. 

Although Gov. Teller was a 
prudent administrator, he proved 
to be no judge of Texas football. 
Colorado lost 28-14 and Pikes 
Peak became the property of 
Texas. 

“We figured this was as good 
a time as any to claim the land,” 
said Hayes. “We could use a 
good mountain in Texas.” 

Attired in boots, 10-gallon 
hats, levis and carrying guns and 
holsters, the pair started on their 
quest—after recruiting a group 
of NAF directors. On they went. 
Through Manitou and Westward 
to Pikes Peak. Arriving there 
they met résistance. A barricade 
was set up at the base of the 
mountain. 

“This’ll just hâve to do,” said 
six - foot five - inch Magnuson. 
(Jest average height for Texans, 
frey-und.) “We’ll plant it right 
hyar.” 

And plant it they did, the Tex¬ 
as flag “hyar where that gallant 
little band of Texans fought and 
bled.” 

Hayes then whipped out an en- 
velope containing Texas earth. 

“Enriches the soil,” he explain- 
ed. “Two teaspoonsful of Texas 
soil to one Colorado mountain is 
just about the right proportion.” 

“We’re claiming the whole 
peak,” said Magnuson, “and one 
part is as good as another.”

Line Résumés Passenger Flying 


Convair-buiit commercial trans¬ 
ports continued to make news 
during the past weeks with the 
opening of West Germany’s first 
airline since the war, several air- 
planes changing ownership and 
others resuming over-water serv¬ 
ice.

Purchase of two Convair- 
Liner 340s by Braniff Airways 
from Philippine Air Lines:

240 by SABENA from the 
Texas Co.: 

Resumption of Convair-Liner 
240 service over several Carib- 
bean routes flown by Pan 
American World Airways. 

Lufthansa flew its first inter¬ 
national routes late in May when 
a Convair-Liner 340 (one of four) 
set down at London Airport. At 
the Controls was a wartime RAF 
bomber pilot and a foi-mer Ger¬ 
man Luftwaffe fighter pilot. The 
new airline now flies Convairs on 
intra-German routes, to London 
and to Madrid, Spain.

Convair Pair Runs Community Chest' 
For Needy Neighbors South of Border 


In spite of his réputation as a 
marksman, it’s doubtful if the 
fabulous Davy Crockett knew 
much more about guns than Lee, 
Jimmy and Martin Goodwin, sons 
of Convair Pomona’s Harvey 
Goodwin (Dept. 24). 

These boys hâve been active as 
gunsmiths for the past three 
years, first as a hobby and for 
the past year and a half as a 
part-time business. They import, 
repair, rebuild and sell rifles and 
pistols of ail types, and do prac- 
tically ail of the work themselves. 

Considering that Lee is 13, 
Jimmy is 10, and Martin is only 
eight, the boys probably can lay 
legitimate claim to the title of the 
country’s youngest professional 
gunsmiths. 

“I step into the picture only 
when the boys hâve a problem 
they can’t solve among them¬ 
selves, and that isn’t very often,” 
Goodwin said. 

The boys run their business 
under the name “Goodwin 
Sons,” and they hâve their own 
printed stationery. They are li- 
censed and operate from the 
garage of their home in Puente. 

Most of the guns the boys sell 
are imported from Great Britain, 
but a majority of these were 
manufactured originally in the 
United States. 

“The boys sell about half the 
imported guns in ‘as is’ condition 
when we get in a shipment,” 
Goodwin continued. “The others 
are completely renovated in our 
shop.” 


Renovation, to the boys, means 
just that. They tear the guns 
apart, replace or repair worn 
parts, re-blue ail external parts, 
and re-mount the weapon in a 
new stock if it’s a rifle, or grips 
if it’s a pistol. 

The boys also import optical 
and sporting goods—microscopes, 
binoculars, etc.—which they sell 
at a small profit. And they hâve 
no trouble disposing of everything 
they import, even though they 
never advertise and they hâve no 
sales room. 

“Every time we sell something 
to a person, he brings us at least 
one other customer by telling his 
friends,” Goodwin said. 

Goodwin started teaching the 
boys gunsmithing about three 
years ago—it has been his own 
hobby for over 15 years—and a 
year and a half ago he launched 
them in business because of the 
lack of recreational facilities in 
their neighborhood. 

“They make enough from their 
work to buy ail their own clothes, 
and -when they want something 
spécial, like a télévision for their 
room, they déclaré a dividend, if 
the business can stand it,” Good¬ 
win said. “If not, they work extra 
hard until they hâve enough 
money to spend without hurting 
their operating capital.” 

Mrs. Goodwin also helps by 
keeping books for the business. 

“I had to do something in self- 
defense,” she laughed. “It can get 
lonely in the house with Harvey 
and the boys spending ail their 
time in the garage.”

John E. Birdsall (Dept. 6) and 
his wife heard of the plight of a 
widow with a large family while 
visiting friends in Tijuana. They 
gathered up some clothing and 
household items on returning 
home and took them down.

Now over a year later they still 
know of hundreds of needy per¬ 
sons in Mexico and average one 
or two trips each week taking 
down clothing, household goods, 
bedding and even toys for chil- 
dren. 

“People in Mexico are doing 
what they can to help their own 
but they lack the funds and the 
trained people to do the job,” 
Mrs. Birdsall said. “The area just 
south of the border is grossly 
overpopulated and steady work 
is hard to find, so many indus- 
trious families are faced with 
poverty.” 

Birdsall once did social work 
and knows how to distribute 
articles where they will do the 
most good. However, he and his

wife prsfer to remain in the back- 
ground, letting Mexican friends 
présent the collected items. 
Nevertheless, the families know 
who their benefactors are and 
each of them has had two chil- 
dren named for them. 

Friends and people they hâve 
never known constantly drop by 
their home at 1527 Thirtieth St. 
with items to be delivered to the 
needy. They hâve carried strange 
assortments across the border in- 
cluding chairs, tables, bathtubs 
and even bathroom fixtures at one 
time or another. 

“These families can use any- 
thing. Especially those things 
that we normally discard or toss 
aside as useless,” Birdsall said. 

Transportation of their varied 
cargos has been a problem. Until 
just a few months ago the Bird- 
salls didn’t own a car. They rode 
down by bus, determined the 
needs of families and theii de- 
pended on friends or rented a 
truck to deliver the items. 

“We never openly s o 1 i c i t 
articles from people but are more 
than glad to help them find their 
way to the needy,” Mrs. Birdsall 
added. 

Masonic organizations in Ti¬ 
juana hâve agreed to help the 
Birdsalls distribute their grow- 
ing stockpile of items in the fu¬ 
ture, he added.

tions (FRRA). 

A. T. Simons (Dept. 8) design¬ 
ed the novel rig and experimental 
factory turned it out to spécifica¬ 
tions. 

The boxlike structure (24 x 6 
inches with a slanted front) con- 
tains a three and one-half- year 
“M” day calendar which can be 
rotated by a control knob. A 
lined guide is mounted over a 
number of small rulers, each rep- 
resenting certain factors to be 
determined in the schedule. 

By knowing the exact date a 
facility must be in operation at 
Convair, it is possible in two 
minutes to set various rulers to 
give the factors to be determined. 
This includes dates ranging from 
the first issuance of a GFR or 
FRRA through Air Force ap- 
proval, design and spécification, 
issuance of a purchase order, con- 
tractual work or on through final 
installation. The same informa¬ 
tion worked without the scheduler 
would require six minutes to cal- 
culate. 

“We issue an average of 100 
GFRs and 25 FRRAs each week 
plus a number of reschedules. The 
resulting time savings is obvious, 
said C. E. Hunter, chief of facili¬ 
ties control at SD. 

“Too, with the scheduler there 
is no margin for error.”

AF Major Uses 
Plastic Cards to 
Build Tiny 131A 

A six-inch model of the Con- 
vair Samaritan, made from plas¬ 
tic playing cards, has attracted 
considérable attention at Brooks 
Air Force Base, San Antonio, 
Tex. 

The model was built by Maj. 
R. C. Fogg, chief pilot of the 
1706th Air Evacuation Group at 
Brooks, which flies the Convair 
C-131As. A model builder by 
hobby, the major makes a tiny 
reproduction of each airplane in 
which he checks out. The C-131A 
is the latest. 

Donald R. Maxion, Convair 
field service engineer, reports 
the model is a near perfect rep- 
lica of the real thing. 

“Although it’s only six inches 
long it includes not only litters 
and seats but the main and lit- 
ter loading doors, steering cylin- 
der, main landing gear, oleo 
sti'uts, doors and antennas.” 


Paul Russo is pretty well con- 
vinced right now that “the third 
time’s a charm.” And he’s got 
more than $6,000 to prove it. 

It was his third try that beàt 
a jinx and brought him part of 
the second place purse in the 1956 
Indianapolis Speedway race. 

“I was ail set for a big year,” 
said Russo who is a technical re¬ 
présentative at Convair Fort 
Worth for Ford Motor Co. and a 
race driver for 20 years. “My car 
was in first class condition. I 
really thought I could make it. 

“But a collision with the 
southeast wall of the track 
smashed my hopes—and my 
$20,000 Wolcott Spécial. 

“Then I got a second chance. 
Troy Ruttman asked me to enter 
as co-driver for his Novi.” 

Russo’s hopes were shortlived. 
While he was in the car, the gear 
box went out. And that was the 
end of car number two. 

“I was ready to give up,” the 
stock vétéran racer said. “Then 
Tony Bettenhausen asked me to 
check in as his relief driver.” 

The pair had a lot of expéri¬ 
ence behind them—but not many 
wins. Russo, by far the most ex- 


perienced driver in the race at 
Indianapolis this year - , had placed 
four times in ten tries. Betten¬ 
hausen had raced eight times— 
never successfully. 

The day of the race, Betten¬ 
hausen started. He was on the 
track during the fatal Vukovich 
accident. A piece of flying débris 
struck the car and bent the cowl- 
ing. 

“But that didn’t stop us,” said 
Russo. “I took over right after 
the accident and drove 76 laps in 
the strongest wind I’ve ever seen 
in a speedway race. It was hard 
to realize the wind was carrying 
you so.” 

They finished with a 126.733 
mph average—well ahead of the 
third place car and split their 40 
per cent of the purse in half— 
more than $6,000 to each. (The 
balance went to Owner Allen 
Chapman.)

Convair employées at Dainger- 
field might be excused for pull- 
ing up short with a double take 
one day last week as they hur- 
ried to the Lone Star Steel Co.

In the middle of the road was 
a mule-drawn buckboard-type 
hearse, complété with a mule- 
skinner wearing tails and a 
stove-pipe top hat! 

“It was a bit nerve-shattering 
at first,” said Noble Moore, man¬ 
ager of industrial relations and 
security. “But I believe that most 
folks who saw it got the point.” 

Atop the hearse was this sign: 

“Just One Careless Move, 
Buddy—and You’re In!” 


Inquiry developed that the 
hearse—and the sign—were ar- 
ranged by L. D. (Red) Webster, 
vice president-public and em¬ 
ployée relations for Lone Star 
Steel, as part of the company’s 
safety campaign. 

The old hearse was found be¬ 
hind an undertaker’s establish¬ 
ment in Mt. Pleasant, Texas. It 
was bought for $35 and restored 
to its original condition for its 
rôle in the drive.

'Mer Toy' Device Conceived 
At SD as Aid to Tubing Checks 


A new type check gauge that 
takes the “bends” out of tubing 
checkouts has been perfected at 
Convair San Diego’s Plant 2. 

Used to insure exacting con¬ 
tours in tubing installed on such 
Convair aircraft as the F-102A, 
the gauge idea is a product of 
the thinking of several Dept. 255 
employées. 

Assembled, the gauges look 
like sometmng erected with a 
child’s tinker toy set. Actually 
the many sized pièces of métal 
form straight runways into 
which complété tubing assemblies 
with the correct contours fit 
snugly. Once fitted into a métal 
base, these runways may be used 
until an order for that particular 
type of tubing has been filled. 


The old method called for 
clamping different types of 
straightways to the side of a 
table. One or more bends could 
be checked, then it was necessary 
to pick up the tubing, turn it 
about and check other contours. 

“Accuracy is a must and check- 
ing each angle in turn left room 
for error,” said Mike Alianelli, 
Dept. 255 foreman. “Now we 
check the entire assembly in one 
operation, eliminating the need 
for constant inspection checks.” 

While there is no limit to the 
size of tubing - that can be check¬ 
ed, Convair’s needs usually range 
from assemblies six inches long 
to more than 46 inches.

More Cargo Records Tumhle as 
XC-99 Complétés Icy Missions 


B-52 Components Built by Convair FW 
Will Enter Final Assembly at Witchita 


New records by the chapter 
were in the log book of the Air 
Force. XC-99 at Kelly AF Base, 
San Antonio, this week. 

And they ail were set on six 
round trips between Dover, Del., 
and Keflavik, Iceland, a desolate 
2,500-mile span of ice-covered sea 
and frigid wasteland. 

Purpose of the mission was to 
carry 300,000 pounds of high 
priority freight to the arctic 
base. Instead: it carried 380,000 
pounds. 

Among other things, the Con- 
vair-built world’s largest operat- 
ing aircraft— 

Was airborne 201 hours and 
30 minutes during the month. 
(Previous record was 167 
hours.) 

Needed only one engine 
change for the entire mission. 

Passed its 5,000th hour in the 
air, believed to be an all-time 
record for a U. S. experimental 
aircraft. 

The 5,000th hour, crews report- 
ed, was over the Southern tip of 
Greenland when it was three 
hours and 56 minutes out of 
Goose Bay, Labrador. 

The plane, which was on loan 
to Military Air Transport Service 
during May, is expected to ré¬ 


sumé twice-weekly trips from 
Kelly to major west coast AF 
depots shortly. 

The six round trips to Iceland 
were made with Maj. Clair W. 
Potter and Capt. Jim Douglas at 
the Controls. 

Enlisted c r e w m e n , under 
M/Sgt. Malford Miller, alternated 
flights. 

Thirty civilian maintenance 
technicians were stationed at 
Keflavik during the period. Ail 
maintenance work had to be done 
in the open in sub-zero weather. 

Stromberg-Carlson 
Men Yisit Groton 

Seven management représenta¬ 
tives of Stromberg-Carlson Com¬ 
pany this month visited Electric 
Boat Division for a two-day tour 
and Electric Boat executives paid 
a similar visit to Stromberg- 
Carlson the following week. 

Purpose was to acquaint man¬ 
agement with facilities of the 
two concerns. 

A merger of Stromberg-Carl¬ 
son into General Dynamics Cor¬ 
poration was approved by direc¬ 
tors in April and shareholders 
will vote on the merger June 28. 


Major components for the Boe¬ 
ing B-52 jet bomber this week at 
Convair Fort Worth were begin- 
ning to look their part: sleek 
swept outer wing panels and ver¬ 
tical fins. 

The first completed assemblies 
are scheduled to be shipped out 
of Fort Worth in the early sum- 
mer. 

“And from the way it looks 
right now,” said R. E. Davis, 
“they’ll be out well on schedule.” 
Davis is FW superintendent of 
sub-assembly and final assembly. 

The components are destined 
for the final assembly line of 
Boeing’s plant at Wichita, Kan., 
a second source producer for the 
Boeing plant at Seattle, Wash. 

Box sections (the main struc¬ 
tural weight-bearing portion) for 
the earlier wings already hâve 
been completed in Dept. 42. 
They’re being built in fixtures lo- 
cated near Col. 35 beside the C 
aisle. Directing the B-52 subcon¬ 
tract production is General Fore- 
man R. D. Knowles. 

After the box sections for the 
wings are complété, they go ver- 
tically into another set of fix¬ 
tures. At this point, the leading 


edges, with built-in de-icing Sys¬ 
tems, are installed. 

The leading edges are double 
skinned with air spaces between 
to permit circulation of hot air. 

At the same time, trailing 
edges are attached to the box sec¬ 
tions. Trailing edges will include 
the outrigger-type wheels which 
swing down at time of landing to 
help balance the speedy jet. Wing 
tip gear is built by Bendix, in¬ 
stalled by Convair. (Virtually ail 
the weight of the plane is borne 
by the main landing gear under 
the fuselage.)

Six of the nation’s top scien- 
tists conferred at Convair Fort 
Worth last month at the same 
time the division was host to Gen.

Also on hand during the meet¬ 
ings were 14 other high ranking 
Convair and General Dynamics 
Corporation officiais and mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors. 

The scientists met to consider 
spécial problems in the develop¬ 
ment of military aircraft and mis¬ 
sile Systems for the armed forces, 
and problems of basic nuclear 
energy research and industrial 
applications of nuclear power. 

General Dynamics board mem- 
bers présent included: McNarney, 
J. V. Naish, R. B. Watts, Adm. 
Lawrence B. Richardson, Lambert 
J. Gross, Roger I. Harris, Allen 
D. Marshall, Earl D. Johnson, 
Frank Pace Jr., O. Pomeroy Rob¬ 
inson Jr. and Gordon Dean. 

High ranking Convair officiais 
included R. C. Sebold, R. H. Biron 
and T. G. Lanphier. Also présent 
were C. Shugg, manager of GD’s 
Electric Boat Division, and Fred 
Warren of General Dynamics. 

Scientists were led by Dr. 
Charles L. Critchfield, Convair’s 
director of scientific research, and 


rubber also are installed. 

While ail this is going on, other 
Dept. 42 crews are busy working 
on vertical fins. 

Small sub-assemblies are first 
built by employées using riveting 
machines. These then are assem- 
bled in fixtures into larger as¬ 
semblies, such as the vertical “pie 
section” and fin tip assemblies. 
From there, the larger assemblies 
go into mating fixtures for com- 
pletion. 

While there’s no guarantee, 
Convair expects Boeing subcon¬ 
tract work to continue over a long 
period of time.

German 340s 
Make Friends 

Convair-Liner 340s are earning 
a lot of new friends among air 
travelers on the recently revived 
West German airline Lufthansa. 

That’s the word brought back 
this month by A. P. (Speed) Wil¬ 
son, Convair production flight 
captain, who has been in Germany 
for the past six months acquaint- 
ing pilots with the operation of 
their four Convair-liners. 

“The return to commercial avia¬ 
tion for the first time since the 
war means a lot to the German 
people and they are extremely 
proud to be operating the world’s 
most modem twin-engine trans¬ 
port,” Wilson said. “Pressurized 
cabins and the Convair’s fast 
loading and unloading features 
hâve caught the public’s eye.” 

Wilson added that good loads 
are being carried over ail of the 
airline’s routes on the continent 
which include stops at ail major 
West German cities as well as 
Madrid, Paris, and London. 

Wilson said compétition for the 
West German flying jobs was 
high with literally thousands 
applying. Of these, however, only 
26 pilots were checked out, in- 
cluding nine British pilots who 
will serve as captains. The Ger¬ 
man applicants were handicapped 
by having to catch up with avia¬ 
tion advances since they last flew. 

Maintenance facilities and per¬ 
sonnel at Lufthansa’s main base 
at Hamburg are excellent and the 
majority of West German air- 
ports hâve been repaired since the 
war years, Wilson added.

(Continuée! from Page 1) 
probably set sonie sort of com¬ 
mercial record since only slightly 
more than two and one-half 
months elapsed between the sign- 
ing of the purchase agreement 
and delivery of the last airplane. 

The feat was possible in part 
by the coopération of the U.S. 
Department of State and the 
U.S. Air Force. The twin-engine 
transports were originally des- 
tined for the Air Force as C- 
131Ds but were modified by Con¬ 
vair to the standard 44-passenger 
configuration after the purchase 
agreement was signed. 

Meanwhile, work on a new 
sériés of commercial transports, 
designated as model 340-B, was 
progressing on schedule with 
parts for the first airplanes mov- 
ing through fabrication and sub- 
assembly departments. Mating of 
the first ship is due in September 
with delivery scheduled for Feb- 
ruary.

S/A Transportes Aereos of Brazil 
and the U S. Air Force.

Plant Layout Problems 
Solved in Miniature by 
Using a Modem 'Lilliput' 

Modem day “Gullivers” working in a “Lilliputian” 
world are helping solve F-102 production layout problems 
long before they occur at Convair San Diego’s Plant 2. 


Convair is rapidly gaining the 
status of a “senior citizen” at 
the U. S. Naval Ordnance Test 
Station at China Lake, Calif. 

Since 1947 Convair has been 
conducting and assisting with 
guided missile testing and évalua¬ 
tion programs at the station. 
First it was Convair San Diego 
with the Lark. More recently— 
and currently—it has been Con¬ 
vair Pomona with the Terrier. 

At présent ail Convair activi¬ 
ties are coordinated through Con¬ 
vair Pomona engineering depart- 
ment’s field operations office, lo¬ 
cated in the Michelson Labora- 
tory, the station’s central research 
center. The company also has an- 
other office in the actual testing 
area. 

“Our coordination also ex- 
tends to phases of évaluation 
programs currently being con- 
ducted by the U. S. Navy, the 
U. S. Marine Corps and the 
U. S. Army,” M. S. Roberts, 
engineer in charge of field 
operations, said. 

“Many different kinds of talent 
are required to support these 
programs, and consequently our 
staff at NOTS is drawn from 
many functions in engineering 
and other departments. The num¬ 
ber of ‘on station’ personnel 
fluctuâtes between 15 and 40.” 

Mike Ross, flight test group 
engineer, is in overall charge of 
the Convair group at NOTS and 
is responsible for ail Convair 
testing. C. G. Sindelar is the 
résident field service engineer at 
présent, and is responsible for 
functions related to the assistance 
and coordination of Convair 
activities in the Navy Bureau of 
Ordnance évaluation program. 

Joan Raber has the distinc¬ 
tion of being the only woman 
on the Convair staff. Inciden- 
tally, she was recently married 
to Jack Raber, a Convair engi¬ 
neer at NOTS. 

The Convair working day be- 
gins at 7 a.m., and, with an hour 
for lunch, ends at 4 p.m. First 


event of the day is the “7:10 
meeting,” a briefing on the day’s 
activities, etc., usually presided 
over by Mike Ross. It is attended 
by ail Convair people on the sta¬ 
tion. 

NOTS is located in the Indian 
Wells Valley in the northern part 
of the Mojave Desert, approxi- 
mately 140 miles northwest of 
Pomona. Just outside the main 
gâte of the station is Ridgecrest, 
a busy town of approximately 
5,000. Mountain ranges surround 
the entire valley. 

In the summer the température 
frequently soars to well over 100 
degrees, and windstorms are fre¬ 
quent. A visitor’s first impres¬ 
sion of the area is not apt to be 
favorable—until he meets and 
talks to the people who work 
there. 

Then, if he keeps an open 
mind, he will usually find him- 


self becoming adapted to the life 
there in an amazingly short time. 

Mike Ross, incidentally, is a 
one-man chamber of commerce 
for the area. He has been there 
for eight years and says he 
wouldn’t want to live elsewhere. 
A brief tour of the area with 
Ross, accompanied by a running 
commentary, is usually enough to 
convince the most unbelieving. 

Lunch and a swim at the Offi¬ 
cers Club is a daily routine in the 
summer for many Convair people 
on the base. The club is also the 
center of many social activities 
and there are many private par¬ 
ties and opportunities for récréa¬ 
tion both on the station and off. 

The station offers a theater, 
bowling alley, a nine-hole golf 
course and a driving range, and 
many sports and hobby clubs. 
Many of these facilities are dup-

Industrial engineers are the 
“Gullivers” and their “Lilliput” 
is a scale model layout of major 
assembly areas (Buildings 2 and 
3) at Plant 2. 

Open at the top, the one-eighth 
scale model includes miniatures 
of ail machines and fixtures used 
in F-102 production. Even over- 
head crânes are made to cover 
only their normal range in vari- 
ous parts of each building. 

And everything is visible in 
that ail important third dimen¬ 
sion! 

“This added dimension helps 
us eliminate many ‘bugs’ which 
hide in drawings or blueprints,” 
said A. N. Ballard, chief of 


manufacturing planning and 
methods at Plant 2. “Too, the 
ease with which the layout can 
be rearranged helps us to ex- 
periment until we find the right 
answer to any problem.” 

Under construction for about 
three months, the layout is a com- 
bined effort of industrial engi¬ 
neers who designed it, plant engi- 
neering’s wood shop which made 
a number of the fixtures, the 
model shop that turned out plas¬ 
tic models and various factory 
and tooling departments who 
helped in a number of ways. 

Practically everything in the 
layout came from scrap materials. 
It is mounted on two discarded 
blackboards, the upper floors and 
doors are made of tinted plastic 
sheet, the pipes and tubing of 
medical swab sticks, the offices 
and rest rooms of wooden blocks, 
the tool cribs of screen wire and 
the crânes and building supports 
of aluminum. 

Ballard listed the layout’s ad- 
vantages over conventional draw¬ 
ings. Included were: more ac- 
curate planning since any change 
that can be accomplished on the 
model will obviously work in the 
shop; improving perspective by 
working out clearances of ob¬ 
stacles and projections on ma- 
chinery; determining utilization 
of floor space and the best pos¬ 
sible way of directing the flow 
of parts and materials within 
each area or department; and 
providing an accurate means of 
briefing. 

“We feel the layout has been a 
tremendous help and will be even 
more important in any future 
planning or changes brought 
about by the modem complexity 
of aircraft manufacturing,” Bal¬ 
lard added.

'Shake, Rattle and RolT of Flight 
Simulated With Test Rigs at FW 


Jive-happy teenagers across the 
country are dancing to a fast 
number called “Shake, Rattle and 
Roll.” 

The same words—shake, rattle 
and roll—hâve a definite—but 
different—meaning in Convair 
Fort Worth’s engineering test 
lab. At FW it’s known as vibra¬ 
tion, one of the problems that 
must be considered in the build¬ 
ing of any airplane because of the 
constant shake and motion in 
flight.

Plant Engineering 
At SD Ties up Lead 
In Safety Contest 

Plant engineering for the first 
time this year broke into the 
winner’s circle in the continuing 
safety contest at Convair SD 
during May, tying with three 
other functions for top honors. 

Supt. J. W. Vint and his plant 
engineering groups from both 
plants worked 200,190 manhours 
without an injury.

main hydraulic réservoir for the 
GRB-36. It’s done with a tank 
mounted in a huge framework 
that rocks and rolls about 18 
times a minute—as it might on a 
rough flight. 

As the tank rocks it also is 
shaken up and down about one- 
sixteenth of an inch 2,000 times a 
minute. 

Since the tank is almost full of 
a red liquid, any cracks that 
might develop during the 25-hour 
testing period are easily noticed 
as the bright liquid leaks out. 

Testing finished, the tank is re- 
moved, eut open and carefully 
examined for interior breaks. 

“If a tank can withstand a con- 
centrated test like this,” said Dr. 
N. H. Simpson, chief of engineer¬ 
ing test laboratories, “we feel 
sure it can take the constant vib¬ 
ration of high speed aircraft.” 

This same type of vibration is 
used to détermine the best type of 
fastener that might be used in 
production and test lab employées 
now are experimenting with a 
boit that needs no nut. Plans are 
to use it for structural panels on 
the wing of the B-58.

Convair Pomona’s Martin V. 
Kiebert has advice for those who 
enjoy good recorded music: never 
listen to a “high fidelity” repro¬ 
duction System unless prepared to 
pay the price. 

The odds are high that anyone 
with a discerning ear will never 
again be satisfied with a conven- 
tional record player, once he has 
been exposed to ‘hi fi,’ ” Kiebert 
said. “The price will usually be 
a ‘hi fi’ System of his own, if and 
when he can afford it. And, there 
hope for even the most budget 
minded in this respect. 

“Unless a person has an ex- 
ceptionally critical ear, the cost of 
hi fi’ need not be prohibitive,” 
he continued. “A workable Sys¬ 
tem can he built from pre-assem- 
bled components for as little as 
$135, and this cost can be eut 
down even more if the person 
buys kits or parts and assembles 
them himself. 

“But on the other hand, if the 
listener is a perfectionist he 
can spend hundreds of dollars 
and perhaps never be complete- 
ly satisfied with his installa¬ 
tion. The cost is entirely up to 
the individual.” 

Kiebert is currently assisting 
with the organization of a “hi fi” 
club at Convair Pomona. Mem- 
bership is open to ail employées 
interested in better reproduction 
of recorded music. Members will 
exchange information and assist 
each other in building “hi fi” Sys¬ 
tems. There are no requirements 
or restrictions for membership, 
but elementary knowledge of elec- 
tronics and the ability to follow 
simple radio circuits will be help- 
ful.

'Hi-Fi' Expert Warns: Don't Listen 
Unless Willing to be Trapped!

High fidelity, as the name im¬ 
plies, is an electronics System 
that faithfully reproduces record¬ 
ed—or broadeast—matter. 

“Listening to good ‘hi fi’ is 
about the closest approach to sit- 
ting tenth row center at a musi¬ 
cal event,” Kiebert said. 

This is usually accomplished by 
the use of a larger and better- 
design speaker System, the use of 
a record turntable or tape record¬ 
er with a more constant speed, 
and the sélection of other com¬ 
ponents with more adéquate cir¬ 
cuits. 

Kiebert, who is assistant to the 
chief engineer — technical at 
Pomoma, first became interested 
in “hi fi” while working as a 
technician and organist for a 
Portland, Ore., radio station in 
1931. As a musician he wasn’t 
satisfied with the available 
methods of music reproduction, 
and as an engineer he set out to 
do something about the problem. 
He has been interested in the 
subject both professionally and 
as a hobby ever since. 

About a dozen articles on vari- 
ous phases of “hi fi,” written by 
Kiebert, hâve been published, and 
he is responsible for many de- 
velopments and improvements in 
circuits, etc. He designed and 
directed construction of the first 
high fidelity broadeasting station 
in the Pacific Northwest (KIRO, 
Seattle). 

Kiebert also has a word of 
warning to prospective “hi fi” 
enthusiasts. Hi fi at its best is 
necessarily louder than conven- 
tional Systems, and it is wise, 
in the case of the married fan, 
to hâve a clear understanding 
of this fact with the wife.

'Sewing With Staples' Adds Greater Résistance 
To Firewall Curtains Produced at FW

A stitch in time will save a lot 
more than nine—if the stitch is a 
staple. 

That’s the thinking now at Con¬ 
vair Fort Worth when it cornes 
to making aircraft firewall cur¬ 
tains doubly safe. 

New machines put into opera¬ 
tion recently in the finishing de¬ 
partment actually stitch Staples 
instead of r e g u 1 a r sewing 
machine-type stitches. 

“The machines hâve a very de¬ 
finite purpose,” said George Allen 
of finishing department. “They 
provide a sort of fire insurance 
for firewall curtains. 

“If a fire breaks out, fabric 
stitches last but a minute. But 
the fire would hâve to be plenty 
hot to melt Steel. By stitching 
these curtains with Staples, we 
make them as fire proof as we 
can.” 

The machines operate like an 
ordinary sewing machine with one 
exception. They hâve no bobbin. 

Operators feed the stainless 
Steel curtains under the presser 
foot. In the meantime, a stainless 


Steel wire is going through other 
mechanism above the presser foot. 

The wire is eut to the proper 
length, embedded in the material 
and the ends turned down so the 
stitch locks like a staple—ail 
automatically. 

The stitchers were designed for 
Convair Fort Worth for work on 
SAM-SAC B-36 work, and on 
spécial development projects now 
under way.

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Share Owners Voting 
On Stromberg-Carlson 


Union With Dynamics 


Merger of Stromberg-Carlson Company of Rochester, 
N.Y., into General Dynamics Corporation was being voted 
on by share owners this week, following approval about 
two months ago by directors of both companies. 

In announcing the proposed 
union, John Jay Hopkins, chair- 
man and president of General 
Dynamics, called it a major move 
by General Dynamics to broaden 
its base of operations in the elec- 
tronic field. 


In point of years, Stromberg- 
Carlson is junior in the General 
Dynamics group only to Elec¬ 
tric Boat Division (startecl in 
1880). Stromberg-Carlson was 
founded in 1894 by two Swedish 
immigrants who pooled $500 
apiece and went into business 
in Chicago to manufacture a 
better téléphoné. 

Now, more than 60 years later, 
Stromberg-Carlson is a leader in 
electronics and communications 
equipment with products ranging 
from complicated téléphoné 
switchboards and Sound equip¬ 
ment for large concerns to radio 
and télévision sets and high fi- 
delity record players. 

These products were unheard 
of when Stromberg-Carlson got 
off to its start but they did well 
enough until 1902 when a Ro¬ 
chester, N. Y., group induced the 
founders to move to a new plant 
in that city. Both later returned 
to Chicago, however, Stromberg 
eventually giving his name and 
financing to another concern, a 
manufacturer of carburetors. 

Meanwhile, Stromberg-Carlson 
grew, partly by acquisition of a 
large part of the American Elec¬ 
tric Co. of Chicago in 1909 and 
in 1916 the téléphoné business of 
the Garford Manufactui'ing Co. of 
Elyria, Ohio. By World War I 
Stromberg-Carlson was a firm to 
be considered and played a rôle 
in national defense, supplying 
equipment for artillery spotting, 
field phones and camp switch¬ 
boards in France. 

It was over Stromberg-Carlson 
equipment that the world heard 
of developments at the Versailles 
peace conférence. 

(Many years later the same 
was true of the Nuremberg trials; 
and bluejackets of the USS Mis¬ 
souri heard via Stromberg-Carl- 


Stromberg-Carlson brings a 
boost in the “féminine vote” to 
General Dynamics. 

Of Stromberg-Carlson’s ap- 
proximately 5,200 employées, 49 
per cent are wornen, while at 
Convair San Diego and Convair

more than 9 per cent. 


son Sound equipment an account 
of the Japanese surrender on 
their flagship’s decks.) 

Until 1920 the company manu- 
factured téléphonés and switch¬ 
boards exclusively. But the ap- 
pearance and growth of radio 
brought expansion into headsets 
and attendant items. In 1927 the 
first Stromberg-Carlson home 
radio went on the market and 12 
years later the first télévision set. 

In 1927 Stromberg-Carlson pur- 
chased the pioneer Rochester 
radio station, WHAM. It is now 
one of the nation’s most power- 
ful (50,000 watts). A sister sta¬ 
tion, WHFM, appeared in 1939 
and in 1949 WHAM-TV brought 
that area its first télévision pro- 
grams. The latter’s studio is 
housed in Rochester Radio City, 
adjacent to the company’s main 
plant. 

Currently, Stromberg-Carlson’s 
main plant and offices are on a 
48-acre plot, with its own high- 
way, “Carlson Road.” Supple- 
mented by several other buildings 
in Rochester, there is a total of 
750,000 square feet of manufac- 
turing space. 

In addition, Stromberg-Carlson 
has a manufacturing branch at 
Dallas, Tex. (which manufactures 
electronic wire carrier equipment) 
and an investment in Electronics 
Controls Systems Inc. of Los 
Angeles, Calif. (engaged in elec¬ 
tronic development work). Also, 
there are branch sales offices at 
Atlanta, Kansas City, Chicago, 
San Francisco.

Texas Civil Defense Drill Frightening 
Even Though It s Only For Practice 


Convair Fort Worth’s civil de¬ 
fense coordinator, C. E. Doering, 
made a day-long personal inspec¬ 
tion of Texas civil defense ef¬ 
forts June 15 during the nation- 
wide “Operation Alert.” 

This is his account: 

“It was a bright and sunny 
June afternoon. The city of Hous¬ 
ton was crowded with people 
doing routine things on a routine 
day. 

“A few seconds later 287,000 
people were ‘dead’: 176,000 were 


First of New R4Y Airplanes For 
Navy Leaves Factory For Flight 


First flight of a new tri-pur- 
pose cargo transport—the R4Y-1 
—being built for the U. S. Navy 
was scheduled for early this week 
at Convair San Diego. 

Designed to carry cargo, pas- 
sengers or patients, the twin- 
engine transport is the first of a 
fleet of 36 airplanes now under 
construction. 

While containing most of the 
features of the Convair-Liner 
Model 340, the R4Y-1 has a num- 
ber of new innovations including 
a 120-inch cargo door which can 
be opened either horizontally or 
vertically for ease in loading and 
unloading and reinforced plastic- 
covered flooring of extruded mag¬ 
nésium which can support 300 


pounds per square foot. 

As a passenger ship the plane 
can accommodate 44 passengers 
in removable seats which can be 
faced either forward or rearward. 
Seats are interchangeable with 
those in the Convair-built R3Y 
turboprop transport. Twenty- 
seven litter patients can be car- 
ried at one time. 

The first ship was factory 
completed June 9 and finished 
field operations phases late last 
week. Following a flight test pe 
riod, the first ship is tentatively 
scheduled for présentation to the 
Navy July 20. 

Meanwhile, additional R4Y-ls 
are moving toward completion on 
the final assembly line in Build¬ 
ing 2, Plant 1.

He’s Maj. Lyle D. Crawford. 


And he has a double-barreled job 
at Kelly Air Force Base, San 
Antonio, Tex. 

He directs the crews that serv¬ 
ice and maintain the two Convair- 
built turboprop-powered YC-131C 
airplanes. And he also flies them. 
So he could be expected to know 
the good points—and the bad—■ 
both from the standpoint of 
ground crews and flight crews. 

He makes no bones about it: 
“I love ’em.” 

Besides his time in the YC- 
131Cs, Crawford previously has 
logged about 7,000 military flight 
hours, plus 1,500 in civilian craft. 
A good portion of it has been 
four-engine time. 

Major Crawford this month 
was one of six AF pilots who 
hâve each racked up more than 
100 hours in the air in the new 
planes. They are twin-engine 
Convair 340s built at Convair 
San Diego and modified at 
Convair Fort Worth to use new 
turbine engines driving pro- 
pellers.

Maj. Mortensen has been at 
Convair for two years. During 
1953 he worked with Dr. R. N. 
Little in Convair Fort Worth’s 
nuclear physics group, and last 
year was assigned to the WADC- 
ANP office. 

During the second World War, 
Maj. Mortensen was assigned to 
Tarrant Field, now Carswell AFB, 
as an instructor in Convair-built 
B-24 and B-32 bombers. 


AU 
fly in the test program directed 
by the 1700th Test Squadron 
Commander, Lt. Col. Samuel C. 
Burgess, a 14,000-hour pilot. 

Military Air Transport service 
crews at Kelly had the two planes 
in the air a total of 275 hours 
during May. 

This was the best monthly rec¬ 
ord to date. It was made despite 
the fact that the hurry-up engine- 
test program requires that crews 
remove the engines every 100 
hours of flight. Each YT-53-A3 
engine then is sent back to the 
Allison factory, where it is torn 
down and minutely inspected to 
see what improvements might be 
possible. (This is standard pro¬ 
cedure in testing new type power 
plants.) 

One of the planes was de- 
livered to Kelly on Jan. 20, the 
other on Jan. 22. They flew 39 
hours in January, 73 in Febru- 
ary, 103 in March, 97 in April 
and 275 in May. 

That, with previous Air Force 
flying, gives the two 131s a 
total of almost 800 hours AF 
time. 

Those hours in the air are 
spent in flights to such spots as 
Indianapolis, Travis AF Base, 
Mobile, Ala., Albuquerque—and 
so on. 

Best record logged by one of 
the planes in a 24-hour period 
was 19 hours and 15 minutes. 
Best record logged by one plane 
in a calendar day was 15 hours 
and 15 minutes. 

“Considering that this is a new 
engine—and the first installation 
of the engine in a plane,” said 
Crawford, “we’re proud of the 
record the YC-131Cs hâve made. 

“But we’ve got more to shoot 
at. Our goal now is to put in 
3,000 hours in the air by the end 
of January, 1956.” 

Convair’s interests in the AF’s 
YC-131C test program are moni- 
tored by D. S. Dixon, from San 
Diego’s service engineering dé¬ 
partaient. For coordination, the 
program is also followed closely 
by W. A. Clegem, manager, and 
J. J. Walden of Convair’s San 
Antonio field offices.

The 
city of El Paso evacuated 4,000 
cars from downtown in 15 min¬ 
utes. 

“We may be called on to do 
the same thing here some day. 
Fort Worth is a critical area be-

A télévision 
repeater station on a peak South¬ 
west of the station helps bring 
in ail Los Angeles stations, and 
réception is usually good. 

Fishing is good at the Kern 
River north of the station, and 
in the winter the excellent 
skiing areas in the High Sierras 
are only a few hours away. And 
the area is a paradise for rock- 
hounds and amateur pros- 
pecters. 

Most Convair people are as¬ 
signed to the station for short 
periods, ranging from a few day' 
to several weeks. They usually 
live in motels in Ridgecrest—• 
there are several good ones—or 
occasionally in the bachelor offi- 
cer quarters on the station, if 
space is available. 

At présent, however, seven 
Convair men are residing more or 
less permanently in the area with 
their families. Mike Ross and 
John Hamaker live in Desert 
Park, a government housing Proj¬ 
ect near the station, while Tom 
Flaherty, Doug Gunter, D. J. 
Hatfield, Milt Crummer and Jack 
and Joan Raber live in Ridgecrest.

Flight Testing 

A refined and improved 
version of the GRB-36 air- 
craft carrier was ready this 
week to sail into a new sériés 
of flight tests at Convair 
Fort Worth. 

Ail the aircraft carrier 
needs, in fact, is this: an 
airplane to carry. 

And that airplane, a combat- 
ready RF-84F jet fighter, is ex- 
pected momentarily at Fort 
Worth. 

Its arrivai will mark the first 
time a tactical RF-84F gets into 
the flight test act at Convair 
FW. Earlier tests used the 
F-84F prototype which served 
as a model for the later fighters. 

Modernization department 
crews reported the improved 
GRB-36 is B-36 No. 120 made 
over into the aerial “landing 
strip” which can both launch 
and retrieve the parasite in mid- 
air. It was ready for final ser- 
vicing as soon as the Republic 
RF-84F, being supplied by the 
Air Force, arrives. 

Flight department, likewise, is 
ready, according to Manager B.

Convair s Coleman Named 
For World Air Award 

The winner of the 1955 Harmon International Avia¬ 
tion Award is J. F. (Skeets) Coleman of Convair San 
Diego. 

The award is tantamount to designating Coleman as 
the year’s outstanding aviator. 

Coleman, pilot of Convair’s 
XFY-1 (Pogo), was honored 
for “outstanding contributions 
to the field of vertical takeoff 
and landing of combat fighter 
aircraft having high speeds in 
horizontal flight.” 

Coleman has been intimately 
associated with the Convair ver¬ 
tical takeoff airplane, built for 
the U.S. Navy, ever since its 
early flights in a “tethering rig” 
at Moffett Field, San Francisco. 

Following this early test pro¬ 
gram, he made the first vertical 
to horizontal transition with the 
airplane Nov. 2 of last year. 

Until recently, when Pilot John 
Knebel started checkout, Cole¬ 
man had been the only man to 
fly the airplane. 

A war vétéran and a lieuten¬ 
ant colonel in the U.S. Marine 
Corps Reserve, Coleman joined 
Convair in June, 1962, with more 
than 12 years of commercial and 
m i 1 i t a r y flying behind him. 

Learning that Convair was at 
work on a radically new VTO 
airplane, Coleman promptly ap- 
plied for the job of project test 


pilot. There were no textbooks 
and no precedent to go on, so to 
learn the sensation of vertical 
takeoff he practiced in six dif¬ 
ferent Navy helicopters. Also, 
because the XFY-1 would be 
able to fly like a fighter, he 
practiced in Navy and Air Force 
jet interceptors. 

He made the first tethered 
flight with the airplane at Mof¬ 
fett Field last summer and on 
Aug. 1, 1954 took off for the 
first time without benefit of the 
tethering rig. Following the air- 
plane’s return to Brown Field 
(Continued on Page 2)

Deltas Corne 
And Go at SD 

Delta-wing F-102As were Corn¬ 
ing and going at Convair San 
Diego last week with the depar- 
ture of the second production 
F-102A and the return of the sec¬ 
ond YF-102 for additional work. 

Rex Warden, Convair test pilot, 
flew away the second production 
F-102A (the first was trucked to 
Edwards AFB) July 7, bound for 
Convair’s facility at Palmdale 
where it will be tested prior to 
acceptance by the Air Force. 

Meanwhile, R. L. Johnson, chief 
test pilot on the F-102 program, 
returned the second YF-102 to 
San Diego from Edwards for in¬ 
spection and préparation of the 
airplane for acceptance. The sec¬ 
ond YF-102 was flown success- 
fully Jan. 11, 1954 by E. D. Shan- 
non, chief of experimental flight, 
at Edwards. Since then it has 
logged over 100 hours of flight 
time in more than 160 flights. 

Many Convair SD employées 
who witnessed the departure of 
the production F-102A got their 
first view of two F-102s in the 
air at the same time. J. M. Fitz- 
patrick, Convair test pilot, flew 
another YF-102 down from Palm¬ 
dale to act as chase plane and 
streaked across Lindbergh Field 
just as Warden lifted the F-102A 
from the runways. 


First R4Y Transport 
In Flight Testing 

Convair’s first R4Y-1 cargo 
transport built for the U. S. Navy 
was in the final stages of flight 
testing this week awaiting cus- 
tomer acceptance scheduled for 
July 20. 

Meanwhile, the second of a fleet 
of 36 airplanes being turned out 
for the Navy was factory com- 
pleted July 7 and turned over to 
field operations.

Maj. Fleef Honored 
As Aviation Pioneer 

Major Reuben H. Fleet (USA, 
ret.), founder of Consolidated 
Aircraft (which later became 
Convair), was honored last 
month at the Fifth International 
Aeronautical Conférence in Los 
Angeles. The pioneer aircraft 
manufacturer was cited for his 
many contributions to aviation. 


Bill Hedden is the first to ad¬ 
mit that he’s one of the “laziest” 
men at Convair Fort Worth. 

And because he is, Hedden, a 
senior service engineer, spends 
most of his spare time working 
hard to find better—and easier— 
ways of doing things. 

That he’s had better than aver¬ 
age success is évident from a 
number of devices, procedures and 
tools he’s developed. Much of the 
development work was done in 
his well equipped home work shop 
at Riverside. 

“When you corne up with an 
idea that does a job better,” he 
says, “you almost always find 
that it’s also easier. Or maybe 


Ogle’s prize-winning exhibit 
centered around a 75-inch Fiber¬ 
glas model of the Convair F-102 
with a 58-inch wingspan. While 
only the airframe was entered 
in the exhibit, the unique model 
will be completed in the near 
future as a radio controlled fly- 
ing model powered by a dyna 
jet engine. 

JET PROTECTION 

The model contains many of 
the characteristics of its Air 
Force counterpart including a 
remarkable insulation s h r o u d 
made of sheet asbestos, alumi- 
num foil and sheet aluminum to 
protect the airframe from the 
heat generated by the jet engine. 

Completed, Ogle expects his 
F-102 to weigh about 25 pounds 
and to be capable of speeds be- 
tween 50 and 60 miles per hour. 

His project took about six 
months to complété and called 
for about 600 pounds of plaster 
in assembling molds for the 
fuselage and wings which are 
only one-sixteenth of an inch in 
thickness. However, Ogle can 
now turn out replacement parts 
in a matter of minutes by using 
the molds. 

Ogle believes his will be the 
first jet-powered Fiberglas 
model ever to fly with radio Con¬ 
trols.

something that you couldn’t do 
at ail before. ...” 

One example is a gage which 
Hedden developed to measure the 
depth of scratches on—say—a 
piece of aluminum destined to be 
part of an aircraft skin. 

“We always knew,” he said, 
“that if the scratch wasn’t too 
deep, we could salvage the skin. 
But we didn’t hâve a quick and 
easy way of figuring out how 
deep the scratches were.” 

Hedden’s scratch depth gage 
does the trick. 

He perfected a tiny device that 
is placed over the scratch. A fine 
pointed needle at the base of the 
gage gives the depth of the 
scratch on a dial with readings 
to the nearest five thousandths of 
an inch. 

“A gage like this—or some¬ 
thing that does the same thing— 
is virtually a must in aircraft 
production,” says Hedden. “Be¬ 
cause you can’t use the skins if 
the scratches are too deep—and 
if you don’t know how deep they 
are you may be discarding skins 
that would work perfectly well.” 

The scratch depth gage is only 
one of Hedden’s many ideas. 

Others are an automatic hard- 
ness testing machine, an auto¬ 
matic soldering iron control, a 
fuel mixture throttle position in- 
dicator, a waste gâte position 
indicator, two different methods 
for propeller pitch position indica- 
tors, a deep throated thickness 
gage, a piston position indicator, 
a method of receiving color TV, 
a circuit and Controls analyzer, an 
automatic circuit analyzer, and 
an automatic harness analyzer. 

How does an inventor go about 
inventing ? 

“Well, you don’t just sit down 
and say, ‘Fin going to invent 
something,’ ” said Hedden. 
“Usually it starts with an idea 
—because you’ve seen some¬ 
thing being done the hard way. 

“You think—‘there must be an 
easier way to get the job done.’ 
It might take a long time to rea- 
son out a way to do the job bet¬ 
ter. 

“Then ail of a sudden it hits 
you. And you wonder why you 
didn’t think of it before.” 

This is only half the work. The 
rest is to find a way to make the 
invention work. To do this, Hed¬ 
den has an elaborate workshop 
set up in his home in Riverside. 
It has ail types of précision meas- 
uring equipment and electronic 
devices. 

There’s just one problem Hed¬ 
den hasn’t been able to work out 
though—complété originality. 

“It seems no matter what you 
think of — someone else has 
thought of it before,” he said. 
“The consolation is—maybe your 
idea is a little bit better.”

trapeze operator to iierform the 
latching and unlatching. 

They also are designed to im- 
prove the performance of the 
GRB-36 while it carries the RF- 
84F almost enclosed within the 
bomb bay section. 

The tests will be conducted 
under ail conditions which the 
GRB and jet plane pilots might 
face in actual combat. These 
will include launching and re- 
trieving in day or night in ail 
weather and at various altitudes. 

One of the most intriguing 
—to the layman—is making 
such a “landing in the sky” in 
total darkness. And it has 
been done—and will be done 
again in the new tests. 

As explained by Erickson, the 
pilots of the two planes agréé 
via radio to meet at a certain 
point at a certain altitude. When 
the fighter locates the GRB, the 
fighter pilot lines up his plane 
by watching the formation lights 
on the larger plane. 

The interior of the bomb bay 
section of the GRB is lighted, 


and a spécial light points to the 
trapeze mechanism which the 
fighter pilot must engage. While 
adequately lighted for the pur- 
pose, the lighting is at the same 
time designed to provide as little 
help as possible to enemy ships 
which might happen to be in the 
neighborhood. In other respects, 
the night-time operation is like 
any other. 

Convair hopes to make ar¬ 
rangements with the Air 
Force to return earlier GRB- 
36s to Fort Worth. They 
would then be altered to take 
advantage of ail the latest im- 
provements, including the new 
type trapeze and bomb bay 
fairing doors. 

Basic aim of the GRB-36 pro¬ 
gram, as expressed by the Ail- 
Force, is to supply long-range 
and high speed reconnaissance 
with high chances that ail per¬ 
sonnel ’ and equipment could re¬ 
turn safely to base. 

First GRB-36s put into action 
by the Air Force are in the 99th 
Strategie Reconnaissance Wing 
at Fairchild AF Base i 
Spokane, Wash. They are team 
ed with the RF-84F jet fighters 
of the 91st Strategie Reconnais¬ 
sance Squadron at Great Falls 
AF Base, Montana (Convairiety, 
March 23, 1955).

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Review of Convair Aircraft Since '23 Reflects March of Aviation 

Flying Boats 
Loomed Large 
In Early Days 

Approximately 100 dif¬ 
ferent types of aircraft hâve 
been built by Convair since 
the first wood, métal and 
fabric TW-3 was put to- 
gether at East Greenwich, 

R.I. back in 1923, soon after 
Consolidated Aircraft was 
-formed. 

Most of these planes are 
shown in the accompanying 
“genealogy of Convair air¬ 
craft” recently brought up to 
date in this novel form by the 
general drafting section of en¬ 
gineering at Convair SD. Al- 
though restricted to our 
planes, the présentation is a 
graphie reminder of the march 
of aviation over the years. 

Of the earlier planes, few 
were built in the numbers as- 
sociated with modem production. 

The TW-3s, for example, num-

miral” of 1926. A 20-passenger 
version of the same ship, known 
as the “Commodores,” kept the 
company in business during the 
dark days of the dépréssion. A 
tri-motored seaplane called the 
XP2Y-1 followed and then the 
P2Y sériés and finally the XP3Y 
prototype of the famed “Cata- 
lina” (PBY) airplanes that blaz- 
ed the way for Convair’s vast 
wartime production 10 years 
later. Four-engined “Coronado” 
seaplanes followed still later. 

Another significant air- 
plane destined for a big 
future was the XB-24, de- 
veloped f r o m drawing 
board to first flight in 
just nine months. Some 
14,000 aircraft based on 
this design were produced 
during the war years and 
the Air Force alone had 17 
versions. 

Convair’s B-32 “Dominator” 
hit the Pacific war zones just 
before the fall of Japan. Con- 
sidered the very latest in heavy 
bombers, the B-32 gave way to 
the B-36 two years later. Today, 
the huge bombers still hold a key 
position in our defense forces in- 
cluding a later version (GRB-36) 
which can launch and retrieve a 
jet fighter in flight. 

Ail in ail, Convair di¬ 
vision set a remarkable 
pace for the aircraft in- 
dustry during World War 
II, turning out 28,000 com- 
pleted aircraft and ap¬ 
proximately 5,000 more in 
the form of spares. 
Commercially, Convair dates 
its aircraft back to early “Fleet- 
sters,” eight-passenger $ h i p s 
which also served as private 
planes and mail carriers. The 
Convair-Liner sériés (240 and 
340) came into world prominence 
following the war. 

Private flying remembers Con¬ 
vair products from early models 
of the “Fleet” (some are still 
flying) through the most popular 
private plane of the post-war 
period—the Stinson Voyager. 

War planes bearing the Con¬ 
vair trademark hâve served the 
armed forces from the early 
XBY-1 dive bombers through the 
P-30 and the P-66 pursuit planes 
built for the Chinese. The A-35 
“Vengeance” dive bomber was 
also a record maker. 

Liaison and observation air¬ 
craft hâve been important Con¬ 
vair products at various times 
from the days of the 0-19

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through others to the L-5 “Fly¬ 
ing Jeep” of the war years and 
the post-war L-13. 

Many Convair models 
were experimental and 
n e v e r advanced beyond 
test flights, such as the 
Model 39 a i r 1 i n e r, a 
double - decked passenger 
carrier, the XP-81 equip- 
ped with both a turbo- 
prop engine and a pure jet 
engine, and the XB-46, a 
then modernistic four- 
engine jet bomber. 

Some experimental planes were 
the forerunners of highly suc- 
cessful production models. The 


XF-92A was the world’s first 
delta wing aircraft. From its 
delta design came the current F- 
102 interceptors, the XF2Y-1 
“Sea Dai't” and in part the XFY- 


1 “Pogo.” The XP5Y-1 was the 
original airplane from which the 
R3Y “Tradewind” and the R3Y- 

2 “bow loader” was developed.

19-Year-Old Notice at SD Recalled 


Nineteen years ago this month 
(July 15, 1936) R. H. Fleet, then 
president of Consolidated Air¬ 
craft Corp. posted this notice: 

“We take pleasure in an- 
nouncing receipt of an award of 
51 flying boats from the U.S. 
Navy, aggregating a total of 
$5,485,115. 

“Fifty of these boats are the 
same model as the 60 flying 


boats now in production. This 
order means that we hâve on 
our books the largest amount of 
unfilled business in our his- 
tory . . . 

“Of the 50 pursuit ships we 
hâve been building for the 
U.S. Army, 48 hâve already 
been delivered and the balance 
will be completed by the end 
of this month . . .” 


might well be proving ideas that 
will be included on future air¬ 
craft like the C-131C turboprop 
transport and the C-131B elec- 
tronic test bed. 

Other ideas turned out to be 
real muséum pièces, like the XP- 
54, a pusher type fighter with an 
elevator for entering and leaving 
the cockpit, (this meehanism also 
served as a catapult in emergen- 
cies) ; a pusher-type personal 
plane that looked like an auto 
(Model 111); and even a “Flying 
Auto” for highways and sky- 
ways.

Collector Solves Rock Storage 
Problem by Building a ’House 


Convair Pomona’s Randy Wills 
(Dept. 6) recently discovered a 
fact that most ardent rockhounds 
realize sooner or later. Collecting 
stones is a fascinating hobby, but 
over a period of time they tend 
to accumulate at an alarming 
rate. 

But unlike many rockhounds, 
who either throw or give away 
less désirable specimens, Wills 
found a use for his. He built a 
house with them. 

The “house” is approximately 
14 inches long, about 10 inches 
wide, and 10 or 11 inches high. It 
is complété with fireplace, flower 
gardens and lawn, is equipped 
with a well, and even has a couple 
of “chickens”—natural formations 
of chalcedony—in the yard. 

“I got the idea for the house 
last Christmas when I ivas 
making a gingerbread house,” 
Wills said. “It took about 80 
hours to build, working at 
around three hours at a stretch. 
Each stone was fitted for its 
particular place, in the same 
manner that real stone houses 
are built.” 

Shingles on the house, as well 
as the door and window frames, 
are made of petrified wood. Wall s 
are made of jasper, agate, rhodo- 
nite, opal, fire opal, and many 
other types of stone. Grass in the 
yard is made of ground actinolite 
and green opal, and the path to 
the front door is of ground jas¬ 
per, as is the “soil” in the flower 
gardens. 


Flowers in the garden are for¬ 
mations of amethyst, and the en- 
tire house is mounted on plate 
glass. Only three pièces of wood 
are used in construction, and they 
are the rafters. Ail of the stones 
used in the house were collected 
by Wills on field trips to the 
Mojave desert. 

Wills first became interested in 
rockhounding about two years 
ago, and has been a member of 
the CRA Rockhounds at Pomona 
since shortly after he joined the 
company about a year ago. He 
now has his own lapidary shop, 
and he is also making a movie of 
his field trips to the desert.

Germany-Bound 


Convair Design Engineer Wins 
Trip Abroad With $1 Glider 


From Fort Worth, Texas, to 
Frankfurt, Germany, and return. 
Ail for $1! 

That’s the story Jesse Shep¬ 
herd, Convair Fort Worth design 
engineer, can tell this week. 

Shepherd will go to Ger¬ 
many this fall on a “ticket” 
he won with a glider he built 
for $1. 

The glider—and Shepherd’s 
model skill—won him a place in 
international model plane com¬ 
pétition to be held Sept. 3-5 in 
Germany. Shepherd will go as 
an alternate or “proxy” flyer. 
Transportation will be provided 
free by the U.S. Air Force.

XC-99 Sets Another Record With 
212 Passengers on Trip to FW 


The XC-90 set another record 
this month on a “routine” trip to 
Convair Fort Worth. It was a 
new passenger-carrying record 
for .land-based planes. 

The Air Force transport landed 
at Convair July 12 with 212 pen¬ 
sons aboard—college Air Force 
ROTC students in summer camp 
at Kelly Air Force Base. 

(On the flight, only the upper 
deck of the double-decked trans¬ 
port was used. Actually, the Con¬ 
vair built ship has a design ca- 
pacity of 400 passengers.) 

After inspecting Convair, the 
cadets flew back to San Antonio 
that afternoon. 

An experimental transport ver¬ 
sion of the B-36, the XC-99 for 
the past five years has been haul- 
ing high priority cargo for the 
Air Force in an extensive évalua¬ 
tion program. 

During that time, it has set at 
least 21 international records for 
cargo-carrying aircraft. It once 


hauled a payload of 104,000 
pounds. 

The transport has logged 5,000 
hours in the air, believed to be an 
all-time record for an experimen¬ 
tal airplane. 


He won his place in régional 
glider flying compétition. 

Although a vétéran of many 
years of model building and fly¬ 
ing, this is the first time for 
Shepherd to move into inter¬ 
national circles. 

Shepherd’s job at the inter¬ 
national meet will be to serve 
as an alternate for the four-man 
team representing the United 
States. Or he may be chosen to 
fly a plane of some other coun- 
try unable to send their own en¬ 
trants. 

(Models are Shepherd’s first 
love—both on the job and off. At 
Convair FW he works on re- 
search models for wind tunnel 
tests.) 

During the régional finals held 
in Arlington, Texas, this month, 
Shepherd’s glider soared out of 
sight. 

Friends, strategically sta- 
tioned in cars, finally spotted 
the wayward glider. But not 
before a cow had nuinched a 
good part of the wing. 

“It was a lost cause,” said 
Shepherd, “but luckily I had an¬ 
other plane with me so I could 
finish the meet.” 

The ship that Shepherd flew 
was made of balsa and a Japa- 
nese made tissue—similar to 
tissue wrapping paper—but con- 
siderably stronger. It had a 60- 
inch wing span. 

For the uninitiated, gliders are 
launched at the end of a string 
as are lûtes. The flyer runs un- 
til the plane is airborne. Then 
it’s at the fate of the winds. 

“It usually does ail right—un- 
less, of course, you hit a down- 
ward air current. 

“Otherwise, a glider will stay 
up almost indefinitely, unless 
you control it,” said Shepherd. 

Contrçlling the glider is rela- 
tively simple. A spécial fuse is 
built in the tail of the ship. The 
fuse burns a string that holds 
the tail. When the tail goes 
down, the plane floats down like 
a parachute. 

Most flights are planned for 
about three minutes. But if 
something happens to the fuse— 
and the tail doesn’t drop—the 
plane may stay up for hours and 
wind up miles and miles away. 

“Then you start building an¬ 
other plane,” said Shepherd. “Or 
get yourself a new hobby.”

the 200-ton bombers are put on 
jacks and the entire main land¬ 
ing gear—weighing a total of 
about 13,500 pounds—is re- 
moved by modernization de- 
partment crews. 

Then it’s moved by a crâne 
car to the Dept. 50 landing gear 
shop in the assembly building. 

Dept. 50 crews completely dis- 
mantle the gear. Every remov- 
ahle part is taken off. And 
everything that cornes apart is 
taken apart. 

“We inspect the tires,” said 
Bill Govett, final assembly fore- 
man, “to make sure they’re in 
good shape. If they pass the test 
we store them until we’re ready 
to put them hack on the gear.” 

In the meantime the gear un- 
dergoes a sériés of operations. 
The wheels are inspected. Brakes 
are dismantled. 

While this work goes on, crews 
take the bearings apart and in¬ 
spect them. Usable bearings get 
a thorough greasing before 
they’re reassembled and rein- 
stalled. 

“Dept. 74 crews step in next 
and cover the gear with a coat 
of rust repellant paint,” said 
Govett. “Then we’re ready to 
put everything back together 
aeain.”

First facilities under construc¬ 
tion are trap and skeet ranges 
and a small bore rifle range.

SD Establishes 
New Mark For 
Safety in 1955 

Convair San Diego employées had topped ail previous 
1955 safety records at the close of the last work week 
(Sunday, Aug. 7) and this week set their sights on bet- 
tering an all-time post-war safety mark set in 1954. 
Through Aug. 7, 52 days hâve 


been worked without a lost time 
accident, representing some 
6,088,108 manhours. (An individ- 
ual working a 40-hour week, 52 
weeks per year, would hâve to 
labor 3,044 years for a like num¬ 
ber of manhours.) 

If the safety record continues 
through the current work week, 
which ends Aug. 14, then the post- 
war record of 59 days (7,694,532 
manhours) posted in 1954 will be 
equaled. Current figures show the 
plant Works approximately 
117,079 manhours daily. 

The current period has bettered 
by some nine days and 1,000,000 
manhours the best 1955 mark 
posted to date which ended in 
March. 

In compiling total manhour fig¬ 
ures some remarkable departmen- 
tal safety figures were uncovered, 
revealing no less than 28 depart- 
ments that hâve worked more

John Jay Hopkins, board chair- 
man and president of General 
Dynamics Corporation, of which 
Convair is a division, said his 
organization is “particularly 
pleased” to hâve the opportunity 
to construct the Lovelace medical 
reactor.

Air Force Orders New Model 340s 
For Service With SAC and MATS 


The Air Force has ordered ten 
cargo-personnel versions of the 
model 340. 

The twin-engine airplanes, 
similar to the 36 R4Y-1 cargo- 
personnel-litter planes being pro- 
duced at San Diego for the U. S. 
Navy, will be delivered to the 
Strategie Air Command and the 
Military Air Transport Service, 
beginning in July, 1956, and ex- 
tending through October. Sound 
and speed improvements recently 
developed by Convair for the 
Model 340 will be incorporated. 

Three planes to go to SAC will 
be designated TC-131Es. Six of 
the seven for MATS will be de¬ 
signated RC-131Fs and one will 
be called an RC-131G. They will 
be put to a variety of military 
uses. 

The order for the ten air¬ 
planes, spares, tools and ground 


handling equipment is expected 
to approximate $8,500,000. 

Like the R4Y-ls, the Air Force 
airplanes will hâve a specially 
stressed floor of extruded mag¬ 
nésium that can withstand a 
load of 300 pounds per square 
foot. There will be a 10-foot 
cargo door on the left side aft of 
the wing. The planes also will 
include the intégral passenger 
stairway typical of commercial 
Convair-Liners. Cabins will be 
pressurized and air conditioned. 

Like the model 340s on which 
these and five other military 
configurations hâve been based, 
the new Air Force planes will be 
powered by 2400-horsepower 
Pratt & Whitney engines. More 
than 900 Convair-Liner type 
transports hâve been purchased 
by domestic and foreign airlines 
and the military services.

eonstructed and is now operating 
a nuclear reactor in connection 
with the U. S. Air Force’s pro¬ 
gram leading to the development 
of atomic-powered aircraft.) 

Among other uses, the medical 
reactor will be applied to treat- 
ment of selected types of cancer, 
as well as for training doctors, 
radiation technicians and physi- 
cists. One feature of the new re¬ 
actor is a new type of neutron 
cavity which allows a more con- 
centrated nuclear dosage to be 
applied to the patient than has 
previously been possible. 

It is designed for an operating 
power of 1,000 kilowatts which 
will make it far more potent than 


any other reactor which has yet 
been announced for medical and 
biological uses. 

At the request of the U. S. 
Atomic Energy Commission, Love- 
lace will exhibit a model of the 
new installation at the fortheom- 
ing International Conférence on 
the peaceful uses of atomic 
energy at Geneva, Switzerland. 

Floyd B. Odlum, chairman of 
the Board of Trustées of the 
Lovelace Foundation, and a form¬ 
er chairman of the Board of Di¬ 
rectors of Convair, said that total 
cost of the installations, including 
a new building to house the Gen¬ 
eral Dynamics reactor and spécial 
treatment rooms, will be around 
$214 million.

Cuba Uses F-102 
For New Stamp

Convair’s F-102 interceptor 
joins some distinguished com¬ 
pany when it appears with a 
number of historic airplanes on a 
spécial sériés of air mail stamps 
planned by the government of 
Cuba. 

The stamps, being printed in 
observance of the lOOth anniver- 
sary of the issuance of the first 
postage stamp in Cuba, will ap- 
pear first about the second week 
in November. That is the date of 
the Centenary Stamp Exposition 
and also the International 
Philatélie Exhibition scheduled 
for Havana, Cuba. 

Each dénomination stamp 
bears a painting of a historic 
air plane ranging from the 
Wright Brothers’ first airplane, 
to Lindbergh’s “Spirit of St. 
Louis” to the delta wing inter¬ 
ceptor. 

The F-102 likeness will appear 
in a limited printing (50,000) of 
the 50-cent stamp. Stamp col- 
lectors state it marks the first 
time in their memory that a 
foreign government has ever 
used a United States military 
airplane on the face of a stamp. 


Timms started training Joe 
when he was barely out of the 
litter.

We can leave the gâte 
open and he won’t go out. And 
if we put him outside and close 
the gâte, he’ll find a way to get 
back in.” 

Timms doesn’t hâve any par- 
ticular form for training dogs. 
He does feel that kindness 
goes a long way. And a re- 
ward at the tnd of a well-per- 
formed trick doesn’t hurt 
either. 

Joe pretty much takes the 
whole project in stride. He 
seems to enjoy the tricks— 
especially climbing the ladder 
and jumping from the roof. 

No doubt he figures that he’s 
got a pretty nice deal. 

At least he doesn’t hâve to 
sing for his supper. 

And Timms hopes he doesn’t 
start! 


When Art Falk paid out $5 foi- 
an old car, he never dreamed that 
in less than a year his automotive 
bargain would be classified as an 
“antique” worth about 300 times 
his initial investment. 

But that’s what an automobile 
dealer offered the Convair San 
Diego man—$1,500 trade-in on a 
new car—for his 1910 Model “T” 
Ford. 

“Although I’ve spent about 
$700 fixing it up, I hâve no in¬ 
tention of selling at any price,” 
Falk said. 

Phil Nance, also of Dept. 60, 
spotted the old car in a weed- 
covered lot near San Diego and 
told Falk about it. Checking up, 
Falk discovered it belonged to its 
original owner (she’s now 85) and 
was put out of service in 1921 
after years of hauling cattle and 
farm goods around San Diego 
County. And it was for sale. 

Rust and rot had taken their 
toll, but Falk and Nance were able 
to haul the truck away on a 
trader. Then came months of 
searching for parts to replace 
those worn by time and use. A 
1922 Model “T” truck produced 
most of the needed replacements. 

The radiator, hood, headlights 
and running boards came from the 
newer truck, while smaller parts 
were gathered here and there un¬ 
til Falk had it running. 

Many of the original parts 
are still in good shape, Iike the 
sliding doors, the wood (white 
oak) and métal cab and the 
windshield (folding type) and 
side curtain frames. The under- 
carriage, springs and motor 
were in good shape as was a 
zinc “fire wall” between the 
cab and engine. 

Falk has added other innova¬ 
tions, like an automatic starter, 
sealed beam headlights (replac- 
ing Carbide ones) and several 
horns.

For B-52 Bomber Nears Completion

Utilization Steadily Improves For 
YC-131Cs on Scheduled Service 


An F-102 pilot éjection seat 
came back to Convair San Diego 
late last month apparently none 
the worse for 40 “crash land- 
ings.” 

These “landings” were actual- 
ly high speed sied runs which 
subjected the escape equipment 
to many times the normal force 
associated with aircraft acci¬ 
dents. 

Tests were conducted over the 
past six months at Holloman Air 
Development Center, N.M., by an 
Air Force Aero Medical group 
headed by Lt. Col. John P. Stapp 
(the man who made history by 
riding a speed sied 632 miles per 
hour). 

H. F. Mohrlock of Convair 
San Diego’s pilot escape section 
of engineering was on hand for 
some of the tests. 

“We put the equipment to 
maximum tests to détermine 
what it could endure and at 
the same time made some dis- 
coveries which will p r o v e 
valuable in designing pilot 
escape units for future super - 
sonic aircraft,” Mohrlock said. 

While exact data gained in the 
tests is classified, it can be re- 
vealed that the Convair-designed 
equipment survived the entire 
range of Air Force tests which 
were well beyond any spécifica¬ 
tions set for présent aircraft. 


“This was remarkable since 
our original idea was to test 
the equipment to failure,” 
Mohrlock added. “The escape 
unit stood up under the very 
toughest tests without a major 
failure.” 

Modification of the speed sied 
equipment was necessary for the 
tests to inelude the characteris- 
tic “nose-up” landing feature of 
delta wing aircraft. The escape 
seat was mounted several feet 
above the actual sied on rails so 
that it could be slammed down- 
ward at the same time it braked 
to an abrupt stop. 

Weights and dummies were 
used during the tests to déter¬ 
mine the seat’s ability to help 
protect pilots in case of crash 
landings. 

Next step in the program in¬ 
volves disassembling each part 
of the equipment and subjecting 
it to exacting inspection to de- 
tect hidden flaws or failures. 


CANADAIR TO BUILD 
JETS FOR AFRICA 

Canadair has received a $10 
million contract to build Mark VI 
Sabre jets for the South African 
Air Force, enough to equip two 
squadrons. These will be the first 
Canadian-built jet fighters ever 
expofted commercially.

Convair Fort Worth’s first 
outer wing panels for the B-52 
jet bomber had gone onto the 
assembly line at Boeing Wichita 
this week. 

And at the same time, Dept. 
42 crews were nearing comple¬ 
tion of the first Fort Worth- 
built B-52 vertical fin in the 200- 
foot bay of the assembly bldg. 

“The B-52 outer wing panels 
went out of here on schedule,” 
said Supt. R. E. Davis, “and 
the fin will do likewise—bar- 
ring developments beyond our 
control.” 


The wing panels, being 
for the all-jet bomber under sub- 
c o n t r a et with Boeing, were 
pulled out for the department by 
traffic and loaded in the ship- 
ping section onto railroad flat- 
cars. 

They arrived at the Wichita 
plant without mishap and went 
into production as scheduled. 

R. D. Knowles, general fore- 
man for Depts. 41 and 42, ex- 
pressed his department’s appréci¬ 
ation for the assistance rendered 
by other departments in helping 
meet the schedule. 


Military Air Transport Service 
is well into the second thousand 
hours of turboprop flight with 
Convair YC-131Cs. 

As of last month, total time 
on the two aircraft since they 
were delivered in late January 
was more than 1,200 hours. This 
is in excess of the time recorded 
by Convair previous to delivery. 

The two aircraft hâve been in 
semi-scheduled operation, flying 
from Kelly Air Force Base to 
Andrews AFB, Washington, and 
to Travis AFB, California. In 
addition, the twin-engine trans¬ 
ports hâve been demonstrated at 
various points from coast to 
coast. 

Lt. Col. Samuel C. Burgess, 
commander of the 1700th Test 
Squadron to which the planes 
are assigned, summed up pilots 
reaction: “It is the most ad- 
vanced in performance and de¬ 
sign, yet the simplest aircraft 
to fly.” Col. Burgess is a 
senior pilot with more than 
10,000 hours logged in military 
aircraft. 

“Increased availability of over- 
hauled YT-56 engines has re- 
sulted in increased daily utiliza¬ 
tion,” Col. Claude W. Smith, 
commander of the 1700th Air 
Transport Group, reported. 
“With engines available for 33 


plane days in June, a total of 
261 hours was flown for a utili¬ 
zation factor of 7.9 hours per 
day.” 

(MATS four-engine stand¬ 
ard transports are only pro- 
grammed for a utilization of 
four hours a day.) 

Under the original test sche¬ 
dule, the YT-56 engines, rated at 
3,250 équivalent shaft horse- 
power, were limited to 100 hours 
flight time and then had to be 
removed and airlifted to the 
Allison plant at Indianapolis for

ation. Since the first of July, 
due to the findings in the test 
program, the time limit has been 
extended to 150 hours. 

During June, one of the air¬ 
craft flew a high time of 19 
hours and 35 minutes in one 24- 
hour period. Routine scheduling 
of this aircraft resulted in flying 
44 hours and 20 minutes in three 
consecutive days. The greatest 
total time flown on both air¬ 
craft in one calendar day has 
been in excess of 34 hours. 

In their scheduled flights on 
the airways, the turbo-props 
hâve established fast flying time 
for twin-engine aircraft. The 
1,519-mile flight from Kelly to 
Andrews is made in slightly 
more than four hours. The nor¬ 
mal cruising altitude for the new 
transports with their pressurized 
cabins is around 21,000 feet. 
True air speed is approximately 
320 m.p.h.

Horizontal Flight at 
Brown NAS Slated 

For Convair s XFY-1 


A Convair fighter plane, the sensational XFY-1 delta- 
wing built for the U.S. Navy, made the first free vertical 
takeoff in aviation history Aug. 1 from the runways of 
Moffett Naval Air Station near San Francisco. 

The first hop was to 20 feet. Subséquent flights with 
J. F. “Skeets” Coleman in the cockpit took the plane to 
150 feet. 


Following more vertical take¬ 
off testing at Moffett, the air¬ 
plane will be transported to San 
Diego where it will continue its 
flight program at Brown Naval 
Auxiliary Air Station, the Navy 
announced. 

Designed to fly like a con- 
ventional fighter after taking off 
straight up, Coleman indicated 
that horizontal flight will not 
be attempted until the plane is 
at Brown NAS. 

The historié first flight was at 
9:30 a.m., Sunday, Aug. 1, wit- 
nessed by a handful of observers, 
including members of the Con¬ 
vair ground crew which has been 
at Moffett since the plane was 
sent there by surface ship four 
montas ago. Since then the plane 
has undergone extensive tethered 
flight testing in a specially de¬ 
signed rig inside a Navy hangar. 
The Aug. 1 flight was the first 
completely free of the tethering 
rig. 

“It responded beautifully,” 
Coleman said. “We’ll do a little 
more maneuvering — try a few 
new tricks-—as we go along. But

XFY-1 Will Return 
To San Diego Soon

this is ail new. Nobody ever 
tried vertical takeoffs and land- 
ings before in a high perform¬ 
ance fighter.” 

Planned to operate as a con- 
voy escort fighter capable of 
taking off from the deck of an 
ordinary cargo ship, the turbo- 
prop XFY-1 rests before flight 
on caster-like wheels at the tips 
of its fins and delta wing. It is 
powered by a specially designed 
Allison turboprop engine driving 
a Curtiss - Wright Turbo-electric 
contra - rotating propeller which 
lifts the XFY-1 straight up in 
takeoff and is expected to pull 
it at speeds of more than 500 
miles an hour in level flight. 


Sea-Dart Lands 
In Rough Water 

The Convair XF2Y-1 Sea-Dart 
has started its first rough-water 
landing, taxi, and takeoff tests in 
the open sea, B. F. Coggan, man¬ 
ager of Convair-San Diego, an- 
nounced this week. 

Four successful landings of the 
Navy delta-wing interceptor were 
made during the first of a sériés 
of tests on the Pacific océan sev- 
eral miles off Point Loma. 

C. E. Richbourg, Convair en¬ 
gineering test pilot, conducted 
the tests. He reported the Sea- 
Dart, equipped with hydro skis, 
operated fully as well on the 
open océan as it has on San Di¬ 
ego Bay. No difficulty was ex- 
perienced in maneuvering tnc 
needle-nosed Sea-Dart through 
ground swells after landing at 
sea. 

After the plane’s fourth land 
ing on the océan, the first open 
sea retrieving operation was 
made when the Sea-Dart was 
floated into the stern well of 
the USS Catamount, a Navy 
landing ship dock which stood by 
for the tests. 

Coggan said the retrieving op¬ 
eration demonstrated how easily 
the Sea-Dart can be transported 
on shipboard, set afloat for flight 
operations, and brought back 
aboard. 

Other rough-water tests are 
scheduled for the next few weeks 
off Point Loma.

Convair Charactron Project Mapping 
First Scheduled Production Program 


Convair’s Charactron project at San Diego is set to move into its first scheduled 
production program beginning in September, G. T. Gerlach, project manager, revealed 
this week. 

“This will be our first effort at meeting regular scheduled deliveries,” Gerlach said. 
“By the end of the year we will be completing two units per day.”_ 


perfected with this in mind.

Charactron is a cathode-ray 
tube “fathered” by Joseph T. Mc-

It is capable of 1,000 times the 
speed of existing mechanical de- 
vices used in displaying mes¬ 
sages transmitted by high - speed 
communication Systems or in re- 
cording the output of high-speed 
analog or digital computers and 
in solving numerous other elec¬ 
tronic problems. 

The new production schedule 
was established after Convair 
received its first order for manu¬ 
facture of large diameter Char¬ 
actron tubes in quantity. This 
includes the finishing of the tube 
housing the unit, which closely 
resembles a commercial TV tube, 
assembly of electronic compon- 
ents and final assembly of the 
finished unit. It is a déviation 
from other contracts calling for 
work on certain electronic equip¬ 
ment with other items to be 
finished. 

Charactron employées got their 
first taste of “assembly line” 
work last March 15 when an 
order was received for delivery 
of three completed units within 
60 days. Nothing was to be fur- 
nished. Three additional units 
were to be delivered this month 
and regular production started 
in September. 

“Equipment for certain jobs 
just didn’t exist and we needed it 
immediately,” Gerlach said. “L. 

R. Steinhardt, our production 
leader, learned of an auction of 
surplus TV equipment back east 
and set out to work with Con- 
vair’s Newark, N.J., office in ac- 
quiring what we could use. We 
were able to adapt this equip¬ 
ment and meet our schedule.” 

An addition to the projeet’s 
présent facility on Hancock St. 
is now under construction with 
completion scheduled within 90 
days. Once completed, this space 
and a part of the présent build¬

Alike Praise Convair on 
Bold Advertising Policy 
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Convair’s national advertisements of recent months 
hâve caused quite a stir in industry as well as military 
circles. Quite a favorable stir, in fact. 


Early this year Convair started 
a radically new sériés (Convair- 
iety, Feb. 24, 1954), radical be¬ 
cause it had never been tried by 
an airframe concern. The sériés 
stressed public service thèmes 
such as aiding the military in at- 
tracting and retaining high cali- 
ber personnel, and more recently 
in lending a hand to civil defense 
aims. The mention of Convair was 
secondary to the major purpose 
of public service. 

Received with great enthusiasm 
by top officers of the services, 
the program brought wide praise 
and, in fact, sparked a move with¬ 
in industry, sponsored by Air 
Force Association, to encourage 
other concerns to follow Con¬ 
vair’s lead. 

Widest attention, however, was 
attracted by a recent display ad 
titled “Birds of a Feather,” pro- 
claiming that the “World’s Best 
Airliners are Built in America.”

cil, the ad was first published 
with considérable confidence of 
success and later developments 
substantiated the faith. 

Even before the first “Birds of 
a Feather” ads appeared, Aero 
D i g e s t magazine editorialized 
congratulations. Aviation Week 
and American Aviation magazines 
added their praise for the broad 
approach. Letters from airframe 
and airline executives, from cus¬ 
tomers and non-customers, echoed 
these sentiments.

Expert Maintenance Crew Required at Convair FW 
To Keep Plant s Thousand Typewriters Clicking 


It takes more than 1,000 type¬ 
writers to keep things going at 
Convair-Fort Worth. 

And it takes a staff of eight 
experienced mechanics in mechan- 
ical maintenance office equipment 
section of plant engineering to 
keep the typewriters going, as 
well as ail other office equip¬ 
ment except leased IBM ma¬ 
chines. 

“Good individual care of the 
machines can help a great deal in 
keeping the typewriters out of 
the repair shop,” J. B. Moore, 
one of the mechanics, commented. 
He volunteered a number of hints 
for prolonging their lives, such as 
remembering to turn off the 
power on electric machines when 
they are not in use. 


“Erasing improperly leads to 
trouble, as much as any other one 
thing,” Moore continued. “When 
the rubber partieles fall into the 
keys they join with ink or clean- 
ing fluid to form a gummy mix¬ 
ture that means eventually we 
hâve to take the whole machine 
apart for cleaning. Spilling soft 
drinks or coffee on the keys leads 
to the same thing. 

“The best way to erase is to 
shift the carriage to the extreme 
right or left, so that the rubber 
fragments fall outside the ma¬ 
chine.” 

Liquid type cleaner can also 
cause trouble if incorrectly used. 
Moore said when cleaning keys, 
each one should be cleaned and 
dried individually. 


“It may take extra time, but it 
certainly pays off in the long 
run,” he said. 

Two other things that should 
be done: set pressure Controls ac- 
cording to the type of work be¬ 
ing done, and keep the rubber 
parts clean. 

“Dropping a typewriter is mur- 
derous,” said Moore. “We average 
about five a year.” 

Convair - Fort Worth’s type¬ 
writers number 301 electric and 
726 manual. The typewriters 
alone are worth about $231,- 
708 (replacement value). The 
figure doubles when you con- 
sider Convair’s adding, cal- 
culating, accounting and dupli- 
cating machines. 

A file card on each machine is 
kept in the plant engineering 
equipment section. At a moment’s 
notice a card on any machine may 
be found by the Air Force num¬ 
ber. This gives a description of 
the machine and a history of its 
life. A. D. Taylor, procurement 
engînesr, is in charge of this 
phase of the operation. 

“We hope,” said Taylor, “that 
people will treat their machines 
with kid gloves. Especially since 
we’ve been told there won’t be 
any more new ones any time 
soon.” 


Convair has had “eight balls” 
and “dog houses” to point the 
finger of shame in housekeeping 
and now there is the “knuckle¬ 
head.” 

First appearance of the strange 
figure (see photo) two weeks ago 
caused something of a stir in the 
model 340 sector at San Diego. 
Awarded weekly to the 340 area 
that appears to be lagging in 
safety and housekeeping, the 
“knucklehead” is the brainchild 
of General Foreman Bob Elo, 
Foreman Dick Dale (Dept. 57) 
and Assistant Foreman Al Baber 
(Dept. 52). In fact, Dale au- 
thored an “oath” that accom- 
panies the award and runs, in 
part: 

“I solemnly promise and vow 
that I will rnake every effort 
to better our safety and house¬ 
keeping record; and should I 
fail in this attempt and become 
the récipient of the 340 
| knucklehead, I vow that I will 
hang my liead in shame, shame, 
shame, so that the chin of my 
long face will hang down and 
bump from knee to knee, mak- 
ing me weary . . . for which 
the only cure will be the con¬ 
stant exercise from wielding a 
broom, picking up gum wrap- 
pers, bucking bars, cigarette 
butts, and paper cups . . . 

“I further promise that I 
will keep the 340 knucklehead 
on my desk in full view of 
passers-by and will answer 
truthfully ail questions pertain- 
ing to it . . .”

Magazine Contest Gives Monthly Àwards to Ideas 
Which Cnt Complexité Contribute to Safety

Mail Sorted en Route at Pomona as 
New Pony Express' Makes its Rounds 


Taking a name from the pages 
of history and adding a new and 
modem touch Convair Pomona re- 
cently devised and installed a 
model internai mail distribution 
System. 

“Pony express” was adopted as 
an appropriate title for the back- 
bone of the System since both the 
legendary service of the same 
name and Convair’s modem coun- 
terpart hâve one common goal— 
get the mail through fast! Unlike 
the Pony Express of old which 
depended on horses, Pomona uses 
modem power, and schedules 
are now discussed in terms of 
minutes rather than days. 

The entire mail distribution set 
up is the “brainchild” of Art 
Crutchfield of Dept. 14. His idea 
was submitted on the first Cost 
Improvement Proposai approved 
at Convair Pomona. 


“An ever-increasing mail vol¬ 
ume, the need for faster and more 
frequent service to certain areas 
and duplicate handling of mail 
were serious problems under our 
old System,” said Q. G. Turner, 
manager of administrative serv¬ 
ices. “The présent low handling 
cost and constant service indicate 
we hâve found the answers.” 

Central figure in the “pony ex¬ 
press” is an electric platform 
truck equipped with a sériés of 
mail sorting racks on back. While 
the driver guides the truck be¬ 
tween the 82 stops on the plant 
System, a mail clerk sorts those 
items picked up at each. The 
truck is in motion constantly and 
makes a complété circuit of the 
five miles of routes six times dur- 
ing an eight-hour period. The old 
System utilizing walking and bi¬ 
cycle could cover the same circuit 


only four times during the same 
period with stops at the central 
mail room for sorting. 

Interchanges are made on a set 
schedule with carriers servieing 
areas where the truck cannot 
operate and the central mail 
room. During bad weather, a re- 
movable plexiglas top and cur- 
tains allows deliveries to continue 
with the sorter using existing 
building lights for illumination. 

To assist the mail clerk on the 
truck and those in the central 
mail drop, a new zoning System 
has also been set up. Each area 
in the plant has been zoned much 
like those now used by govern- 
ment mail agencies. 

“People addressing intra-plant 
mail can insure prompt delivery 
by Consulting the plant téléphoné 
directory which now lists ail zone 
numbers,” Crutchfield said. 


Aero Digest magazine is run- 
mng a monthly “design forum” 
contest that may be of interest to 
Convair engineers. 

Three San Diego men, Waldo 
Darracq, Glen Karel and M. C. 
Copold, won cash awards in the 
July contest (Convairiety, July 
28, San Diego édition). Monthly 
prizes total $475 with a $250 first 
award. The forum runs to the 
end of the year when there will 
be a $1,000 grand prize. 

Awards go to ideas which “im- 
prove flight safety, reduce air¬ 
craft complexity, or provide a 
manufacturing cost saving 
through engineering judgment 
and the application of technical 


skill.” Ideas can vary from a 
simple bracket to a complété air- 
plane, power plant or missile de¬ 
sign. 

The Darracq-Karel entry in- 
volved a flight safety feature of 
the model 340, a cable handle 
in the cockpit that when 
pulled automatically shuts off 
ail services to the appropriate 
engine nacelle in the event 
of fire or suspicion of mal- 
function. Copold’s winner was a 
design for a machine-fit main 
wing boit of the F-102. Previously 
it had been common practice b 
hammer such bolts into place, 
but the new idea developed a 
wing boit puller that does the job 
more safely, simply and quickly.

Gordon Dean, Former AEC Chief, 
Now General Dynamics Diredor 


Election of Gordon Dean, for¬ 
mer chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, as a director 
of General Dynamics Corporation 
was announced last month by 
John Jay Hopkins, corporation 
board chairman and president. 

The announcement followed a 
board meeting at Groton, Conn., 
home of the Electric Boat Divi¬ 
sion. 

“Gordon Dean has earned an 
enviable réputation as an at¬ 
torney, public servant and a 
uniquely qualified leader in the 
field of atomic energy,” Hopkins 
commented. “General Dynamics 
is, of course, most pleased to wel- 
come him as a member of our 
board of directors. His counsel 
and advice will contribute im- 
portantly to the corporation’s 
planning in peacetime applica¬ 
tions of atomic energy.” 

Dean’s statement was: “For 
some time I hâve watched with 
interest the remarkable contribu¬ 
tion General Dynamics has been 
making toward the nation’s dé¬ 
fense, and I look forward to be- 
coming associated in this vital 
work.” 

A former résident of Vista, 
Calif., near San Diego, and a 
professor of criminal law at the 
University of Southern California 
from 1946-49, Dean was appointed 
to the Atomic Energy Commis¬ 
sion in May, 1949, and served as 
its chairman from 1950-53. After 
leaving the AEC in 1953, he 
joined the New York firm of 
Lehman Bros., investment 
bankers. He served as assistant 
to Justice Robert H. Jackson in 
the trial of leading Nazi war 
criminals at Nuremburg, Ger- 
many, in 1945-46. He is a 1927 


graduate of the University of 
Redlands, at Redlands, Calif., and 
holder of the doctor of jurispru¬ 
dence degree from USC (1930).

Convair-Fort Worth Aug. 14 
will observe delivery of the last 
B-36 to the Air Force with a 
public ceremony, including an ad- 
dress by Gen. Curtis LeMay, 
commander of the Strategie Air 
Command. 

This will end the manufacture 
of new B-36s, but it will not 
close the B-36 project. The great 
bombers will be returning to the 
FW plant for modification for a 
long time to corne. 

The story of the B-36 dates 
back to 1941 when Gen. H. H. 
(Hap) Arnold, then chief of the 
Army Air Forces, was faced with 
a problem. 

The United States was not 
then at war. But intelligence re¬ 
ports which streamed across 
Arnold’s desk told a sobering 
story of Nazi forces overrunning 
Europe. 

And if Britain fell, the United 
States might be faced with the 
prospect of single-handedly bat- 
tling the German war machine— 
without bases doser than the 
United States. 

What Arnold and the AAF 
needed was obvious. 

A bomber that could span the 
Atlantic, target a deadly load of 
bombs and return to the United 
States non-stop without refueling. 

On April 11, 1941, Arnold’s 
mind was made up. AAF issued 
a call to aircraft makers for bids 
on a bomber which could do that 
job, and which also met these 
spécifications: 

Capable of carrying up to 72,- 
000 pounds of bombs at reduced 
range, of flying from 300 to 400 
miles per hour, of taking off and 
landing on a 5,000 foot runway, 
and capable of carrying a 10,000- 
pound bombload half the distance 
of a 10,000-mile non-stop flight. 

A number of aircraft com- 
panies took a look at the 10,000- 
mile requirement — and irame- 
diately went back to their knit- 
ting. Not Consolidated Aircraft 
Corp., however. 

On Oct. 6, 1941, Consolidated 
President Reuben Fleet told AAF 
that his company could produce 
jueh a plane. 

Building of the first two planes 
—the XB-36 and the YB-36—• 
lagged, however, because the 
AAF put higher priority on the 
Convair-designed B-24 Liberatoi 
bombers critically needed then. 
From the B-24, the plant went in- 
to production of the B-32, a four- 
engine bomber of the B-29 class. 

By the summer of 1943, it ap- 
peared that the B-36 might of- 
fer the only means of striking 
at the Japanese homeland. No 
other plane had the range to 
make it from bases held then. 

The tempo quickened, and the 
AAF on July 23, 1943, ordered 
100 production models. 

With the defeat of both Ger- 
many and Japan in the summer 
of 1945, the AAF re-examined 
its eontracts in the light of post- 
war needs. The decision—it still 
needed the B-36. Atomic war- 
fare meant a need for instan- 
taneous retaliation. 

The XB-36 was wheeled out of 
the secrecy-shrouded experimen¬ 
tal building on its own gear on a 
hot Sept. 8, 1945, but it was not 
until Aug. 8, 1946, that it was 
ready for flight. 


New Facility For Missile Study 


Being Built For AF at San Diego 


Improved Material Handling 
Aim of New Pomona Program 


Convair San Diego will hâve 
another new facility in operation 
late this year when construction 
is completed on a $250,000 test 
site in connection with one of the 
U.S. Air Foree’s guided missile 
programs. 

B. F. Coggan, manager at San 
Diego, has announced that con¬ 
struction work is now under way 
on the installation on a five-acre 
plot of government-owned Fort 
Rosecrans. It is primarily a test 


unit, but no missiles will be fired 
from it. 

Major structure on the site will 
be a steel tower to be covered on 
three sides with sheet aluminum. 
Two sheds will also be built to 
house test equipment and a hori¬ 
zontal testing fixtuze will be con- 
structed for vibration and air- 
pressure tests. 

H. A. Smith, chief plant en- 
gineer at SD, and Charles Giusti, 
construction engineer, are in 
charge of the construction work.

finding its way into scrap or sal- 
vage piles,” Chambers said.

berg-Carlson West Coast will 
undertake other electronics work. 

Convair has had patent rights 
to the Charactron tube since 1950. 
Essentially the tube is a revolu- 
tionary means of electronically 
displaying communications or 
computer output data, 1,000 times 
faster than by conventional me- 
chanical methods. It is capable 
of producing legible message 
symbols at speeds of 10,000 ehar- 
acters per second. 

Development of the Charactron 
by Convair began some years ago, 
with a small staff. At one time 
the project was located at Plant 
2 but early in 1954 personnel 
moved to a remodeled building at 
Hancock and Greenwood which 
once was the community center 
for Frontier Housing. First sched- 
uled production was begun in Sep- 
tember, 1954. 

Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, Con¬ 
vair president, said Convair “initi- 
ated the transfer as a logical or- 
ganizational move.” 

“The project was separated 
from our main San Diego plant 
some time ago,” he added. “The 
San Diego plant is in no way 
affected.” 

Leonard Mautner, assistant vice 
president of Stromberg-Carlson 
will be in charge of Stromberg- 
Carlson West Coast and résident 
manager of the firm’s San Diego 
facilities. 


Labor Day Holiday 

Convair people everywhere will 
take a rest Sept. 5 in observance 
of Labor Day.

It Was Four Years A 30 This Month 
That Ground Was Broken at Pomona 


Four years ago this month— 
on Monday, Aug. 6, 1951—Rear 
Admirai M. F. Schoeffel, USN, 
then chief of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance, turned over a shovel of 
dirt to signal the beginning of 
construction of a new Naval In¬ 
dustrial Reserve Ordnance Plant 
at Pomona. 

The plant, operated under 
contract by Convair’s Pomona 
Division since even before eom- 
pletion, today bears little re- 
semblance to the walnut grove in 
which the ground breaking cere- 
mony was performed. The major 


Représentatives of the Convair 
San Diego Con-Trib-Club Com- 
mittee went touring early this 
month for a doser look at two 
of the agencies that will receive 
Con-Trib funds during the United 
Success drive which opens next 
month.

In the meantime, the Pomona 
Division—then ealled “Guided 
Missile Division”—was “a house 
divided,” physically but not in 
spirit or purpose. A large por¬ 
tion was still in San Diego, some 
were located in the “Annex” 
(présent site of the new J. C. 
Penney store on Second Street 
in downtown Pomona) and still 
others were at the Los Angeles 
County Fairgrounds. 

Occupation of the new plant 
began during the summer of 
1952 (the fairgrounds buildings 
had to be evacuated in time to 
return them to their original 
state before the County Fair be¬ 
gan in September) and continued 
through February, 1953, when 
the mass movement of the San 
Diego contingent took place. 

First building to be occupied 
was No. 4 and there was a time 
when ail departments were piled 
in together in the area now as- 
signed to experimental. 

“Thank heavens it was only 
temporary,” one pioneer of the 
Pomona plant recalled. “It was 
hot and dusty, noisy and crowd- 
ed. Fortunately almost every- 
one took the situation in stride 
and we lived through it.” 

Even by the time of the dedi- 
cation ceremony, May 23, 1953, 
the plant was not fully activated, 
though occupation of most of the 
other buildings had started. 
Within a few months, however, 
the plant had weathered its 
“shakedown” and operations be- 
came smoother and smoother. 

There was no fanfare this 
month as the Pomona plant 
passed its birthday. There was 
little time for reminiscing, with 
production schedules to be met.

Navy Flight Crews Begin

A crochet hook might seem a 
tiny thing to hang your hopes of 
a lifetime on . . . 

But that’s just about what the 
crochet hook meant to an attrac¬ 
tive Convair Fort Worth woman 
who has learned ail over again 
how to live. 

And this time without fingers. 

She’s plucky Billie Taylor, of 
Dept. 31, who lost her fingers in 
a freak accident in 1951. 

Said her doctor before she left 
the hospital: 

“Froni now on, you can act 
like a disabled person. No one 
could blâme you. 

“Or you can learn to do 
things for yourself—just as 
you always hâve.” 

Billie made her choice. It 
wasn’t easy—and it took mary 
months. But Billie learned how 
to feed and dress herself. She 
re-learned how to cook and keep 
house. She learned how to do 
her job at Convair despite the

handicap. What’s more she 
learned ail over again how to 
take care of her four teenage 
sons and daughters as well. 

“I was getting by,” Billie said. 
“But I wasn’t satisfied with that. 

“Crocheting had always been 
one of my favorite pastimes— 
and I hadn’t built up enough 
nerve to try that again.” 

Then one day a tiny gadget 
arrived in the mail. 

It was a tension regulator, or 
bobbin—quite like the tension 
on a sewing machine. With the 
help of the regulator she could 
hold the yarn—something she 
hadn’t been able to do before. 

“And I began to crochet 
again for the first time silice 
the accident,” Billie said. “It 
was a wonderful feeling.” 

That was in February, and 
Billie’s famé as a crochet expert 
spread through the FW plant. 
She spends most of her lunch 
hour adding inches to the cur- 
rent project. 

That’s how she got started 
making blouses. Billie first made 
one of cotton and metallic thread 
in a complicated shell pattern. 

“One of the girls tried it on. 
Then she wanted to buy it,” said 
Billie. “From that, the word 
spread.” 

Since February, when she 
made the first, Billie has com- 
pleted 17 blouses! 

Billie makes ail the clothes for 
her two daughters; as well as 
sport shirts for her sons and her 
own clothes. 

A disabled person? Billie made 
her choice. And makes it work.

Spectacular Convair Air Exhibit 
Selected For Display in Muséum

Over two million people are 
expected to see a spécial display 
of Convair’s Navy products dur¬ 
ing the coming year as they visit 
the National Muséum of Science 
and Industry at Chicago. 

That’s the annual attendance 
figure at one of the two such 
muséums in the world (the other 
is in Germany). Convair is show- 
ing its wares in conjunction with 
the Office of Naval Research 
and is the only aircraft firm in 
the nation with an exhibit at the 
muséum. 

Center of attraction in the 
huge display are two big (8 
x 6-foot) oil paintings created 
by Steve Paton and Harvey 
Adams, both of service pub¬ 
lications at Convair SD. 

Each represents some 120 


hours of work and each was com- 
pleted in a record six-weeks to 
meet an exhibit deadline. Be- 
cause of space limitations at the 
plant, the paintings were com- 
pleted at the homes of the 
artists. 

Titled “triple threat warfare,” 
the paintings show three types 
of Convair-built aircraft (R3Y-2 
“bowloader,” XF2Y-1 “Sea Dart,” 
XFY-1 “Pogo”) in action. One 
scene is at a forward supply 
base, while the other is an actual 
assault on an enemy beach. 

In addition to the paintings, 
two giant blow-ups of the 
“Pogo” and “Sea-Dart” are 
shown as well as a working 
model of the “bow loader.”

Amateur Wire Repair Job Nearly 
Causes Serious Accident at FW

An “amateur electrician” al- 
most caused a fatal accident at 
Convair Fort Worth recently. 

W. E. Alexander and C. E. 
Bolin, both Dept. 81, were atop 
a 26-foot fixture near the north 
end of the FW plant. Alexander 
held an electric drill motor as 
Bolin plugged in the power cord. 

“Alexander seemed to crum- 
ple and was about to fall,” 
Bolin recalled. “I unplugged 
the cord and caught him just in 
time. ...” 

Evidently, some unidentified 


amateur had tried to make re¬ 
pairs on the cord, because the 
wires were exchanged, sending 
110 volts through Alexander’s 
body. 

“Without fast thinking and act¬ 
ing by Bolin, we might hâve had 
a very serious accident,” Fred 
Temple, FW safety engineering 
supervisor, commented. “Some¬ 
times employées try to be helpful 
by doing their own repairs with¬ 
out calling in electrical mainte¬ 
nance. In the long run it is better 
—and safer—to leave those jobs 
to professional electricians.”

Terrier project, said. 

The “dolls” are used with 
equipment models of identical 
scale, to détermine if Controls 
can be reached, dials read, etc. 
by future operators, and also if 
the operator can be seated com- 
fortably, if he has adéquate writ- 
ing surfaces, if he can see over 
the equipment, etc. 

Although Pat has been with 
Convair only a year and a half, 
she has been building models 
professionally since before World 
War II. An architecture student, 
she once worked for the Depart¬ 
ment of Interior, making models 
of proposed buildings and park 
developments. When World War 
II came she worked for the 
Army Engineers at Ft. Belvoir, 
Va., building terrain models for 
use in officer training. 

“The Army also used thern 
for planning invasions,” Pat 
said. “Eventually this job be- 
carne too large for our shop, 
and we opened a school to train 
model-makers for engineer 
battalions. I was an instruct- 
or.” 

Pat met her husband at the 
school—he was one of her stu- 
dents—and after the war they 
opened a model building business 
in Hollywood and Los Angeles. 
Clients included architects, 
motion picture and télévision 
studios, advertising agencies, 
government agencies, contract¬ 
ons, etc. 

Many hâve been used in movie 
and TV sets, but most hâve been 
ordered by architects to help 
clients visualize buildings before 
construction. 

Landscaping supplies for the 
models hâve always been a prob- 
lem, and Pat and her husband 
developed their own. This led to 
a demand from other model 
builders, until now this leg of the 
business acounts for more volume 
than the building of models them- 
selves!

Latest Convair pilot to be checked 
out is B. A. Erickson, head of 
flight at Fort Worth, who had his 
first hop July 29 of this year. 

Production pilots now include 
W. B. Harwell, SD manager of 
production flight; W. J. Martin, 
SD chief pilot; Rex Warden, R. E. 
Myrann, H. B. Henderson. 
Warden, who has been with Con¬ 
vair about a year and a half, is 
a former Air Force jet pilot. So 
is Myrann, who had two fighter 
tours in Korea. Henderson, a 
former Navy jet flyer who retains 
a Naval Reserve commission, is 
the only Navy officer so far to 
fly the F-102. 

Other Convair men checked 
out in the F-102 include Sam 
Shannon, vétéran of many Con¬ 
vair triumphs and the first man 
to fly a delta wing; A. B. 
Treffer and J. W. Knebel (who 
were trained as production 
pilots but are now in experi¬

function of quality control in the 
aircraft business was exercised 
by a man with a cigar who kicked 
the wheels of planes as they came 
off the production line, thumped 
their canvas skins with his fin- 
ger, wiggled their rudders once 
or twice, and if nothing gave 
way, rubber stamped his approval 
on some part of the plane espe- 
cially selected to withstand the 
pressure. He qualified for the 
job by having a strong right foot, 
a good thumping finger, and an 
elastic conscience. . . . 

“Today quality control doesn’t 
begin at the end of the produc¬ 
tion line in California, nor even 
at the beginning of it. It begins 
in the aluminum and steel mills 
. . . in the rubber factories . . . 
and in the electronic labs. Today 
quality must be kneaded into an 
airplane at every stage of de¬ 
velopment. . . . 

“As an example of where qual¬ 
ity control has corne, we at Con¬ 
vair spend five and a half million 
dollars on it every year at San 
Diego plants alone. . . . Ail told 
we hâve about a thousand people 
in quality control (San Diego 
alone). They hâve the run of the 
plants, they poke their noses into 
everything, and if they don’t like 
what they find they are not at ail 
coy about saying so. . . . ” 

McNarney explained that the 
demands of high altitude and 
supersonic flight hâve brought

past, but that accumulated man 
hours during these periods did 
not compare with the présent 
record. 

“For instance, the plant worked 
60 days without an accident dur¬ 
ing one period in 1949, although 
only 3,088,873 man hours were 
recorded,” he said. 

San Diego’s safety feat enables 
it to fly the National Safety 
Council’s Award of Honor pen- 
nant. Only those firms meeting 
the most exacting safety stand¬ 
ards are so honored. Convair-SD 
has won the équivalent award 
only three times in the past. 

Breaking the safety record 
down into simple terms, Val Dez 
made the following comparison: 

“A 20-man crew working eight 
hours per day, seven days per 
week, would hâve to work almost 
99 years to earn an équivalent 
number of man hours.”

In addition to FAI and AMA 
speed events, the two-day meet 
will also feature “carrier deck” 
contests and combat flying. Also, 
an invitation has been extended 
to a widely known designer and 
manufacturer of model planes to 
stage exhibition flying with vari- 
ous types of models, Everett said. 

“Ail in ail, we expect between 
75 and 100 contestants, and they 
will probably be flying at least 
150 diffèrent planes,” he said. 
“The contest is actually open to 
AMA members everywhere.”

To Hold Almost Anything, Blueprints to Rivets

Fort Worth Dept. Chalks Lengthy 
Record Free of Disabling Injury 


Pive years without a disabling 
injury. . . . 

That was the enviable safety 
record set by Convair-Fort Worth 
Dept. 61, final acceptance, before 
its work phased out July 26. 

Date of the last disabling in¬ 
jury was Aug. 4, 1949, for first 
shift employées. Third shift em¬ 
ployées did almost as well with a 
record of longer than four years. 
Their last disabling injury was 
May 30, 1950. Second shift em¬ 
ployées had their last disabling 
injury March 5, 1951. 

This means that since the last 
disabling injury, 1,520,904 man- 


hours hâve been worked. 

“We’re quite proud of our rec¬ 
ord,” said C. B. Nolan, general 
foreman. “And it was made pos¬ 
sible by close coopération on the 
part of employées with super¬ 
vision.” 

Said Fred Temple, safety engi¬ 
neering supervisor: 

“Dept. 61 certainly deserves a 
pat on the back. It’s especially 
difficult for a field operation type 
department to set such a fine 
record. 

“We know this will be a chal¬ 
lenge to other departments 
throughout the FW plant.”

“We completed more passes, 
gained more yards, made more 
first downs and moved fairly 
easy outside their 15-yard line. 
But we lost 7-6,” Harmon said. 
“One of the main reasons we 
lost was a back nanied Joe 
Mernik. He ran Iike a truck, 
tackled like a bull dozer and 
kicked the extra point that 
beat us.” 

Mernik, now chief of Convair’s 
security detail at Edwards Air 
Force Base, remembers the game 
well. 

“Harmon was the greatest 
football player I ever faced,” 
he said. “He could run, pass, 
kick and block. And he had 
the best change of pace of any 
player I’ve ever seen.” 

Winning athletic laurels was 
old stuff to Mernik by the time 
he entered Minnesota. At Edison 
High in Minneapolis he played 
basketball, football and baseball 
and made the “all-city” team in 
each sport two years. He cap- 
tained ail three teams in his 
final year and made “all-state” 
in basketball in addition to win¬ 
ning the northwest région mid- 
dleweight boxing ehampionship. 

He lettered in ail three sports 
at Minnesota and also won the 
collegiate middleweight boxing 
title. 

Mernik played both quarterback 
and halfback for Coach Bernie 
Bierman but perhaps gained his

Plastics, once associated chiefly 
with toys and novelties, hâve 
earned more important jobs in 
the past few years in Convair 
sonie and supersonic aircraft and 
guided missiles. 

Because of their light weight, 
strength and durability in a va¬ 
riety of forms, plastics are now 
replacing certain types of metals 
previously used in aircraft and 
missile construction. 

For instance, plastics consti- 
tute about four per cent of 
the weight (empty) of the 
new twin-engine Metropolitan 
transport (Model 440) being 
produced in quantity for for- 
eign and domestic airlines at 
Convair San Diego. This rep- 
resents over 1,100 pounds. 

Supersonic aircraft such as the 
Air Force’s F-102A also hâve 
many components made of plas¬ 
tics such as the radome, main 
canopy covers, fin tips and other 
internai and external parts. 

“You might say plastics are 
just reaching their adolescence, 
having been adapted for aircraft 
use primarily since the close of 
World War II,” said H. H. 
Rosenbaum, plastics engineer at 
Convair SD. “Présent and future 
developments in the heat résist¬ 
ant qualities of plastics suggest 
even more widespread use of these

The “inside story” Convair em¬ 
ployées look for around Col. 64-T 
at Fort Worth is not prompted 
by mere curiosity. 

Instead, it’s the “inside dope” 
on the makeup of metals destined 
for supersonic airplanes. And the 
way they get it is a kind of 
X-ray “hearing” device that out- 
does even the comic strips’ Buzz 
Sawyer. 

To get teclmical, it’s known 
as “ultrasonic inimerscope in¬ 
spection” to assure that the in¬ 
ternai structure of the métal 
is the way it should be. 

To get untechnical, this means 
that they use Sound waves to 
search for flaws—although the 
Sound is not heard by the human 
ear. And the “immerscope” busi¬ 
ness is an invented word to sug¬ 
gest that the proeess involves 
dunking the métal in water. 
Which it does. 

“It’s a new type of non-destruc¬ 
tive testing,” said E. G. Cauthen 
of fabrication inspection. “It 
means you test the inside of a 
piece of métal without tearing 
it apart.” 

A piece of métal to be tested 
is placed in a large “bathtub” 
filled with water. A movable car¬ 
riage with an ultrasonic probe 
passes back and forth over every 


materials in high-speed craft of 
various types in the near future.” 

Because of their extremely 
pliable nature, plastics can be 
shaped into certain types of ducts 
and other parts more easily 
than metals. Too, maintenance 
required on plastic parts is very 
low when compared with métal. 

Probably one of the most wide¬ 
spread uses of plastic today is as 
an adhesive used in the “sand- 
wiching” of certain types of 
metals. Aircraft firms are using 
more and more of this type ma¬ 
terial because of its light weight.

inch of the piece. The water helps 
assure good contact between the 
métal and the probe. 

The probe passes Sound waves 
through the métal and waves 
bounce back and forth. When 
they hit a vacant space or flaw 
in the métal, the depth is auto- 
matically computed and record- 
ed. Ail in a split second. 

“There are no limitations on 
what can be tested with the im¬ 
merscope,” said Cauthen. “Any- 
thing that will fit in the tank— 
of any métal or shape—can be 
tested effectively.”

The cutline described the 
event as his “50th” anniversary 
as a tool and die maker, when it 
should hâve read “55th.” 

Convairiety should hâve a 
longer memory, because it was 
Oct. 11, 1950 that we carried a 
story on Harger as he reminisced 
about how he got his first job in 
the year 1900, with a mining 
equipment manufacturer in Bra- 
zil, Ind. (Pay was $3 a week and 
hours were 10 a day.) He joined 
Consolidated Aircraft several 
years prior to the move from 
Buffalo to San Diego.

Elsewhere in this issue is a 
story about Joe Mernik, the great 
Minnesota quarterback who is 
now with Convair’s group at Ed¬ 
wards AFB. There was one amus- 
ing sidelight that was withheld. 

In 1940 at Minneapolis, Min¬ 
nesota against the University 
of Washington, Mernik got into 
a terrifie argument with Rudy 
Mucha, Washington U. center. 
The language they used was Pol- 
ish and as referee nor umpires 
could savvy, the situation was 
disconcerting. Finally a referee’s 
time-out was called and Mernik 
and Mucha were warned to speak 
English or be thrown out of the 
game! 

“The Pôles in my neighbor- 
hood didn’t like that a bit!” Mer¬ 
nik recalls.

Cruiser Joins U.S. Fleet

Armed with Convair-built Ter¬ 
rier missiles, the USS Boston, 
world’s first guided missile cruis¬ 
er, was commissioned yesterday 
(Nov. 1) at the U.S. Naval Base, 
Philadelphia and joined the fleet. 

Sixth U.S. warship to carry 
the name (the first was a 24- 
gun frigate in the tiny fleet of 
1776), the Boston was launched 
Aug. 26, 1942 and fought in the 
Pacific. She was decommissioned 
after the end of hostilities. In 
February, 1952 she was towed 
through the Panama Canal to 
Philadelphia for conversion as a 
launching platform for the anti- 
aircraft missile Terrier. 

During conversion, the Bos- 
ton’s after eight-inch gun tur- 
ret was removed and replaced 
with a twin missile launcher. 
Another launcher was installed 
on a higher level of the after 
deck and magazines for the 
Terriers were built below decks. 
Loading is completely auto- 
matic. 

The Boston’s conventional arm- 
ament includes six eight - inch

F-102 Gets Hot and Cold' 
Treatment in Florida Tests 


An Air Force F-102A intercep- 
tor is now on hand for a sériés 
of climatic tests to be conducted 
at the Air Proving Ground Com¬ 
mand, Eglin Air Force Base, Fia. 

The supersonic delta, one of the 
first production models turned 
out at Convair San Diego, is be- 
ing put through its paces by the 
Wright Air Development Center. 
While Air Force crews will con- 
duct the tests, Rommie Taylor, 
a Convair SD field engineer, will 
be on hand to offer assistance. 

Scene of most of the tests will 
be the Air Force’s huge climatic 
hangar which is designed to re¬ 
produce température and weather 
conditions found anywhere in the 
world. Some years ago it was 
used to test Convair B-36s. 

Températures in the hangar 
can be lowered to 65 degrees be¬ 
low zéro and then raised to 165 
above within a period of 48 hours. 
In addition to the main cham- 
ber, smaller rooms can produce 
winds of up to 100 miles an hour 
with a combination of snow, sleet, 
rain, sand or dust. 


Convair FW men, recalling the 
B-36 test program, said that 
when B-36 engines were started 
during sub-zero conditions, pro- 
pellers caused the nearest thing 
to a man-made blizzard they had 
ever seen. 


guns in two turrets forward, ten 
five-inch dual purpose guns in 
five turrets and 12 three-inch 
rapid fire in six mounts.

Cur- 
rently the missile is being pro- 
duced in quantity in the Naval 
Industrial Reserve Ordnance 
Plant at Pomona, Calif., operated 
by Convair.

First TF-102A 

Flight Logged 


At Desert Base 


Successful first flight of the TF-102A, combat profi- 
ciency traîner version of the Convair F-102A intercepter, 
was announced last week. 

Assembled at San Diego, but with the nose section built 
at Fort Worth, the ship was flown for the first time by 
Pilot R. L. Johnson, chief engineering test pilot on the 
F-102A program. He flew from Edwards Air Force Base 
on the Moj ave desert.

Johnson was alone in the side- 
by-side, two-place traîner during 
the initial flight which lasted 
about 30 minutes. 

The pilot commented afterwards 
that the traîner handles “just like 
the F-102A.”

sériés” of combat aircraft, the 
TF-102A is being turned out at 
Convair San Diego under two Air 
Force production contracts. 

Both Fort Worth and San Di¬ 
ego plants hâve a rôle in manu¬ 
facture, however. Nose sections 
are built in Texas and shipped 
to the coast for mating with the 
fuselages and wings. 

The first TF-102A was rolled 
from Plant 2 at SD last month, 
and later was trucked to Ed¬ 
wards, as were early F-102s. Fu¬ 
ture TF-102As will be flown from 
San Diego to Palmdale, the Ail- 
Force production flight test and 
acceptance facility, also on the 
Mojave desert. 

Although a traîner, the TF- 
102A could be flown as a fully 
tactical interceptor aircraft by 
either one or two pilots. It was 
designed, however, primarily to 
familiarize trained jet pilots with 
the performance of me E-1U2A as 
an integrated weapon, not as sim- 
ply another jet airplane, SD Man¬ 
ager B. F. Coggan commented. 

The trainee sits on the left side 
of the dual control cockpit, the 
instructor on the right. Each has 
his own basic instrument panel 
and Controls.

Spares Shipments Head 
Toward 10-Year Record 


XMAS, NEW YEAR'S 
WILL BRING DOUBLE 
4-DAY WEEKENDS 



Shipments from Convair 
parts—are moving toward a 
of volume during the first 
this week. 

On the receiving end of these 
shipments are the armed forces, 
commercial airlines, individual 
aircraft operators, vendors and 
Convair bases in outlying areas. 
They ail hâve one thing in com- 
mon—they are now operating or 
preparing to operate Convair- 
built aircraft or they are manu- 
facturing items that will be used 
on future Convair products. 

Frank Field, chief of SD 
shipping and material stores, re¬ 
ported that since Jan. 1, 1955, 
nearly nine million pounds of 
freight hâve left San Diego. 

This represents some 75,000 
items ranging in size from R3Y 
stabilizers and F-102A wings 
(which require a railroad fiat car 
for shipment) down to hand 
packages of small bolts and fit- 
tings. 

Mounting sales of spares ac- 
count for the bulk of the in- 
crease, E. F. Sherrod, chief of 
parts sales, reported that 
through October 66,240 spares 
items, valued at $25,815,200, 
liave been delivered to custom- 
ers around the globe. 

(Sherrod estimâtes that for 
every five completed ail-planés 
delivered by Convair—or any air- 
frame manufacturer for that mat- 
ter—a sixth is delivered in the 
form of spares). 

Probably the largest single ré¬ 
cipient of items shipped from 
San Diego is the Air Force’s San 
Antonio Air Materiel Area locat- 
ed at Kelly Air Force Base, Tex. 
This is the prime supplier of 


San Diego—chiefly of spare 
new post war high, a check 
ten months of 1955 showed 

spares to Air Force units operat¬ 
ing the F-102 interceptor, T-29 
trainers and various versions of 
models 240 and 340. 

For the Navy, bases at Alame- 
da and Oakland received large 
shipments of Convair spares this 
year to support the Navy’s R3Y 
“Tradewind” program as well as 
R4Y transport operations. 

Also accounting for ever-in- 
creasing shipments are such Con- 
vair-operated bases as those at 
Edwards AFB, Calif., Holloman 
AFB, N. M., for the Air Force 
and the Naval Air Test Center 
(Continued on Page 2)

Hopkins Accepts National Award 
On Behalf of Dynamics Team' 


John Jay Hopkins, chairman 
and president of General Dynam¬ 
ics Corporation, on Nov. 9 ac- 
cepted the award of “Industrial- 
ist of the Year” on behalf of 
“ail the men and women of Gen¬ 
eral Dynamics.” 

“Each of these 65,000 people 
—scientists, engineers, adminis- 
trators, office and production 
workers—now engaged in the 
création and the defense of a 
better way of life is properly 
entitled to the désignation ‘in- 
dustrialist of the year’,” he 
said. “I am proud to be their 
spokesman.” 

The award was presented in 
New York by Gen. Matthew B. 
Ridgway for the Society of In¬ 
dustrial Realtors. General Ridg¬ 
way, former Army Chief of Staff, 
served as chairman of the com- 
mittee which selected the récipi¬ 
ent of the award. 

The award is given annually 
to an industrialist who has made 
“a most significant contribution 
to the industrial development of 
North America, in the public in¬ 
terest.” The award was given to 
Hopkins as a foremost exponent 
of the peaceful use of atomic 
energy. 

In an address following prés¬ 
entation of the award—a bronze 
statuette—Hopkins called for a 
White House conférence of na¬ 
tional leaders in industry, science, 
communication and commerce to 
formulate a program to combat 
Russia’s current économie war- 
fare. 

The économie struggle between 
the free nations and the Soviet 
bloc calls urgently for immédiate 
remédiai action, Hopkins said. The 
communists, he pointed out, are 
now successfully using American 


methods in merchandising, adver- 
tising, communications and public 
relations to win Asiatic and Af- 
rican mass markets. 

“I respectfully suggest,” he 
said, “that the President of the 
United States, or his delegate, 
call the nation’s industrial, scien- 
tific, business and communica¬ 
tion leaders to a White House 
conférence for the express pur- 
pose of formulating those spécifie 
marketing" plans whereby the 
promise of industrial atomic ener-

First TF-102A 
Flight Logged

Main distinguishing feature 
from the F-102A is a widened 
nose section forward of the lead- 
ing edge of the delta wing. Air 
inlets for the Pratt & Whitney 
J-57 engines were redesigned in 
the TF and its windshield and 
canopy also differ slightly from 
the F-102A. 

FW CANOPY TEST 
PRECEDES FLIGHT 

Cockpit différences between 
the TF-102A and the F-102A re- 
quired considérable testing in ad- 
vance of the first flight of the 
trainer, including a “dry run” on 
the cockpit escape System. 

Oscar Wehmanen, FW project 
engineer, reported that because 
the TF canopy is quite different 
from that on the F-102A—since 
it must cover two persons in- 
stead of one—test crews simu- 
lated an emergency and proved 
that the canopy could be jetti- 
soned as efficiently in the trainer 
as in the production interceptor. 

The escape System involves a 
small powder charge which liter- 
ally blasts loose the latches 
which hold the canopy to the 
plane. Rather than risk damage 
to the actual ship, a TF-102A 
nose section was set up in an en- 
closed area near the FW engi¬ 
neering test lab. Crews, working 
with Lloyd Munson and Norman 
Beard of engineering, installed 
test instruments. The nose sec¬ 
tion was pressurized, as it is in 
actual flight. 

The canopy and nose section 
were surrounded by rubber mats 
and nets to prevent damage when 
the canopy was blown loose. 
Gauges were placed at numerous 
spots to measure stress and 
strain. When ail was ready it 
was H. L. Panner who actually 
“pulled the trigger.” The canopy 
came off “on schedule”—in a tfny 
fraction of a second. 

“It was a question of working 
out the bugs in advance,” Weh¬ 
manen said. He gave crédit for 
assistance to George Lemke (a 
classmate of his who heads the 
general design section at San 
Diego) and to Clark Kerr, also 
of SD.

Préparation of so many items 
for shipment is a stupendous task 
in itself. To insure their arrivai 
undamaged, shipping personne] 
pack each as though it were a 
crate of eggs. Lumber and ply- 
wood are the basic materials used 
and so far in 1955 nearly 74,000 
boxes of varying sizes hâve been 
constructed, involving 862,386 
board feet. That is enough to 
build 57 houses of three bedrooms 
each! 

Paper work in shipping opera¬ 
tions also reflects the tremendous 
size of the operation. Field esti¬ 
mâtes that seven tons of paper 
hâve been used in preparing 
packing sheets alone. Attached to 
the shipments hâve been over 
293,000 tags, stickers and stencil 
forms.

SD Engineer Meefs

SC-54s, Converted at FW, 
Will Head For Overseas 


Nearly a dozen SC-54 search- 
rescue airplanes will hâve left 
Convair Fort Worth by the end 
of this month for duty at Air 
Force bases throughout the 
world. 

Delivery of the planes, con¬ 
verted by modernization crews, 
got under way Oct. 31 when Ship 
1 and 2 were delivered. Ship 4 
was delivered Nov. 5, and No. 3 
was set to go Nov. 8. 

Six more are scheduled to be 
delivered by end of the month, 
according to E. E. Finch, mod¬ 
ernization manager. 

Delivery of three of the first 
four ships sent the newly 


modified planes to “three cor¬ 
ners of the earth.” 

Ship No. 1 will be based in 
Johnson Air Force Base, Japan. 
No. 2 and No. 4 went to Prest- 
wick Air Force Base, Scotland. 
No. 3 went to Keflavilc, Iceland. 

Twenty planes are now getting 
the search-rescue treatment in 
the modernization departments. 
The four-engine transports are 
given spécial search and rescue 
equipment, new large blister-type 
Windows and the latest in radar 
and electronic equipment. 

They are used by the Air Res¬ 
cue Service of Military Air 
Transport Services. 


$500,000 Paving Project 
To Smooth FW Wrinkles 


Concrète paving in the yard 
areas at Convair Fort Worth was 
getting a $500,000 face-lifting 
this week to smooth out some of 
the wrinkles and creases brought 
on by âge and the éléments. 

The concrète was laid 13 years 
ago, according to B. D. Barber, 
of plant engineering. Wear, tear 
and weather hâve taken their toll, 
especially in the area between the 
assembly, experimental and han¬ 
gar buildings where B-36 traffic 
is heavy. 

So that’s getting the rejuvena- 
tion. 

The job begins with a pneu- 
matic pile driver crushing the old 
concrète. This is dug out—22 
inches deep—picked up and haul- 
ed off. 

It will be replaced with eight 
inches of gravel and 14 inches of 
new concrète. 

“We’d like to caution em¬ 
ployées to be extra careful 
when d r i v i n g or walking 
through these torn up areas,” 
said Barber. “At night they 
could be dangerous. They’re 
marked and lighted, but em¬ 
ployées will hâve to watch 
where they’re going.” 

The program will last for about 
six months and cover 55,000 
square yards. 


Planning and supervision is 
the job of plant engineering de- 
partment with actual construc¬ 
tion being done by a Dallas con- 
tractor. 

“We especially want to express 
our appréciation for the co-opera¬ 
tion of modernization traffic de¬ 
partments in re-assigning their 
work to help us get the job done 
as fast as possible,” said Barber.

Nadie Jumps to 'Majors' After 
Only Seven Months in 'Minors' 


Several years ago a youngster 
of 14 entered her first golf tour- 
nament in Minerai Wells, Texas. 
A little nervous at first, she 
nevertheless won it, the Women’s 
West Texas Championship. 

She was Polly Riley, a new- 
comer to golf then, and a new- 
comer now to Dept. 2 at Convair 
Port Worth. 

Mop and Pail 
On the Way Out 

Maintenance crews at Convair 
Port Worth are keeping in step 
with progress. 

Maybc the methods of keep¬ 
ing Convair PW’s five million 
square feet of floors clean are 
not exactly supersonic, but they 
are certainly a far advance over 
the old pail and hand mop tech¬ 
nique. 

The latest are “atomic scrub 
women,” machines which are 
guided by an operator much as 
he would a push-cart. They squirt 
water and spécial soap and scrub 
the floor with revolving brushes. 

“An operator with the ma¬ 
chine can cover 8,000 square feet 
of open area in an hour,” said 
Guy Nesbitt of FW sanitation, 
“when he would be lucky to cover 
1,500 by hand mop.” 

However, the old method isn’t 
gone completely. The machines 
are practical only in aisles and 
open areas. In restricted places 
the pail and mop are still su¬ 
prême.

“I never played that tourna- 
ment again,” she said. “And I’ve 
never been back to Minerai 
Wells.” 

But it was by no means her 
last tournament.

In addition to these honors, she 
has held the Fort Worth women’s 
championship every year since 
1942 with the exception of 1945. 

How did it ail happen? Six- 
teen years ago Polly decided to 
take up golf in a junior division 
of the Fort Worth Women’s Golf 
Association. 

“I liked it from the very begin- 
ning,” said Polly, “and it seemed 
as though I had a ‘knack’ for the 
game. 

“It may hâve been some begin- 
ner’s luck—or maybe good les- 
sons—but I did pretty well when 
I first started. That seemed 
enough incentive for me to keep 
up with my lessons and practice. 

“I broke 100 with an 89 my 
first year, but that was luck. 
My score went back to the hun- 
dreds. In a few months, though, 

I was playing regularly in the 
80s.” 

Now Polly has a handicap of 
zéro. This means she is expected 
to match par on any course. 

“I don’t always do it,” she 
said. “It sometimes takes a while 
to get used to one particular 
course. Like the one at Pine Val¬ 
ley, N. J. It’s ‘tricked up’ and 
full of sand traps. It’s a rough 
one!” 

Putting is one of the strongest 
points of Polly’s game, but it’s 
not ail rosy. She’s got a hook. 

“Ail the time,” she says. 

Polly has played with ail of 
the famous professional women 
golfers and counts Louise Suggs 
as the best in the field. Polly 
has the distinction of being the 
only woman who has beaten Babe 
Zaharias more times than Babe 
has beaten her. 

Why hasn’t Polly t u r n e d 
“pro”? 

“It’s just a matter of how you 
feel about the game,” she said. 
“I play because I like golf as a 
sport rather than a business.”

Surfacing Complétée! at FW 
On One Lot, Another Under Way 


More than 24 million pounds of 
asphaltic concrète paving are 
making parking lots “like new” 
for Convair Fort Worth employ¬ 
ées who use the two north and 
west lots. 

Work on the west lot was re¬ 
cently completed, and pavers are 
well into work on the north lot. 

First half of the north lot by 
the Electronics building was fin- 
ished earlier this month. Work 
is now under way on the south 
half. 

The 24 million pounds—enough 
to pave the driveways of homes 
of about 1,500 Convair employées 
—is also enough to pave a road 
seven miles long. 

Used with the asphalt are 25 
freight car loads of cernent. 
Nearly six miles of four by four 
wood bumpers will be used, as 
well as 15,000 traffic buttons. 

“The repaving job is more 
than just topping off what was 
already there,” said Frank 
Hartman of plant engineering. 
“We’re digging up the lot—and 
starting from scratch.” 

The new surface is a type of 


“soil cernent” construction. That’s 
a mixture of pulverized soil, ce¬ 
rnent and water compacted to a 
high density. As the cernent 
dries, it forms a hard and dur¬ 
able surface. 

When this is properly cured (it 
has to “âge” for about seven 
days), it is topped with a two- 
inch layer of asphaltic concrète. 

“The resuit is a smooth hard 
surface that withstands freezing 
and thawing and should give us 
good parking for many years to 
corne,” said Hartman. 

A spécial feature of the re- 
modeled lots are the new four- 
inch continuous bumpers and the 
markings for 60 degree parking. 
The angle parking is designed to 
make it easier than ever for em¬ 
ployées to drive in and out of 
their parking spaces. 

Hartman emphasized that the 
lots and the traffic pattern are 
arranged for one-way driving. 

“You drive in one way,” said 
Hartman. “You park heading in 
to the bumper. Then you back 
out easily—and you’re on your 
way out another gâte.” 


John Jay Hopkins, chairman 
and president of General Dynam¬ 
ics Corporation, this month ad- 
vocated a “world energy com- 
munity” to develop cooperatively 
the forces of atomic fission and 
applied solar energy, and later 
atomic fusion. 

Hopkins addressed the World 
Symposium on Applied Solar En¬ 
ergy Nov. 3 at Phoenix, Ariz. To 
the gathering of scientists he 
proposed that ail nations of the 
world put into effect a program 
utilizing these forces “to balance 
in a master concept the world’s 
économie needs with the world’s 
means to fill those needs.” 

A year ago Hopkins urged 
a unilatéral program for U.S. 
government and industry which 
would assist underdeveloped na¬ 
tions directIy to industrialize 
through atomic power reactors 
and thus raise their living and 
cultural standards. Six months 
ago, while in Tokyo, Hopkins 
made a second proposai, involv- 
ing the development of a Free 
Asia atomic energy commu- 
nity with contributions being 
made by the atomic “hâve” na¬ 
tions. 

Hopkins told the Phoenix gath¬ 
ering that his proposais are being 
acted upon by the U.S., Canada 
and Britain through the Colombo 
Plan. 

“Local and régional energy 
communities,” he explained, 
“would be but a transitional stage 
to a single world energy com- 
munity and to the completely 
free and independent exchange on 
a ‘need for need’ basis of the 
most advanced power sources— 
solar energy, atomic power and, 
eventually, fusion power—as the 
prime movers of économie prog- 
ress and political certainty.” 

To get his new project started, 
Hopkins urged that in 1957 a 
World Energy Congress, open to 
ail nations, be organized under 
the auspices of the United Na¬ 
tions. The Congress, he suggest- 
ed, might be held at New Delhi 
or Tokyo—or sponsored jointly by 
India and Japan — since “Free 
Asia constitutes one of the most 
populous underdeveloped areas 
with perhaps the most desperate 
energy needs.” 

A m o n g the hundreds of 
scientists and others gathered 
there for the four-day sym¬ 
posium conducted by the Asso¬ 
ciation for Applied Solar 
Energy and the Stanford Re¬ 
search Institute were Dr. 
Charles L. Critchfield, Con- 
vair’s director of scientific re- 
search; J. Y. Naish, Convair’s 
executive vice president; and 
Robert W. Lowen, staff as¬ 
sistant to Critchfield. 

W. F. Radcliffe Jr., engineer in 
charge of the thermodynamics 
group at Convair SD, and Bert I. 
Davis, thermodynamics group 
engineer who helped develop two 
60-inch solar furnaces for Con¬ 
vair from war-surplus and anti- 
aircraft searchlights, demon- 
strated the five-foot mirror at 
the Symposium.

Airplane That Blazed Trail For 
Model 440s Leaves For Texas 



An unusual airplane with a 
“dual personality” was delivered 
to J. W. Mecom, Texas oilman, at 
Convair San Diego late in Octo- 
ber for use as an executive trans¬ 
port. 

Actually, the airplane was the 
last of the commercial Convair- 
Liner Model 340s to départ San 
Diego. Yet at the same time it 
contained ail of the new features 
developed for installation on the 
new Model 440 Metropolitans now 
under construction at Convair SD. 

The transport (Convair No. 
202) flew for eight months of 
1955 in an exhausting test pro¬ 
gram which proved most of the 
changes now being built into 
Model 440s as standard equip- 
ment. 

Probably the greatest advance- 
ment. per’fected during this period 
was in the field of Sound suppres¬ 
sion. Working with a firm of 
acoustic consultants, engineers de¬ 
veloped new ideas which proved 
effective in giving the new Model 
440 the quietest passenger cabin 
of any modem American trans¬ 
port. 

A single rectangular exhaust 
replacing two circulai’ openings 
was the most important change 
devised. Spécial inner window 
assemblies plus installation of 
acoustical tape and additional 
Sound proofing were also devel¬ 
oped and proved. 

Speed improvement testing also 
perfected changes which increase 
the speed of the Metropolitan 
five miles an hour over the fast- 
est Model 340. This was accom- 
plished mainly in redesigned en- 
gine cowling and the installation 
of new seals for ailerons and 
flaps, ail of which helped to re¬ 
duce drag. 

Tests began early in January of 
this year and continued through 
August with 105 flight test op¬ 
erations logging 143 hours, 49 
minutes. 


Also during this period were 
démonstration flights made at 
different points across the coun- 
try for représentatives of various 
military services and commercial 
airlines. 

Pilot for the entire program 
was L. V. Hoffman of experi¬ 
mental flight. Heading flight 
test operations for the program 
was L. C. Bennett, then of ex¬ 
perimental flight. Sam Stevens 
and Ken Browley, flight test 
engineers, E. F. Ivosen, instru¬ 
mentation engineer, and Ken 
Chott, flight engineer, also 
logged many hours during the 
program as well as various pro¬ 
duction and experimental flight 
pilots who served as co-pilots. 

Convair and General Dynamics 
Corporation officiais such as 
John Jay Hopkins, General Dy¬ 
namics president and board chair¬ 
man, Frank Pace, a senior vice 
president of General Dynamics, 
Convair President Joseph T. Mc- 
Narney, J. V. Naish, Convair’s 
executive vice president, and 
many others flew in the airplane 
and offered comments and sug¬ 
gestions.

“Convair is profoundly con- 
cerned with the safety of its 
people both on the job and 
off the job,” Gen. Joseph T.

Flight Tests Underway 
On B-58 Systems at FW 

Flight tests for much of the equipment and a number 
of the Systems for the B-58 supersonic bomber were well 
under way at Convair Fort Worth this week, long before 
there is a B-58 to fly. 


Vétéran aircraft such as B-36 
No. 51, which has been located 
at Convair FW longer than any 
other craft of its type, are being 
used for the actual flying. 

Technical name for the project 
is “Pre-B-58 Flight Testing” with 
R. W. Moller and engineering 
flight test crews having major 
responsibility for the program’s 
success, though development and 
flight crews are called in at al- 
most every point, as are repré¬ 
sentatives of vendors supplying- 
the equipment and Systems.

stall one of the Systems, with 
technical help from the company 
that made the System. Then the 
airplane is taken up by one of B. 
A. Ez’ickson’s flight department 
crews. Vendor représentatives, 
with help when necessary from 
engineering flight test, try out 
the System in flight, at different 
speeds and altitudes. 

In addition to B-36 No. 51, 
four other airplanes hâve been 
used: B-36 No. 143, an F-89 jet 
fighter and two C-131Bs (one 
of the military versions of the 
Convair-Liner Model 340). In 
the next several months, more 
planes are due: B-47 jet bornb- 
ers, an F-86 jet and a third 
C-131B. 

Flying and maintaining such a 
variety of aircraft is a neat trick 
in itself. A Convair pilot, for in¬ 
stance, may find himself at the 
stick of a B-36 one day, an F-86 
the next and a C-131B the day 
after that. 

Supt. R. W. Dodd’s develop¬ 
ment field operations crews hâve 
a similar job on service and 
maintenance. They hâve these 
planes (plus some others on still 
other projects) to groom. But no 
matter what the plane, they’ve 
got to keep it flying. 

Heaviest flight load, though, 
goes to No. 51, which has been 
an engineering test airplane for 
years. It came off the Convair 
Fort Worth assembly lane and 
flew for the first time on Feb. 
18, 1949. Since that time it has 
logged about 1,200 hours in the 
air, almost ail of it on engineer¬ 
ing tests for B-36s and the B-58.

Test Pilots at SD Give Cockpit Views' 
On Four Different Convair Airplanes 


About $400 is picked up off the 
floor every day at Convair Fort 
Worth. 

Not in nickels, dimes and dol¬ 
lars—but in nuts, bolts, clecos, 
screws and other pièces of small 
hardware that are worth every 
cent of that, or more.

Titanium bolts will be treated 
like “nuggets of gold” when they 
go into new aircraft production 
lines at Convair Fort Worth. 

“Pound for pound, they’re about 
as expensive as gold—and harder 
co corne by,” explained K. A. Day, 
assembly manager. “They’ll be 
handled accordingly.” 

Convair is the first aircraft 
manufacturer to use substantial 
numbers of titanium bolts—which 
are 43 per cent lighter than steel 
bolts of the same rated strength. 
But they’re many times more ex¬ 
pensive. One titanium boit, for 
example, costs $3.65. A like boit 
used on the B-36 costs 6 cents!

The stuff could be dumped as a 
complété loss. But it’s not. At 
least not ail of it. 

Clecos cost about 10 cents 
apiece. About 20,000 a month 
are reclaimed—or about $2,000 
wort h. They’re put back to 
work. 

The rest of the scrap goes out, 
however, because engineers figure 
it costs more to sort it than it’s 
worth, according to Cecil McClure 
of conservation section of indus¬ 
trial engineering. 

But it isn’t a complété loss, 
thanks to réclamation and sal¬ 
vage crews of material depart- 
ment. They feed the floor sweep- 
ings into a machine in the sal¬ 
vage area that sorts out paper 
and clecos. Paper is burned and 
clecos are reclaimed. The rest is 
sold as scrap. 

“We get about $1.20 a pound,” 
said Joe Doggett of salvage. “But 
of course it’s still a losing prop¬ 
osition because you can be sure 
that we paid more for it in the 
first place than we’re getting 
back.” 

McClure pointed out that many 
of the items are swept up from 
around storage bins. Employées 
sometimes take more than they 
need. The surplus falls on the 
floor. Unless someone stops and 
picks it up, it is left for the 
sweeper. 

“We’re doing a lot better than 
we used to,” he said. “During 
peak production we lost up to 43,- 
000 pounds a month. Now it’s 
down to 10,000 to 15,000 pounds a 
month. That’s still a lot of hard¬ 
ware: about 100,000 pounds in the 
course of a year. 

“And with rising costs of pro¬ 
duction materials, it means that 
dollar-wise it costs more when a 
boit or screw is wasted. 

“Employées can help merely by 
exercising ordinary care.” 

Refresher Proposed 
For Mech. Engineers 

Convair San Diego employées 
interested in a spécial refresher 
course in mechanical engineering 
may contact SD training section, 
Bldg. 14, Plant 1, for details. 

The course would be offered by 
the University of California ex¬ 
tension (if enough register) and 
would be set up to préparé for 
the second portion of the State 
examination for registration of 
professional engineers. 

Deadline for applying for this 
training is Dec. 5. 


“They’re worth every cent of 
it in weight-saving for today’s 
aircraft, of course,” said Day. 

Losing a few 6-cent bolts in 
the B-36 program didn’t mean too 
much. But misplacing many tita¬ 
nium bolts—at $3.65 each—could 
mean heavy losses. So they will 
be accounted for—piece by piece 
—from the time they’re merely 
an idea until the time they’re on 
an airplane that takes off. 

Engineering tells exactly how 
many such bolts are needed for 
each assembly. Based on this, the 
material department orders the 
bolts. 

Thus far, they’re on order from 
two firms: Standard Pressed 
Steel Co. of Jenkintown, Pa., and 
Voi Shan Co. of Los Angeles. 

From the time the bolts are re- 
leased to the time they are in the 
airplane, they are carefully fol- 
lowed by paper work. If lost, or 
damaged, they must be accounted 
for. 

“No boit will go unaccounted 
for,” said Day. “Especially when 
we pay about $28 a pound for the 
stuff—and get back only 75 cents 
a pound when it’s scrapped.” 

High cost of titanium parts 
arises from the fact that the 
métal is new, machining is ex¬ 
pensive and production low. Costs 
are expected to corne down as use 
increases.

QUESTION : Does a pilot carry 
sufficient oxygen on his body to 
last for duration of parachute 
descent? 

COLEMAN : About four min¬ 
utes supply in a bail-out bottle, 
plenty to last from moderate alti¬ 
tudes. 

QUESTION : Why is a pressure 
suit needed ? 

(Pilot J. M. Fitzpatrick, cur- 
rently stationed at Edwards 
AFB, dressed in régulation high 
altitude suit, answered this 
one.) 

FITZPATRICK: Above 45,000 
feet the ordinary oxygen mask is 
inadéquate. Oxygen must be taken 
in under pressure, and at such al¬ 
titudes the human body requires 
counter pressure to survive. Nor- 
mally, this is supplied by cockpit 
pressure in the airplane. When 
leaving the plane at high alti¬ 
tudes, the pressure suit is a sub- 
stitute for cockpit pressure. It is 
emergency equipment only. 

QUESTION: What does a pilot 
hâve to do to préparé for leaving 
his ship at high altitudes ? 

JOHNSON: First is depressur- 
ize, to avoid “explosive décom¬ 
pression”; then jettison the can- 
opy; then fire the éjection seat. 
From then on the pilot’s equip¬ 
ment (parachute, etc.) is auto- 
matic — until he reaches the 
ground. 

QUESTION: On takeoff runs 
of the Sea Dart it appears that 
the pilot is subjected to continu¬ 
ons jarring action . . . 

LONG: Yes, howevei develop¬ 
ment of shock absorption devices 
in the ski mechanism hâve re- 
duced this condition in the cockpit 
to a satisfactory degree. 

QUESTION: Does the R3Y 
“crouch” in the water when re- 


PATENT WON AFTER 
FOUR-YEAR WAIT 

A new method for sighting a 
plumber line has been patented 
by E. C. Mitchell of Dept. 72 at 
Convair San Diego after a wait 
of over four years. 

Mitchell’s “electro” plumb bob 
contains a pin battery and a tiny 
bulb which shines through a hole 
.70 of an inch in diameter at the 
base. A screw top allows him to 
turn the light on or off as needed. 

“The light piii points exactly 
on center, making it possible to 
sight a plumbed line faster and 
to mark it more accurately,” Mit¬ 
chell said. 

While his idea was original, it 
contained some features of other 
plumb bobs which had been sub- 
mitted for patents, so Mitchell 
was forced to change and re-sub- 
mit his idea 15 times before it 
was approved for a patent.

COLEMAN: Although the pace 
has stepped up so that human re¬ 
action isn’t fast enough to per- 
form some of the functions they 
did with slower planes—requiring 
automatic devices as substitutes 
■—nevertheless, planes are getting 
harder to fly. There are more 
mental calculations to be made 
. . . and more years of expérience 
are required to anticipate trouble 
. . . Emergencies can happen in 
such a hurry . . . 

PROPHETT: There may be less 
to do with the hands, but more 
with the head . . . 

QUESTION: In push over to 
level flight, is buffeting experi- 
enced in the XFY-1, even though 
airspeed increases? 

COLEMAN: No. The sensation 
is as though beginning to “plane” 
when on water skis. 

QUESTION: What type of fail-

Do different air¬ 
planes react differently? 

JOHNSON : Having read of 
“crashing the Sound barrier” you 
probably would be disappointed 
when flying the F-102A for the 
first time. There is scarcely any 
sensation at ail, and only after 
expérience can you detect a slight 
“weaving” at that instant . . . 
Other airplanes react differently. 
Those with the thickest wings 
hâve the harshest reaction. 

QUESTION: What is the 
most difficult part of flying the 
XFY-1 ? 

COLEMAN: I think it is when 
shifting from horizontal to ver¬ 
tical flight. It is against pilot in¬ 
stinct to pull the nose straight up 
and reduce power at the same 
time. 

QUESTION: Is there a notice- 
able jolt when the F-102A drag 
chute opens ? Is the chute popped 
before touch-down? 

JOHNSON: It is a pleasant 
sensation, a firm and steady dé¬ 
célération. The chute can be 
snapped before touch-down, if at 
reasonable altitude, say 25 feet 
or less. Incidentally, the airplane 
maintains a very high angle of 
attack on landing roll and the 
chute causes no nose-down pitch. 

QUESTION: Are flame-outs as 
common as it would appear ? 

JOHNSON: They are extreme- 
ly uncommon. I can’t remember 
of hearing of one in a couple of 
years. 

QUESTION: When will the 
R3Ys and F-102As go into régu¬ 
lai- military service ? 

GERMERAAD AND JOHN¬ 
SON: In the spring of next year.

Plant 1 Functions 
Leading in Safety 

Plant 1 functions led the way 
in the monthly safety contest at 
Convair San Diego during Octo¬ 
ber with fabrication, manufactur- 
ing control and electronics tied 
for first place. 

Strung out behind the leaders 
in order were Model 340 major 
and final, material, plant engi¬ 
neering, and manufacturing con¬ 
trol, Plant 2. 


Paint brushes are making a 
strong bid to replace hammers 
and nails among a growing “do- 
it-yourself” group at Convair 
San Diego. 

And it’s due largely to fiber 
glass. 

In its natural stage (a cloth), 
fiber glass looks much like any 
other fabric. But when treated 
with a liquid substance with 
brushes, it becomes a tough, al- 
m o s t indestructible, covering. 
Since this covering is applied di- 
rectly to a structure or shaped by 
use of a mold, nails and hammers 
are of no use. 

Boats are by far the most 
popular items being built, dating 
back even before CRA Fishing 
Club at San Diego sponsored a 
joint building venture which turn- 
ed out 160 boats of the 16-foot 
class. (Convair Pomona is now 
engaged in a similar projeet and 
a like projeet has been active at 
Fort Worth.) 

However, boats do not consti- 
tute ail of the interest. Con- 
vairiety has reported on model 
airplanes, automobile bodies and 
a nupiber of other projects in- 
volving fiber glass. 

Jim Spurgeon of Dept. 6 at San 
Diego has found even another 
use. He fashioned the body of 
a “camper” trailer of the mate¬ 
rial, saving something over 300 
pounds in weight (it weighs a 
total of 300 pounds). His “tear 
drop” trailer sleeps two, has room 
for cooking and storage space for 
both food and water. 

One of the most ambitious 
undertakings is taking shape in 
the back yard of H. W. Meyers, 
Plant 2 tooling superintendent. 
He’s building a 30-foot cabin 
cruiser that will be about 95

Meyers is about half finished 
with his task, having spent al- 
most a year building the mold. 
He feels that his plaster mold 
can be used again with minor 
repairs since it is made to corne 
apart in six sections when his 
hull is completed. 

To date, he has used about 
9,000 feet of glass cloth. He first 
puts in about 10 layers of cloth, 
then about one inch of honeycomb 
material and more cloth. His hull 
ranges in thickness up to about 
10 inches near the engine mounts. 
Following mounting his Chrysler 
engine, he will shape a cabin of 
fiber glass and top it with a re- 
movable canopy. Total weight 
with 100 gallons of fuel will be 
about 4,000 pounds. 

Ralph Norris of Dept. 31 has 
finished a 14-foot boat, modi- 
fied a 16-foot boat and is now 
engaged in building a fiber 
glass superstructure for a 32- 
foot cruiser. This will be 
mounted on a wooden hull cov- 
ered with fiber glass, allowing 
him to save something like 
3,000 pounds in weight. 

M. O. Martin and Tommy Fago, 
both of Dept. 31, hâve finished 
what they call a “sportility” boat 
of fiber glass. With a 40-horse- 
power motor, their 12-foot (plus) 
boat will do 35 miles an hour and 
can be used for either fishing or 
water skiing. In their spare time 
they’re working on an auto body 
of the same material.

It’s the 
largest assembly ever used on the 
automatic machine, according to

Name Your Shot! 


Hunters Beat High Ammunition 
Costs by Loading Own Shells 


Convair Gun Club members at 
San Diego hâve found a way to 
counter the high cost of ammu¬ 
nition for their trap and skeet 
activities. They are now reload- 
ing their used shells. 

Normal costs for these low base 
shells range from a high of $2.25 
down to about $2 per box. By re- 
trieving their empties, club mem¬ 
bers can reload them for about 
$1.25 per box, reflecting a sav- 
ings of up to $1 per box. (If they 
reload higher priced shells used 
in hunting (at $1.25), the savings 
increase considerably.) 

CRA put its first equipment 
into use about the middle of 
August of this year. Since then 
some 20,000 rounds of ammuni¬ 
tion hâve been reloaded. That’s 
some 800 boxes or 40 cases of 
shells ! 

A second reloader was recently 
purchased for use of CRA mem¬ 
bers so that hy mid-year of 1956 


individual club members expect 
to save hundreds of dollars on 
their annual ammunition cost. 

The reloader looks a lot like an 
old-time bottle-capping machine 
with a sériés of containers 
mounted on top of a movable tur- 
ret. Shells to be loaded are in- 
serted near the base and the con¬ 
tainers moved over a slot leading 
to the shell, each depositing such 
items as primers, wadding, shot, 
powder, etc. These are tamped 
down in turn to keep the load 
compact. 

Frank Kemper has heen coor- 
dinating most of the activities 
and indicates an experienced 
loader can average eight or nine 
boxes per hour; while a beginner 
can turn out two to three boxes 
in about the same time. Speed 
improves with expérience. 

Individual shell casings can be 
used as many as six or seven 
times.

Another R3Y 
Now in East 

Another Convair R3Y this 
month flew coast to coast non- 
stop on a ferry flight from San 
Diego to Patuxent, Md. 

With the arrivai of the latest 
plane, ship No. 1, the Navy now 
has two R3Ys being tested at the 
Patuxent Naval Air Test Center. 
A bow-loader version, ship No. 7, 
flew there from San Diego in 
September. 

Piloting No. 1 on the eastbound 
trip was Don Germeraad with 
Lou Hoffman as co-pilot.

Historié Pictures and Data Sousht 
On High Points of Convair's Past 



When the last check mark on 
the GFP inventory is made some- 
time before the whistle blows at 
3:45 p.m. at Convair Fort Worth 
Dec. 30, it will be the last entry 
in a record breaking year. 

The record is évident now, be¬ 
cause the GFP staff of FW’s ma- 
terial department, numbering 137 
persons, is now handling exactly 
37,003 line items in their in¬ 
ventory of govemment-furnished 
parts for aircraft. 

That’s more than ever be¬ 
fore in FW history, according 
to Supt. J. H. Kincannon Jr. In 
1954, there were only 27,713. In 
1953, 18,770. Before that, even 
fewer. 

The cause of the surge? 

“It’s 10 different kinds of air- 
planes to keep flying. And to keep 
’em flying takes parts,” said Kin¬ 
cannon. 

The airplanes include B-36s, of 
course, but also other planes now 
used in pre-B-58 flight testing: 
C-131Bs and an F-89. There are 
the C-54s in the air-rescue modi¬ 
fication program. And RF-84Fs 
and a GRB-36 in the Ficon pro¬ 
gram. 

Then there are the airplanes in 
still other programs: a B-47, a 
B-50, C-97—and even an old B-29. 

Before long, there’ll be some 
more: two more B-47s and an F- 
86 . 

Not ail of them are flying from 


Convair. But ail are assigned to 
Convair projects—and any part 
they need is the job of the GFP 
group. 

If the part is not in the 37,003- 
item inventory, clerks can prob- 
ably run it down in a reference 
file of another 92,000 parts — 
whether it was made by Convair, 
Douglas, or some other concern. 

In ail, the parts include almost 
every item which goes into any of 
the airplanes. 

(The parts, Kincannon men¬ 
tions, do not include any for air¬ 
planes or components now being 
built at Convair Fort Worth: B- 
58, TF-102 or B-52, for example.) 

Strangely enough, the govern- 
ment-furnished items which go 
onto B-36s in the SAM-SAC line 
also must corne from the GFP 
warehouse, even if Convair made 
them in the first place. 

Most of Convair FW’s GFP 
business—a good 60 per cent of 
it—is done with S A AM A (San 
Antonio Air Materiel Area), the 
prime depot for the B-36. But 
there’s hardly an AF depot in 
the country that doesn’t corne 
into the act at one time or 
another. They range ail the 
way from New York State down 
to Georgia and over to Cali¬ 
fornia and Washington State. 

Besides obtaining GFP parts, 
the material department also has 
the job of shipping out GFP for 


return to AF depots. This in- 
cludes such items as engines from 
B-36s which hâve been in service. 
Some of these go back to SAAMA 
for overhaul. 

Business of this kind in 1954 
totaled more than 10,600,000 
pounds of freight. 

Besides Warehouse No. 4, GFP 
also has four other stockrooms at 
Fort Worth: at the 50-foot aisle 
in the assembly building; at Col. 
152-C and at Col. 154-C; and on 
the first floor of the electronics 
building. 


An effort to organize informa¬ 
tion, pictures and historié items 
connected with Convair’s past got 
under way last week. 

Objective is to put into form 
readily available for reference 
the facts and figures that tell the 
story of Convair since the forma¬ 
tion of Consolidated Aircraft at 
East Greenwich, R.I. May 29, 
1923. The project is being direct- 
ed by General Office public rela¬ 
tions department, with Nelson 
Fuller, long-time public relations 
représentative at SD, in charge. 

“Convair’s archives contai» a 
wealth of information on early 
years, but doubtless there are 
many items of historical inter¬ 
est that vétéran Convair men 
and women hâve themselves 


preserved,” Fuller said. 

“These perhaps include photo- 
graphs of early-day planes (that 
could be copied and made a per¬ 
manent part of Convair records) 
or models of pioneer Convair 
planes (such as the model of the 
Commodore flying boat which I. 
M. Laddon, for many years a 
Consolidated executive, gave to 
the company). 

“In addition, Convair vétérans 
can be of considérable help in 
rounding out the history of the 
company by contributing their 
first-hand knowledge of major 
events in Convair’s past.”

New National 
Safety Record 
Claimed at SD 


Convair San Diego early this week chalked up what 
appears to be a new unofficial national record for safety 
in the aircraft industry. 

Monday was the 67th consecutive day without a dis- 
abling accident, representing 8,846,622 man hours of free- 
dom from lost time injury. 


This was not only a new record 
for Convair but apparently a new 
national record, too. The last 
published records of the National 
Safety Council State, as of Jan. 1, 
1955, that Hughes Aircraft held 
the national record with 8,755,- 
340 manhours. 

Previous high safety mark for 
San Diego had been another 67- 
day stretch which ended Aug. 23 
of this year. Manhours during 
that period, however, were not 
so high as the current mark due 
to différences in employment. 

This has been a banner year in 
safety for Convair San Diego. 
Since January there hâve been 
two periods of 43 days each with¬ 
out disabling injury and one in¬ 
terval of 41 days, ail in addition 
to the 67-day injury holidays. 

Blood Crédit Upped 
By 189 Pints at SD 

Convair San Diego’s crédit 
with the San Diego Blood Bank 
rose from a minus five to a plus 
184 Dec. 8 when employées at 
Plant 2 gave 189 pints of blood. 

“This should carry us until the 
second week in January,” said 
Frank Pickard of employée serv¬ 
ices. “At that time we will accept 
volunteer donations from em¬ 
ployées working in Building 19.”

The trophy, one of the top 
awards in the world for aerial 
accomplishment, was awarded to 
Coleman as the first man to fly 
the XFY-1 (Pogo), the Convair 
airplane built for the U.S. Navy 
which takes off vertically, shifts 
to horizontal flight, then returns 


to earth for a tail-down landing. 

Coleman, an engineering test 
pilot at San Diego, also is a lieu¬ 
tenant colonel in the Marine Corps 
Reserve. 

Vice President Nixon made the 
présentation on behalf of Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower. Also honored 
was Capt. Marion H. Eppes, 
USN, who received the “Aero- 
naut” trophy for lighter-than-air 
accomplishment.

Flight Test Program Soon at SD 


Noted Nuclear Physicist 


Named to New Division 


MATING—First Model 440 Metropolitan was mated at San Diego late last month, substantially 
ahead of original schedule. It is being pushed ahead to allow for a spécial flight test program. 
Scene is in SD's Bldg. 2 as fuselage and wing are joined. 

New Machines Installed For Testing 
Strength of FW Sandwich' Panels 


A battery of machines is being 
installed in the new bonded struc¬ 
tures laboratory at Convair Fort 
Worth to test the strength of 
“sandwich” panels under produc¬ 
tion for future aircraft. 

The panels are made of Fiber- 
glas honeycomb which has been 
“sandwiched” in between sheets 
of métal and “glued” together 
by a powerful adhesive. Thus 
combined, the parts take on a 
strength many times greater 
than if tested separately. 

It is one of the tasks of the 
laboratory to détermine that the 
production panels are consistent- 
ly up to strength and the new 
machines are the tools involved. 

“With the older methods of 
airplane construction, involving 
skins, stiffeners and so on, 
joined by rivets, inspection was 
far simpler,” B. E. Justice, sen¬ 
ior chemist in process control 
at FW, explained. 

“But when panels are bonded 
the ‘evidence’ is inside—where 


you can’t see it. Our testing is 
necessary to assure that ail steps, 
from start to finish, hâve been 
accomplished properly.” 

The new machines, costing 
about $100,000, will give panels 
a workout such as they would 
never get in flight. Newest and 
most powerful is being set up a' 
Col. 43-C in the assembly build 
ing. With hydraulic power it will 
test bonded pièces up to its ca- 
pacity of 400,000 pounds. 

Every fifth panel is placed 
under jaws of the machine, which 
then clamps down to détermine 
how much the panel will “take.” 
The exact point at which it goes 
to pièces is measured and re- 
corded. It must pass the test, for 
there is no “almost good enough.” 

Each of the panel’s components 
is tested in one way or another. 

A new 60,000-pound lap shear 
test machine proves out that por¬ 
tion where métal is joined to 
métal. Another machine of 60,000- 
pound capacity makes beam tests 


which enable engineers to figure 
the overall strength. 

Testing bonded panels is a good 
portion of the work performed 
by the laboratory, which is headed 
by Dr. W. S. Hay and is made

Dr. Edward C. Creutz, noted 
nuclear physicist, has been ap- 
pointed director of research of 
the General Atomic Division of 
General Dynamics Corporation. 

Création of the division was 
announced last summer by John 
Jay Hopkins, chairman and pres¬ 
ident of General Dynamics, with 
Dr. Frédéric de Hoffmann as 
general manager. Dr. de Hoff¬ 
mann also is a vice president of 
General Dynamics. 

Both De Hoffmann and Creutz 
were in San Diego recently to 
inspect possible laboratory sites. 
The division has a $10 million 
appropriation for initial research 
facilities to be devoted primarily 
to basic nuclear and materials 
exploration, as well as develop¬ 
ment of more efficient and eco- 
nomical reactor Systems. 

San Diego has been men- 
tioned prominently arnong pos¬ 
sible locations for the labora¬ 
tory. 

Creutz, professor and head of 
the Department of Physics and 
director of the Nuclear Research 
Center at Carnegie Institute of 


Technology in Pittsburgh since 
1949, currently is on a spécial 
assignaient with the Atomic En¬ 
ergy Commission. His appoint¬ 
aient to the General Atomic Di¬ 
vision reemphasizes General Dy¬ 
namics’ intentions and aims for 
the new laboratory, De Hoffmann 
said. 

“It is our hope that this lab¬ 
oratory will contribute toward 
increasing understanding and 
good relationships between in¬ 
dustrial and university re¬ 
search workers,” lie com- 
mented. 

Creutz is a graduate of the 
University of Wisconsin and re- 
ceived his Ph.D. in physics in 
1939. He taught at Wisconsin 
and Princeton until 1942 when 
he headed the first group to 
undertake metallurgical studies 
of uranium, nerillium and alumi- 
num for the Manhattan Project. 
This work led to the successful 
development of the fuel éléments 
for the first nuclear reactors at 
Oak Ridge and Hanford. He was 
a group leader at Los Alamos 
between 1944 and 1946.

Though Trolleys Out of Style, 
They Live on in Midget Form 


Street car lines may be falling 
victims to modernization in many 
cities, but they will not pass un- 
remembered. 

At least not to Convair Po- 
mona’s Burt Brin (Dept. 27) and 
several hundred other “juicefans” 
(electric railroad fans) through- 
out the country. Brin is a mem- 
ber of the Electric Railroaders 
Association, one of several clubs 
formed to collect and preserve 
historié al lore and data, and 
otherwise perpetuate interest in 
Street railways. 

“As the first rapid menus of 
public transportation, electric 
Street railways playe:l an im¬ 
portant part in the development 
of urban areas in America,” 
Brin said. “Just as the steam 
powered railroads helped with 
the development of the country 
as a whole. 

“So several years ago, when 
movements began to modernize or 
replace the Street cars, our asso¬ 
ciation was organized in New 
York to help preserve their héri¬ 
tage,” he added. “Through the 
years membership spread, and we 
now hâve divisions throughout 
the country.” 


The Southern California Divi¬ 
sion of the ERA, to which Brin 
belongs, owns three Street cars, 
and individual members own four 
others. Six of the seven are kept 
at Travel Town in Griffith Parle 
in Los Angeles. The seventh is 
kept by its owner in his back 
yard. 

The club also sponsors excur¬ 
sions. These may be over aban- 
doned or little-used tracks, using 
antique cars and equipment; or 
they may be trips to old land- 
marks or through scenic country; 
or they are sometimes taken over 
routes about to be discontinued. 
And the club also has a historical 
library. 

“Most members become collec- 
tors, and they accumulate every- 
thing from Street cars to time- 
tables,” Brin continued. “Many of 
them go in for model building. 

“My own collection is small, but 
I do hâve a roller sign from an 
experimental - type Street car — 
only two of them were built—and 
some fairly rare timetables. And 
I build some models.” 

Brin’s interest in railroading is 
not confined to the electric lines. 
He is also a “steamfan” (this is 
railroaders’ slang to indicate in¬ 
terest in steam and diesel lines). 

“I’ve been interested in ail 
types of railroads ever since I 
can remember,” he said. “And I 
guess it cornes naturally, since 
my father has been a railroad 
man—he Works for the Soo Line 
—for 35 years.” 


A new “do-it-yourself” guitar 
was making sweet music for the 
ears of Convair Fort Worth’s Ray 
Lawyer this week. 

Literally—and also because the 
Dept. 92 employée built the new 
electric take-off guitar himself 
and saved about $200 in the 
process. 

“Not counting labor, it cost 
about $35,” he explained. “And

Lawyer fashioned the guitar 
from a piece of maple 43 inches 
long, 14 inches wide and two 
inches thick.

Racing along a two-mile rail- 
road straightaway at near the 
speed of Sound, a specially built 
F-102A nose section has been 
proving the safety of the 
F-102A’s emergency pilot bail- 
out System. 

In the “driver’s seat” is a six- 
foot, 200-pound rubber and alu- 
minum dummy which during the 
tests is catapulted free of the 
cockpit and descends to earth by 
parachute. 

Test location is a facility of 
the Air Research and Develop¬ 
ment Command located at Ed¬ 
wards Air Force Base on the Mo¬ 
jave desert in California. Tests 
themselves are conducted by Con¬ 
vair SD engineering department’s 
mechanical test laboratories, in 
coopération with the Air Force. 

“Our concept of the F-102A 
escape System has been proved 
out generally,” Ralph Bayless, 
chief engineer of Convair SD, 
explained. “However, we are 
constantly trying to make the 
System even better.” 

In effect, the test program 
simulâtes pilot bailout under a 
variety of speeds (from 260 miles 
an hour to virtually the speed of 
sound) and conditions (the com- 
ponent is so built that its “angle 
of attack” can be varied). To 
simulate a nose high angle of 
attack, characteristic of slow 
speed flight, the cab can be 
canted at a 10 degree angle to 
the sied. To duplicate high-speed 
flight (low angle of attack), the 
cab may be positioned accord- 
ingly. 

Experimental at San Diego 
built the sied and modified a pro¬ 
duction F-102A nose for the job. 
Modification involved reinforce¬ 
ment to withstand the tremen- 
dous push of the rocket engines. 
These are JATO (jet assisted 
takeoff) bottles attached to the 
rear of the sied, each capable of 
11,000 pounds of thrust. Al- 
though the sied can accommo- 
date 16 bottles, no more than 
eight hâve been used for any one 
run so far. 

It takes about 10 seconds for 
the sied to rocket down the 


10,000 feet of standard railway 
track. The main rockets burn 
out in the first two seconds, 
with the sied reaching maxi¬ 
mum speed after the first 3,000 
feet. The last 2,000 feet of the 
run are for stopping! This is 
accoinplished by a water 
trough between the rails. A 
V-shaped scoop beneath the cab 
bites into the ever deepening 
water and brings it to a hait. 

In the F-102A éjection System 
a pilot can, in an emergency, bail 
out in two seconds. His first act 
is to dump cabin pressure and 
jettison the cockpit canopy. Then 
he triggers the seat éjection and 
is catapulted upward. 

A normal test run with the sied 
requires about 25 Air Force tech¬ 
nicians who do the actual firing 
and data recording. Convair as- 
signs four test engineers. 

Among the Convair engineers 
who hâve had leading rôles in 
the project are Earl A. Kops, 
mechanical test engineer in 
charge; Wayne Smith, who has 
directed the tests at the site; H. 
F. Mohrlock, senior design engi¬ 
neer in the pilot escape section 
at SD; R. L. Hayward of the 
furnishings group at SD. 

Also active on the project were 
W. F. Kemp of instrumentation 
and R. E. Sassaman, W. G. Mes- 
ser and R. C. Smith of electro- 
dynamics.

First of 440s 
Flying Tests 

The first Model 440 Metropoli¬ 
tan flew a two-hour, ten-minute 
shakedown flight Dec. 16 and 
shortly thereafter was turned 
over to SD’s engineering flight 
test to check out certain items 
for CAA certification. 

The airplane by now is prob- 
ably back with production flight 
undergoing the regular check of 
performance prior to customer 
acceptance. 

A. T. Steck of production 
flight took the ship up for its 
maiden flight with Harry Mc¬ 
Kay, recently named chief pilot, 
production flight, as co-pilot. 
Also in the first flight crew 
were Ludvig Iinudsen and C. 
J. Falkenthat, flight engineers, 
and E. F. Kosen of Dept. 6 
handling instrumentation. Af- 
ter the shakedown, a crew front 
engineering flight test took 
over, including L. V. Hoffman, 
pilot, J. M. Elliott, co-pilot, 
J. K. Chott and E. Strehlay, 
flight engineers, and Kosen. 

The airplane is about two 
weeks ahead of schedule, pushed 
ahead in order to allow for CAA 
certification flight time. 

Supt. John Glenn reported that 
the second Model 440 is progress- 
ing steadily and should be factory 
complété about the middle of Jan- 
uary at which time it will go 
to field operations for the pro¬ 
duction flight program. This will 
be a Continental Airlines plane.

Convair San Diego faces a busy year in 1956, with in¬ 
creased production and engineering- development at the 
home plants and also at outlying bases, B. F. Coggan, San 
Diego manager, said this week in a year-end statement. 

Employment, now at about 24,000, will average about 
26,000 during next year, he indicated. 


“Production activity in San 
Diego will center around many 
major projects, including the del- 
ta-wing F-102A supersonic inter- 
ceptor, TF-102A combat profi- 
ciency tramer, Metropolitan 440 
transport, R4Y-1 Navy transport, 
the R3Y turboprop seaplane and 
various missile and electronic 
programs,” Coggan predicted.

In the planning stage is 
a new radome testing facility as 
well as expansion of our engi¬ 
neering computer facilities.

Hopkins Backs Plan to Establish 
Science Institutes at La Jolla 


Convair and John Jay Hopkins 
were in the forefront recently 
when a délégation of San Diego 
community leaders proposed es¬ 
tablishment at La Jolla of two 
new scientific institutes of the 
University of California. 

Hopkins, chairman and presi¬ 
dent of General Dynamics Cor¬ 
poration, appeared with civic 
leaders before the university’s 
Board of Regents at the UCLA 
campus and strongly endorsed 
setting up an Institute of Pure 
and Applied Physics and an In¬ 
stitute of Mechanics at the South¬ 
ern location. 

Following the présentation, Ed¬ 
ward A. Dickson of Los Angeles, 
chairman of the meeting, assured 
the délégation that the plan would 


receive “our very serious and 
sympathetic considération.” 

Hopkins told the board that 
industry has been greatly affect- 
ed by scientific discoveries and 
predicted that there must be 
“more and more harmonious in- 
terlocking of business and édu¬ 
cation.” 

He said that “a great new era 
of the atom is developing” and 
that “the doors in this secret 
box must be unlocked as rapidly 
as possible.” 

“It can be a Pandora’s box 
for war or for peace,” he added. 

Hopkins told the regents that 
General Dynamics has appropri- 
ated $10 million for a laboratory 
to be operated by its General

Tax Exemption Check 
Urged For Everyone 
To Assure Accuracy 

Convair employées everywhere 
are advised to make sure that 
their Withholding Exemption Cer- 
tificates (Forms W-4) are up to 
date for 1956. 

Convair uses the certificates 
every pay day to détermine how 
much tax to deduct. Therefore, 
it is important that any change 
of status be incorporated at once. 
If présent certificates are correct, 
they should be allowed to stand. 
However, if they are in error 
because of a change of exemp¬ 
tions or for some other reason, 
new certificates should be ob- 
tained from Convair and filled 
out. 

Exemptions usually change 
through marriage or divorce, 
when a dépendent dies or is born, 
or when a taxpayer begins or 
stops supporting a dépendent.

YC-131C Turbos Finish 
Service Test Program 


Two Convair YC-131C turbo¬ 
prop aircraft on Dec. 15 com- 
pleted a hurry-up service test 
program at Kelly Air Force 
Base, Texas, more than six 
weeks ahead of schedule. 

After eight months daily expé¬ 
rience with the combination tur¬ 
bine - propeller craft, Lt. Col. 
Samuel C. Burgess, test squad- 
ron commander, described them 
as the forerunners of the future 
work horses in Air Force trans¬ 
port. 

The two planes, originally 
Convair 340s built at San Diego, 
were delivered to Military Air 
Transport Service at Kelly in 
January after they had been 
converted to turboprop at Con¬ 
vair Fort Worth. 

“The tests show conclusively 
that turbine - propeller aircraft 


hâve a most promising place as 
logistic carriers in the future 
Military Air Transport fleet,” 
Burgess said. 

Big aim of the tests was to 
pile up as much flying time as 
possible as quickly as possible. 
The two ships—though spécial 
conversions—put in more than 
3,000 hours in the air in less 
than eight months. 

Advantages proved were: 
shorter take-off, more rapid 
climb, shorter landings, greater 
speed (cruising at 320 and up), 
heavier cargo loads, faster and 
cheaper engine changes, easier 
servicing and lower fuel cost. 
The engines burn JP-4, a mili¬ 
tary fuel similar to kerosene. 

The two planes averaged nine 
hours each in the air during 
November, their peak month.

B-58 Air Characteristics 
Studied From the Ground' 


Convair’s fortheoming B-58 
bomber already has flown for 
many hours—by proxy. 

The “flying” has been done 
from the ground through the 
medium of three new computers, 
far more advanced than any in 
previous use at Convair Fort 
Worth’s electronics computing 
laboratory. 

The new additions “think, fig¬ 
ure and produce answers” faster 
and more smoothly than older 
equipment, according to Bill Ev¬ 
ans, FW group engineer. The 
answers involve airplane flight 
characteristics under almost any 
given set of circumstances. 

“The computer ‘acts’ like the 
plane and records what the plane 
would do in actual flight in terms 
of load factors and stress. The 
answers are figured almost in- 
stantaneously,” Evans added. 

In fact, it takes longer to set 
up the problem than it does 
to get an answer. Sometimes, 
several days are necessary, as 
well as close teamwork among 
the engineers who perform the 
operations, those who handle 
spécial projects and those who 
keep the machines and elec¬ 
tronics equipment in order. 

(At Fort Worth, Gene Heizer 
is in charge of machine opera¬ 
tions; Jerry Wentworth has spé¬ 
cial projects, and Jim Sanders is 
in charge of equipment.) 

The problem cornes to engi¬ 
neers in the computing room in 
the form of mathematical équa¬ 
tions. The équations then are 
worked out on a diagram to fit a 
“patch board” on the machine. 

“The patch board looks some¬ 
thing like a téléphoné switch- 
board, and we plug in wires to 
match our diagram,” Evans said. 

The problem is worked out and 
the answer recorded on charts 
that are readable to a trained 


engineer. Ail movements can be 
interpreted; pitch, yaw and oth¬ 
ers, as well as load and altitude. 

“The computer can figure out 
anything the plane will do—as it 
does it,” Evans continued. “And 
that ‘plane’ has been on some 
mighty long flights. Sometimes 
we keep problems on the board 
for as long as a month, trying 
out every conceivable variation 
under the circumstances.” 

Evans estimated that these 
new electronic additions will per¬ 
mit much faster computations. 

“Now we can do five problems 
at once,” he added. 

“Incidentally, we are also be- 
ginning checkouts on some of the 
electronic Systems for the B-58.”

Until Convair SD s t a r t e d 
breaking the previous marks 
North American of Los Angeles 
led the field with 5,608,573 man¬ 
hours worked without disabling 
injury during 1951; and Lock¬ 
heed of Burbank with 3,512,127 
manhours recorded in 1950. 

“It is gratifying to know that 
twice this year, our thousands of 
employées hâve worked longer 
than two-month periods without 
lost-time accidents,” B. F. Cog- 
gan, San Diego manager, com- 
mented. 

“Our national safety record has

Ailing Jet Latches Onto 
GRB-36 For Safe Landing 

A GRB-36’s “sky hook” saved the Air Force a $500,000 
airplane — and possibly a pilot’s life — at Fairchild Air 
Force Base, near Spokane, Wash., on Dec. 12. 

The unscheduled rescue of a disabled jet fighter plane 
in mid-air was made by an Air Force GRB-36 crew just 
learning the “Ficon” operation. But two Convair Fort 
Worth Ficon experts were aboard, Pilot Larry Brandvig 

and R. E. Fisher, trapeze op erator. _ 

The official Air 


Force account 
of the dramatic incident was 
brought back to Fort Worth last 
week by W. T. Pietrzak. He and 
Rex Reardon, both of engineer¬ 
ing, as well as Brandvig and 
Fisher, hâve just returned from 
duty at Fairchild. Senior Field 
Engineer Don Martin remains on 
duty there. 

Capt. F. P. Robbinson was fly¬ 
ing an RF-84F Thunderflash jet 
fighter toward a GRB-36 after 
dark. Maj. Jack R. Packwood 
was at the GRB Controls, and 
M/Sgt. Herbert Carter was oper- 
ating the boom to which the jet 
fighters attach themselves for a 
free ride. 

Warning lights flashed sud- 
denly in the jet’s cockpit. This 
told Capt. Robbinson that the 
plane’s hydraulic boost System 
would be gone in a matter of 
minutes and a very few of 
them. 

With the boost System out, the 


pilot is helpless to do anything 
but bail out. Without it, he can’t 
land safely—at least not on the 
ground. 

Capt. Robbinson immediately 
radioed Maj. Packwood that he’d 
hâve to hook on to the GRB-36— 
and quick. Or he’d hâve to aban¬ 
don his plane. 

Despite the darkness and the 
urgency, the hookup was made in 
a routine fashion. 

Although it hadn’t been 
planned that way, Maj. Packwood 
went on to Fairchild and landed 
the GRB with the disabled jet 
nestling safely in the bomb bay 
section. 

The Air Force quoted Capt. 
Robbinson: “The GRB-36 was the 
best emergency altemate I ever 
heard of. If it hadn’t been there, 
it’s a cinch I would hâve had to 
bail out.” 

This same Air Force crew had 
made 19 successful hookups and 
drops earlier in the day. 


for the supersonic bomber and 
to learn how the high-powered 
jet engine performs on the 
ground. 

“Tests that would show exact- 
ly what the engine will do in 
flight are impossible,” said Harri¬ 
son. “But we can learn everything 
that’s possible short of flight 
itself.” 

Running the powerful jet gives 
the engineers the information 
they need on power, fuel and oil 
consumption and the like. At the 
same time, instruments give vari- 
ous pressures and températures 
throughout the engine. 

Ail of the plane’s Systems that 
dépend upon the engine—such 
as air conditioning and heating— 
can be checked, as well as some 
electronic Systems. 

When the engine is operating 
in the cell, L. G. Gilbreath, Dept. 
64 assistant foreman, and Harri¬ 
son are" in position inside the 
soundproofed control room. 

Gilbreath keeps a close watch 
on the three-panel instrument 
board. Harrison sits behind and 
above him in a newly-installed 
flight test engineer’s station. 

Caméras photograph the in¬ 
strument readings for permanent 
records of results under vary- 
ing conditions. 

“It’s actually better for these 
tests to be made now without 
waiting for the plane,” said Har¬ 
rison. 

“This way we can find out 
what we need to know—and clear 
up some of the wrinkles—before 
the plane is built.”
